Precepts for an Acconnt of the Balances in their Hands, in order to 


examine what Part thereof might be applied to the Public Service. 


From Time to Time, as ſuch Information {not procured without 
Difficulty, nor without Delay) has been obtained, we have iſſued Pre- 


cepts in Conſequence thereof, to which, for the moſt Part, Returns 


have been made. We have received Accounts of the Balances in the 
Hands of the Receivers General of the Land Tax, and of the Repre- 


ſentatives of thoſe who are dead; of the different Treaſurers, and 
Repreſentatives of Treaſurers, of the Navy, whoſe Accounts ave un- 


ſettled ; of the different Paymaſters, and Repreſentatives of Paymaſters, 


of His Majeſty's Forces, whoſe Accounts are unſettled ; and of various 
other Claſſes of Public Accountants : Reports of which will be made to 


His Majeſty, and to both Houſes of Parliament, in purſuance of the 


Directions of the Act, as ſoon as ſuch Examinations have been taken as 
are neceſſary to enable us to judge what Part of thoſe Balances may be 


immediately taken out of the Hands of the Fublic Accountants, and 


applied to the Public Service. 


We began theſe Inquiries with the Receivers General of the Land 
Tax, of whom we have examined as many as we thought neceſſary, 
not only as to the Public Money in their Hands, but alſo as to the 
Mode of collecting, receiving, paying in, and accounting for, the 
Taxes received by them. Upon the Firſt Part of this Inquiry, namely, 
as to the Public Money in their Hands, we are preparing a Report, 
which we hope will be ſoon ready to be preſented. 


As the Exciſe is one of the moſt conſiderable Branches of che Public 


Revenue, we have examined ſeveral of the Officers in its different 


Departments, as well to be informed of the Mode and Manner in-which 


it is collected and paid in, as to enable us to judge with what compa=- 
rative Expence, Efficacy, and Diſpatch, the Land Tax is collected and 
paid into the Exchequer. 


The Returns of Balances from the Treaſurers of the Navy, whoſe 
Names as Public Accountants ſtand firſt in the General Certificate of 


Accounts depending in the Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt, are

now under our Conſideration. We have examined the Right honour- 
able Earl Temple, Repreſentative of the late George Grenville, Elquire ; 
the Right honourable Lord Viſcount Barrington ; the Right honour- 


able Lord Viſcount Howe ; Sir Gilbert Elliott, Baronet, Repreſentative 


of the late Sir Gilbert Elliott, Baronet; and the Right honourable Wel- 
bore Ellis; and we are now collecting ſuch other Information as may 
enable us to report upon the Balances reſpectively in their Hands. 


In the Execution of the Truſt veſted in us, we have proceeded with 


as much Expedition as we found conſiſtent with the Difficulty and Im- 


portance of the Objects before us, and an exad and impartial Attention 
to the Intereſts of the Public, and the Rights of Individuals. _ 


A Commiſſion of Accounts, to the Extent and for the Purpoſes 
expreſſed in the Act, is not an ordinary Inſtitution; and we have been 
obliged to content ourſelves with the Suggeſtions of our own Under- 
ſtandings, unaſliſted either by the Lights of our. Anceſtors-or the Expe- 


rence of Cotemporaries. A Reference to the Minutes of our Proceed- 
ings will, if called for, ſhew that we have at leaſt been diligent and 


perſevering.

The FIRST REPORT of the 
CoMMISSLIONERS appointed to examine, take, 
and ſtate, the PuBLIC AccounTs OF THE 
KINGDOM. 


HE Act of Parliament that conſtitutes us Commiſſioners for 

examining, taking, and ſtating, the Public Accounts of the King- 

dom, being paſſed; we entered immediately upon the Execution of the 

Powers thereby veſted in us; we took the Oath preſcribed, and ſettled 
the neceſſary Arrangements of Office and Forms of Proceeding. 

The Legiſlature not having left to our Diſcretion, which of the 
various Subjects referred to our Conſideration we ſhould begin our In- 
quiries with, but on the contrary, having expreſsly directed us, in 
“the Firſt Place, to take an Account of the Public Money in the Hands 
& of the ſeveral Accountants ; and for that Purpoſe to call upon them to 

deliver in a Caſh Account; and to conſider what Sum it might be 
proper to leave in the Ws of each Accountant reſpectively, for 
carrying on the Services to which the ſame is or might be applicable, 
and what Sums might be taken out of their Hands for the Public 
Service” we, in Obedience to the Act, immediately applied our- 
ſelves to that Subject. 

The Public Accountants may be difingvitlied into Three Claſſes. 

1ſt, Thoſe who receive Public Money from the Subject, to be poly 
into the Exchequer. 


2dly. Thoſe who receive Public Money out of. the Exchequer by 
Way of Impreſt, and upon Account. 
3dly. Thoſe who receive Public Money from certain of this laſt 


Claſs of Accountants, ſubje& to Account, and who may be called 
Sub-Accountants, 
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Wie began our Inquiries in the Firſt Claſs, and of that Claſs, with the 
Receivers General of the Land Tax. To come at a Knowledge of 


their Names, and of the Balances of Public Money in their Hands, we 


procured from the Tax Office the laſt Certificate of the Remains of the 
Land Tax. By that Certificate it appeared, that of the Land Tax, 
Window, and Houſe Tax, to Lady Day laſt, the Avrears in the Hands 
of the Receivers General, upon the 14th July laſt, amounted to the 
Sum of Three hundred and Ninety-eight thouſand Seven hundred and 
Forty-eight Pounds Nine Shillings and Five Pence Haltpenny, 

As this Certificate was grounded upon Returns not made to us, but 
to the Tax Office, we iſſued Our Precepts to every Receiver General of 
the Land Tax, and to the Repreſentatives of thoſe who were dead, 
requiring them forthwith to tranſmit to us an Account of the Public 
Money in their Hands, Cuſtody, or Power, at the Time they ſhould 
each of them receive our Precept. 

Returns were accordingly made to all our Precepts ; a Lift of which 


Returns, with their ſeveral Dates, is ſet forth in the Appendix to this 


Report; and from theſe it appears, that the Balances of the Taxes on 
Land, Windows and Houſes, Servants, and Inhahited Houſes, remain- 
ing in their reſpective Hands upon the Days therein mentioned, 

amounted together to the Sum of Six hundred and Fifty-ſeven thouſand 
Four hundred Pounds Thirteen Shillings and Four Pence. 


We proceeded in the next Place, MME: to the ASA of the Act, 
to inquire to what Services theſe Sums were or might be applicable, 1 in 


the Hands of the reſpective Accountants. 
And we find, that by the Militia Ac, of the Second of His preſent 


Majeſty, the Receiver General of the Land Tax for every County, is 


required to pay to the Commanding Othcer of every Company of the 
Militia of that County, being ordered out into, or being out in, actual 
Service, One Guinca for each Private Man belonging to his Company, 
upon the Day appointed for Marching; and that by the Act of the 
Twentieth of His preſent Majeſty, for defraying the Charge of the Pay 
and Cloathing of the Militia, he is ordered to pay to the Clerk of the 
General Meetings Five Pounds Five Shillings for each Meeting, and to 
every of the Clerks of the . Meetings, One Pound One

Shilling for each Meeting: And, except the Charges of collecting, 


receiving, and accounting, we do not ſind, that, when the Militia is 
embodied, the Duties collected by theſe Receivers are liable to any 
Payments, or applicable to any other Services whatſoever. 

In the Returns made to us by the Receivers General, ſuch Sums 
as are ſtated to have been paid for theſe Services of the Militia, for the 
Year 1779, are different in different Counties; but as theſe Payments 
cannot from the Nature of them amount in any County to a conſider- 


able Sum, we conceive they may. VE made out of the current Receipts 


of theſe Taxes. 
As the Receiver General is required by n the Land Tax A&, within 


Twenty Days at fartheſt after he has received Money for that Duty, 


and by the Acts which grant the Duties on Houſes, Windows, Servants, 
and inhabited Houſes, within Forty Days after he has received thofe 
Duties, to pay the ſame into the Exchequer ; it became neceſſary for 
us to ture upon what Grounds, and for what Purpoſes, the Re- 
ceivers General retained in their Hands ſo conſiderable a Part of theſe 


Duties, ſo long after the ſame ought, according to the Directions of 


the ſeveral Acts above mentioned, to have been paid into the Exche- 
quer. To this Point, amongſt others, we examined George Rofe 
Eſquire, Secretary to the Tax Office; John F. ordyce Eſquire, Receiver 
General for Scotland; William Mitford Eſquire, Reeeiver General for 
the County of Suſſex ; Thomas Allen Eſquire, Receiver General fer- 
Part of the County of Somer/et ; Thomas Walley Partington Eſquire, 
Receiver General for the Counties of Northampton and Rutland, and 
Town of Northampton ; and George Rowley Eſquire, Receiver General 
for the County of Huntingdon. 


In theſe Examinations, Two Reaſons are e aſſigned for this Detention 
of the Public Money; one is, the Difficulty of procuring Remittances 


to London, eſpecially from the diſtant Counties; the other is, the Inſut- 
ciency of the Salary of Two Pence in the Pound, allowed the Receiver 


by the Land Tax and other Acts, upon the Sums paid by him into the 


Exchequer, to anſwer the Trouble, Riſk; and Expence, attending his 


Office ; to ſupply which, and to render the Employment worth has ing, 


he has been accuſtomed to retain in his Hands a conſiderable Part of 
theſe Duties, for the Purpoſe of his own Advantage.

As an Examination into the Manner and Charge of Collecting and 
Remitting, in an Office of Receipt, ſimilar in its Circumſtances, might 
enable us to form ſome Judgment upon the Validity of theſe Reaſons; 
we directed our ns to the Collection and Remittance of the Duties 


of Excile. 


For this Purpoſe we examined Con Hon Brucre, Eſquire, Firſt Ge- 
neral Accountant ; Richard Paton Eſquire, Second General Accountant 
in that Office; Mr. Richard Richardſon Collector of Exciſe for the 
Hertford Collection; Mr. Thomas Ball, Collector of Exciſe for the 
Bath Collection; and George Rowley Eſquire, who is Collector of 


Exciſe for Bedford Collection, as well as Receiver General of the Land 


Tax for the County of Huntingdon ; and George Lewis Scott Eſquire, 
one of the Commiſſioners of Exciſe. We procured too, from that 
Office, .an Account of the Groſs and Nett Produce of the Exciſe, 


received by each Collector for the Year 1779; in which it appears, 


that the Groſs Produce amounted to the Sum of Three millions Seven 
hundred and Fourteen thouſand Seven hundred and Seventy-one 
Pounds Sixteen Shillings and an Halfpenny, excluſive of the Receipt at 
the Exciſe Office in London, paid in by the Perſons charged, vithgut 
the Intervention of a Collector; which Groſs Sum being, as we appre- 
hend, conſiderably more than the Amount of the Duties paid to the 


Receivers General, is collected in England and Wales by Fifty-three 
Collectors, being only Two more than the Number of Receivers Ge- 
neral of the Land Tax, including Scotland. | 


From theſe laſt Examinations we learn, that each Collector of Exciſe 


goes his Rounds Eight Times in the Lear; that he remits the whole of 
his Nett Collection in every Round to the 0 Office, chiefly by Bills 


at 'Twenty-one Days after Date, in the Counties near London; at 
Thirty Days, in the more remote Counties ; and at Fifty or Sixty Days, 
in the moſt diſtant, and none at a longer Date ; that he is continually 
remitting during his Round; and within a Week after it is finiſhed, 
ſends up by a Balance Bill, all that remains of the Duties collected by 
him in that Round; that he finds no Difficulty in procuring Bills; could 


return more Money by the ſame Method; and is never ſuffered to keep 
any Money in his Hands. 


Each 
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Each Collector is paid a Salary of One hundred and Twenty Pounds 
a Year, ſubje& to Deductions amounting to One Shilling and Nine 
Pence in the Pound; and is allowed Perquiſites to about One hundred 
Pounds a Year more; and gives Security for Five thouſand Pounds. 


We endeavoured to form ſome Computation of the Loſs, ſuſtained | 


by the Public, from the Detention of the Money by the Receivers 
General, and for that Purpoſe, we called for an Account of the Quar- 
terly Returns made by them to the Tax Office ; from whence it appears, 


that the Average Sum in their Hands, from the 5th of Fuly 1778 


(when the Mode was adopted of tranſmitting the Accounts on Oath) 
to the 7th of July laſt, amounted to Three hundred Thirty-four thou- 
ſand and Sixty-one Pounds, the Intereft of which, at Four per Cent. 
being Thirteen thouſand Three hundred Sixty-two Pounds a Year, we 
conceive the Public have been SO to pay, for want of the Uſe of 
their own Money. 

But the Loſs has been, not of Intereſt . the Revenue itſelf has 
ſuffered; for by an Account of the Arrears and Defaulters of the Land 
Tax, aol other Duties, from the Year 1756, which we called for from 


the Tax Office, thoſe Arrears in the Hands of the Defaulters not 


included in the firſt Certificate, appear to amount to One hundred and 
Thirteen thouſand One hundred and Sixty-one Pounds Seven Shillings 


and Two Pence Halfpenny, of which Twenty-four thouſand Two 


hundred and Fifty-ſeven Pounds Seven Shillings and Two Pence Three 
Farthings is actually loſt upon Compoſition ; of the Remainder, Part is 
in a Courſe of legal Proceedings, and the Recovery of a great Part 
doubtful : Whereas by a like Return which we required from the Com- 
miſſioners of Exciſe, for the ſame Period, we find there have been no 
Arrears or Defaulters among the Officers of Exciſe, except in one In- 


| Nance, to the Amount of Three thouſand Six hundred Pounds. 


From this comparative View of the Modes of collecting and remit- 
ting theſe different Duties, and of the Advantages accruing to the 
Receiver and ColleQor from their ſeveral Employments, we are induced 
to think, that the Receiver General of the Land Tax is not warranted 
in his Detention of the Public Money, either by the Difficulty of pro- 
curing Bills, or by the Inſufficiency of his Salary. 


Suppoſing,

though it might occaſion ſome Delay in the Remittance, it yet is no: 
Juſtification of the Receiver for conſtantly keeping a large Balance in 
his Hands; and, admitting the Poundage not to be an Equivalent for 
his Pains, yet we are of Opinion, that the preſent Mode of ſupplying 
the Deficiency, by permitting him to withhold the Duties, is injurious 
to the Public, and ought to be diſcontinued. | 

The Revenue ſhould come from the Pocket of the Subject directly 


Hands, expreſsly for thei own Advantage, is to furniſh them with the 
ftrongeſt Motive for withholding it. A private Intereſt is created, in 
direct Oppoſition to that of the Public; Government is compelled to 1

We are therefore of Opinion, that there are no Services to which the 
ſaid Sum of Six hundred Fifty-ſeven thouſand Four hundred Pounds 
Thirtcen Shillings and Four Pence is or may be applicable, in the 
Hands of the Receivers General of the Land Tax, or of the Repreſen- 
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any Part of it in their reſpective Hands; but that the ſame, or ſo much 
thereof as now remains with them, ought to be paid into the Exche- 
quer, at ſuch Times, and by ſuch Inſtallments, as may be thought rea- 
ſonable, after a Practice of ſo long Continuance, and as ſhall be con-

duce of theſe Duties, ariſing either from the Receipt at the Office in 


London, or from Bills remitted from the Diſtributors in the Country, is 
paid every Week into the Exchequer. 

In the Salt Office, Milward Rowe Eſquire, One of the Commiſſion- 
ers, and Mr. John Elliot, Correſpondent, were examined: The Col- 


lectors of theſe Duties are continually remitting their Receipt to the 
Office 
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Office in Bills ; every Week the Account is made up, and the whote 
Balance paid into the Exchequer, reſerving always, in the Hands of 
the Caſhier, a Sum not exceeding Five hundred Pounds, for the Pur- 
poſe of defraying the incidental Expences of the Office. 

In the Office fr licenſing. Hawkers and Pedlars, we learn from Mr. 
James Turner, 2 ne of the Commiſſioners, that the Riding Sur yeyors 
keep remitting to this Office, in Bills, the Duties they receive in the 
Country; which the Caſhier pays, together with what he receives in 
London, Weekly, into the Exchequer, purſuant to the Act of the gth 
and 1oth of King Milliam the Third, provided his whole Receipt 
amounts to more than Two hundred Pounds; reſerving in his Hands 
ſuch a Sum as may be ſufficient for the Payment of Salaries, Incidente, 
and Current Expences. 

In the Office for regulating Hackney Coaches and Chairs, we collect 
from the Examination of Mr. Fo/eph Marſhall, Clerk to the Receiver 
General, that-the Duties or Rents of the Hackney Coaches become due 
every Lunar Month, and of the Hackney Chairs every Quarter; and 
theſe Rents being uſually. paid within a certain Time after they become 
due, the Receiver General makes a- Payment of One thouſand Pounds 
into the Exchequer every Twenty-eight Days, except that each of his 
Quarterly Payments amounts to Five hundred Pounds. only, as he then 
reſerves in his Hands a Sum for the Payment of Salaries and the in- 
eidental Expences of the Office. 

The Punctuality and Expedition with which the Duties collected in 
theſe Offices paſs from the Pocket of the Subject into the Exchequer, 
leave us no Room to ſuggeſt any Alteration 1 in the Lime or Manner of 
paying in the ſame... . 

In the Poſt Office, Robert . Eſquire, the Receiver General 
in Anſwer to our Precept, returned a Balance of Nine thouſand Three 
hundred Fifty-eight Pounds Two Shillings in his Hands upon the 5th of 
September laſt. From his Examination, and from thoſe of William 
Fauquier Flquire, Accountant General in this Office, and of Mr. 
William Ward, Collector of the Bye and Croſs Road. Otiice, it appears, 
that this Revenue is paid into the Office of the Receiver General, either 
by certain Officers or Collectors in London (ſome paying every other 
Day, ſome Nee and ſome Quarterly, or by Remittances. in. Bills 
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from the Poſt Maſters in the Country), who do not keep the Money they 
receive any conſiderable Time in their Hands. The Collector of the 


Bye and Croſs Road Office makes his Payments to the Receiver General 
Quarterly, and to the Amount of about Fifteen thouſand Pounds each 


Quarter. The Receiver General pays into the Exchequer Seven hun- 


dred Pounds every Week, purſuant to the Act of the gth and roth of 


Queen Anne, Chapter the ioth, and the Balance in his Hands he pays 


in every Quarter, reſerving about Five thouſand Pounds to anſwer in- 
cidental Warrants from the Board, to pay Salaries and other Expences 
of the Office. | 

There are Four Branches of the Revenue which are collected not 
under the Direction of Commiſſioners, but by ſingle Perſons only: 
Theſe are, the Firſt Fruits, and the Tenths of the Clergy ; and the 
DeduQions of Six Pence, and of One Shilling, in the Pound out of 
Penſions, Salaries, Fees, and Wages. 

We examined Edward Mulſo Eſquire, the Reer and John Shins 
Eſquire, the Deputy Receiver, of the Firſt Fruits ; who informed us, 
that this Revenue is received from the Clergy, at the Office in London:; 
that at the End of October, or the Beginning of November, in every 
Year, this Receiver pays into the Exchequer the Nett Receipt of the 
preceding Year, ending 31ſt of December; and that the Balance of this 


3 Duty, in his Hands, upon the 3oth of November laſt, was Four thou- 


ſand Three hundred Thirty-two Pounds Eight Ane and Eleven 
Pence Three Farthings. 

Robert Chefter Eſquire, the Ke of the Tenths, being examined, 
we find that theſe Payments become due from the Clergy every Chr: 3 
that they ought to be made before the laſt Day of April following, and 


if they are not made before the 31ſt of May, he delivers an Account | 
of the Defaulters into the Exchequer ; that he receives theſe Payments, 
together with the Arrears of former Years, during the following Year, 
ending at Chri/tmas, to which Time he makes up his Yearly Account, 


and in the Month of June or July after, he has, for the laſt Three 


Years, paid into the Exchequer the Nett Receipt of the preceding Year ; 


and it appears, that, upon the 20th of December laſt, the Sum in his 
Hands was Nine thouſand Eight hundred and Ninety Pounds. and Two 


Pence Halfpenny. 


Both 
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Both theſe Dues from the Clergy are granted in purſuance of the 2d 
and 3d of Queen Anne, Chapter 11th, to the Corporation called The 
Governors of the Bounty of Queen Anne, for the Augmentation of the 
Maintenance of the Poor Clergy. Theſe Governors uſually hold their 
Firſt Meeting ſome Time in November every Year, a ſhort Time before 
which it has been cuſtomary for theſe Receivers to make their Payments 
into the Exchequer. by 

Thomas Aſile Eſquire, Receiver of the Sixpenny Duty, colleQs it 
from the Offices and Perſons charged, either Quarterly, Half-yearly, 
or Yearly, according to the Practice of the Office or Perſon he receives 
it from : He has no ſtated Times for his Payments into the Exchequer, 
except that in March or April, every Year, he pays in the Balance then 
in his Hands, of his laſt Year's Collection. By his Return to us, upon 
the 16th of December laſt, the Sum of Six thouſand Eight hundred 
Eighty-one Pounds Seven Shillings and Eleven Pence, was then re- 
maining in his Hands ; but this Sum, as he has fince informed us, he 
has paid into the Exchequer, together with the Balance of his Year's 
Account, ending the 5th Inſtant. | 
Richard Carter Eſquire, Receiver of the One Shilling Duty, collects 


it from different Offices, at different Times: He uſually makes Pay- 


ments every Quarter into the Exchequer, and once a Year pays in the 
Balance. The Sum in his Hands, upon the 20th October laſt, was 
Two thouſand and Fifty Pounds Fifteen Shillings and Seven Pence; 
and he has ſince ſignified to us, that he has paid the ſame into the 
Exchequer. | 


The Intention of that Clauſe in the Act, which directs our firſt In- 


quiries to the Public Money, in the Hands of Accountants, is, that the 
Public may the ſooner avail themſelves of the Uſe of their own Money: 


a Payment of Seven hundred Pounds every Week into the Exchequer, 
carrying on the War, and other her Majeſty's moſt neceſſary Occa- 
« hons.” The neceſſary Occaſions of theſe Times, require Payments 
as large and as frequent as can be made. It appears from an Account 
of the Nett Produce of the Revenues of the Poſt Office at the Time

One of the indiſpenſable Means of obtaining this End is, to accelerate 
the Payments of the Revenue into the Exchequer. 
Out of the Revenue of the Poſt Office, the Act of Queen Anne orders 


and aſſigns as a Reaſon, * the raiſing a preſent Supply of Monies for 
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Appendix, the Act of Queen foie paſſed, and from the Accounts of the preſent” 
oa Weekly Receipts of theſe Revenues, and of the Balances paid Quar- 
Ne 27. terly into the Exchequer, tranſmitted to us from the Receiver Generah, 

that the Revenues of this Office are much increaſed, and that the cur- 
rent Weekly Receipt will ſupply a much larger Payment than Seven 
hundred Pounds. We are therefore of opinion, that the Method of 
paying the Balance every Week into the Exchequer, eſtabliſhed in the 
Cuſtoms, Exciſe, and other Offices above-mentioned, ſhould be adopted

in the Poſt Office; and that the Receiver General ſhould every Week 1 
pay the Nett Balance of his Receipt into the Exchequer, referving in 1 mM 
his Hands no more than is neceſlary to anſwer the current Payments 1 
and Expences of the Office. | _ =Þ5 
It appears to be cuſtomary for the Receiver of the Firſt Fruits, to — 
detain in his Hands the Produce of the whole Year; until Eight. or Nine | 
Months after that Year is ended, beſides receiving the current Produce 7 7 
of thoſe Months ; and for the Receiver of the Tenths to detain in his. ” 
Hands, for at leaſt a Year, the whole of this Duty, received by him 125 T 
before the 31ſt of May in each Year (at which Time he delivers a Lift = 
of the Defaulters into the Exchequer), belides receiving the current Pro- „ 
duce of that Year. It appears likewiſe, that the Receivers of the Six- - =» 


penny and Shilling Duties, do not pay into the Exchequer the whole 
Produce of theſe Duties as they. receive them. All ſuch Detentions are, 
in our Opinion, a Diſadvantage to the Public, and liable to abuſe. 
There exiſts no Reaſon why the Public ſhould not have the Cuſtody 
and Uſe of Public Money, rather than an Individual, until the Service 
to which it is appropriated, of whatever Nature that Service may. be, 
calls for its Application : The Public Coffers are the ſafe Repoſitory for 
Public Money. 
One Purpoſe, among others, expreſſed in the Act that. appoints us, 
is, that any Defect in the preſent Method of collecting the Duties may 
be corrected, and that a leſs expenſive one may be eſtabliſhed x and we 
are expreſsly directed to report ſuch Regulations, as in our Judgment 
Mall appear expedient to be eſtabliſhed, in order that the Duties may 
hereafter be received in the Manner the moſt advantageous to the Public. 
We therefore, in Obedience thereto, think it our Puty to ſubjoin one 
Obſervation, that has occurred to us during the Progreſs of our Inqul- 


ries. 
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SECOND REPORT. 


The Land Tax, and the Duties ariſing from Stamps, Salt, Licences 
to Hawkers and Pedlars, and from Hackney Coaches and Chairs, are 
under the Management of Five leparate and diſtin Boards of Commiſ- 
ſioners, conſiſting of Twenty-five in Number: The Amount of the 
Groſs Produce of the laſt Four of theſe Duties, by the Returns made to 
our Precepts, is Eight hundred thirty one thouſand One hundred 
Twenty-ſix Pounds Three Shillings and One Penny Three Farthings ; 
of the Nett Produce, Seven hundred Sixty thouſand Five hundred 
Forty- eight Pounds Fifteen Shillings and Six Pence. The Time in 
which the Commiſſioners are uſually engaged in tranſading the Buſineſs 
of their ſeveral Offices is as follows: The Attendance of the Commiſ- 
ſioners of the Land Tax, at their Office, is Thrice a Week; of the 
Stamp Office, Thrice a Week ; of the Salt Ofhce, Twice a Week ; of 
Hawkers and Pedlars, Once a Week; of Hackney Coaches and Chairs, 
Once a Week. . 

We are aware, that the comparative Produce of different Duties, is 
not alone a Criterion by which we may judge with Preciſion and Cer- 
tainty of the Time, Trouble, Expence, and Number of Officers neceſ- 
ſary to be employed in the Management of them; to have formed an 
accurate and deciſive Opinion upon this Point, it would have been 
neceſſary to have entered into an Examination, which would have car- 
ried us too far from the Object of our preſent Inquiry; but we are of 
Opinion, that the ſmall Produce of ſome of theſe Duties, and the ſhort 
Time in which each of theſe Five Boards are able to tranſi their Buſi- 
neſs, are Circumſtances which induce a ſtrong Preſumption, that ſo 
many Eſtabliſhments are not neceſſary for the Management of theſe 
Branches of the Revenue; and which lay a reaſonable Foundation for 
an Inquiry, whether Ware may not be formed a Conſolidation of Offices, 


beneficial to the Public. This Suggeſtion we ſubmit to the Wiſdom of 
the Legiſlature.

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The THIRD REPORT of the 
CoMMISSIONERS appointed to examine, take, 
and ſtate, the PuBLIc AccounTs OF THE 
KINGDOM. 


AVING finiſhed our Examinations of all thoſe Public Accountants 
H that came to our Knowledge in the Firſt Claſs, as far as relates 
to the Balances of Public Money in their Hands, we, in the next Place, 
directed our Attention to thoſe Accountants who receive Public Money 
out of the Exchequer, by way of Impreſt, and upon Account. 


The Certificate of the Accounts depending in the Office of the Audi- 


tors of the Impreſt, tranſmitted to us purſuant to our Precept, furniſhed 


us with a Liſt of theſe Accountants: As much of this Certificate as relates 
to the Subject Matter of this preſent Report, is inſerted in the Appen- 


dix. We took them into our Conſideration in the Order in which 


they ſtand upon that Certificate; a Rule we purſue in regard to all 
Liſts of Accountants, unleſs there is ſome ſpecial Reaſon for nn 
from it. 

The Set of Accountants therein firſt mentioned, are the Treaſurers 
of the Navy; and of theſe, the Names that ſtand firſt are the Execu- 


tors of Anthony Viſcount Falkland, whoſe final Account is dated the 


4th of April 1689, and from whom a Balance of 'Twenty-ſeven thou- 


ſand Six hundred and Eleven Pounds Six Shillings and Five Pence 


Farthing, is declared to be then due. We did not miſpend our Time in 
a Purſuit where there was fo little Probability of Benefit to the Public: 
A Debt that has ſubſiſted for near a Century, may be preſumed deſ- 
perate. Paſhng over therefore this Article, we iſſued our Precepts to 
Earl Temple, as Repreſentative of the late George Grenville Eſquire; to 

E 2 Lord 
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Lord Viſcount Barrington, Lord Viſcount Howe, and to Sir Gilbert 
Elliot Baronet, as Repreſentative of the late Sir Gilbert Elliot, for an 
Account of the Public Money in their Hands, Cuſtody, or Power, as 
late Treaſurers of the Navy. The Returns made to our Precepts are ſet 
forth in the Appendix ; from which it appears that the Balances of Pub- 
lic Money remaining in their reſpective Hands, upon the Days therein 
mentioned, amounted together to the Sum of Seventy-ſix thouſand Se- 
ven hundred Ninety-three Pounds Eighteen Shillings and One — 
Farthing. 

That we might learn for what Reaſons, Services, or Purpoſes, theſe 
Sums are permitted to remain in the Hands of Treaſurers of the Navy, 
ſo long after they are out of Office, we examined ſeveral of the Officers 
in this Department, namely, George S eld Eſquire, Caſhier of the 
Victualling; Andrew Douglas Eſquire, Paymaſter; Mr. Adam Jellicbe, 
Chief Clerk to the Paymaſter, and Mr. Francis Cook, Ledger Writer. 


By them we are ſupplied with the following Information: 
The Office of the Treaſurer of the Navy is divided into Three 


Branches, the Paymaſter's, the Caſhier's, and the Victualling Branch. 
All the Money he receives 1s for the Navy Services, and placed under, 
or carried over to one of theſe Branches; the Money in each Branch is 
ſubdivided, arranged, and kept under various different Heads of Ser- 


vices ; the whole Balance, at the Time he leaves the Office, continues 


to be liable, whether it be in his Hands, or in the Hands of his Repre- 
ſentatives, in caſe of his Death, to the ſame Services for which its 
ſeveral Parts were originally deſtined ; and the Commiſſioners of the 
Navy, Victualling, and Sick and Hurt Offices, each in their ſeveral 
Departments, continue to aſſign Bills upon him for Payment, until 
they have reduced his Balance to ſuch a Sum as, in their Opinions, will 
not be more than ſufficient to aniwer Purpoſes for which it has been 
uſual to leave Money with him, until his final Account is paſſed. 
Theſe Purpoſes are, firſt, to carry on the Recalls upon thoſe Ships 
Books which were open in his Treaſurerſhip, and the Payment of the 
Half Pay Lifts and Bounties to Chaplains. The Ships Books are uſually 
kept open for Recalls, for Seven or Eight Years after the Expiration of 
the Treaſurerſhip, in order to give thoſe Seamen who, by being either 
turned over to other Ships, or employed in other Places, could not 

| attend 
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attend at the Time their Ship was paid, an Opportunity of receiving 
their Wages when it is in their Power to apply for them. The only 
Fund applicable to this Service is the Money in the Pay Branch, placed 
under the Head of © To pay Ships, and carry on Recalls :” This Ser- 
vice is at an End when the Ships Books are made up. They are made 
up as they come in Courſe in order of Time; and after the laſt is cloſed, 

the Half Pay Liſts are alſo cloſed, and the Payment of the Bounty to. 
Chaplains ceaſes. 


The other Purpoſe is to pay the Fees aid Expences of carrying on, 
making up, and paſſing his Accounts. Upon paſling every Annual 


Account, Fees are paid to the Auditors of the Impreſt, out of the Mo- 
ney in his Hands, under the Head of © To pay Exchequer Fees, and 
„other contingent Expences of the Pay Office ;”” but upon paſſing his 
final Account, there 1s a Gratuity alſo paid in the following Manner : 
— The Officers and Clerks who tranſa& the Buſineſs of the Treaſurer 
in Office, carry on alſo at the ſame Time, and finally make up, the Ac- 
counts of the "Treaſurers out of Office; for which extra Work they 
have no Salary or Recompence whatever, until the final Account is 
ready to be paſled, at which Time it has been uſual for them, by Peti- 
tion to the Lords of the Treaſury, to obtain a reaſonable Allowance 
for their Trouble; which has been paid them, by virtue of a "Treaſury 


Warrant, out of any Money remaining in the Hands of that Treaſurer, 
under whatever Heads of Service it may be placed. This Gratuity, 


together with the Fees of paſſing the Annual Accounts, and for the 
Quietus, it is imagined will exhauſt the whole Balance now remaining in 
the Hands of Lord Temple. 

All the Ships Books which were paid by Mr. Gul Lord Bar- 


vinglen, and Lord Howe, are made up, and conſequently the Balances 
which the Three Boards have left in the Hands of theſe Treaſurers muſt 
be for the Purpoſe of paying the Fees and Expences of carrying on, 


making up, and paſling their Accounts. Of Sir Gilbert Elliot's Ships 


Books, Five hundred and Six are ſtill open for Recalls; and Payments, 
if applied for, are made upon them once a Week; and therefore, what- 
ever Sums ſtand upon his Account, in his Paymaſter's Branch, under 
the Heads of Wages, Half Pay, and Bounties to Chaplains, are till 
applicable to theſe Services; and the Reſidue of the Money permitted

Ne 13, 14, 15. Barrington, Lord Howe, and Sir Gilbert Elliot, every Year ſince they 
ſeverally went out of Office, all tranſmitted to us from the Pay Office of 
the Navy, purſuant to our Requiſitions, we find that Mr. Grenville - 
refigned this Office in 1762, and his laſt Ship's Book was made up in 
1771; that Lord Barringion reſigned this Office in 1765; and his laſt 
Ship's Book was made up in 1775 ; that Lord Howe reſigned this — 
Office in 1770, and his laſt Ship's Book was made up in 1778; and [ 
that Sir Gr/bert Elliot died in 1777: Hence it appears, that for near 1 
Nineteen Years there has been in the Hands of Mr. Grenville, or of his 0 Þ 
Repreſentatives, and for Fifteen Years in the Hands of Lord Barring- | 


ton, and for Ten Years in the Hands of Lord Howe, and for Three 
Years in the Hands of the Repreſentatives of Sir Gilbert Elliot, conſi- 
derable Sums of Public Money (excluſive of the Sums on the Heads of 
Wages, Half Pay, and Bounty to Chaplains) deſtined to Purpoſes 
which (except the paſſing Three Years of Mr. Grenville's Accounts) 
have not yet exiſted, and which if we may judge from the Progreſs 
hitherto made in paſſing theſe Accounts, are not likely ſoon to exiſt. 
Where Public Money 1s appointed for a Service or Purpoſe to ariſe 
at a future Time, we are of Opinion, the Public alone ought to have 
| the

the Cuſtody and Uſe of that Money, in the mean Time, and until the 


Service or Purpoſe calls for its Application. 

When the Fees and the Gratuity become payable, we ſee no Reaſon 
why the Treaſurer in Office ſhould not pay them, in like Manner as the 
Treaſurers out of Office pay them now. 

We did not Form our Opinion upon theſe Balances without firſt hear- 
ing the late Treaſurers themſelves, or the Repreſentatives of thoſe who 
are dead; and therefore we examined Earl Temple, Lord Viicount 
Barrington, Lord Viſcount Howe, and Sir Gilbert Elliot Baronet ; not 
One of whom made any Objection to paying their Balances into the 


Exchequer, upon Condition, ſome of receiving their Quietus, others 


of being made ſecure in ſuch Payments. We do therefore conceive, 
that the Balances of Public Money now remaining in the Hands of 


Earl Temple, as Repreſentative of the late George Grenville Eſquire, 


and in the Hands of Lord Viſcount Barrington, and of Lord Viſcount 
Howe, and of Sir Gilbert Elliot Baronet, as Repreſentative of Sir 
Gilbert Elliot, late Treaſurers of the Navy, ought to be paid into the 


Exchequer, for the Public Service, leaving in the Hands of Sir Gilbert 


Elliot the Sums in his Account placed under the Heads of Wages, Half 


Pay, and Bounties to Chaplains, to carry on the Services to which the 


ſame are applicable ; that ſuch Payments ſhould be without Prejudice, 
and a proper Security and Indemnification be given to each of them 


againſt any Loſs or Detriment that may accrue to them in conſequence 
of ſuch Payments. 


The Right honourable Welbore Ellis, the preſent Treaſurer of the 
Navy, returned to our Requiſition, a Balance in his Hands upon the 
41ſt of Auguſt laſt, of Three hundred Forty-eight thouſand Nine hun- 


dred Forty-one Pounds Eleven Shillings and Nine Pence. The Ac 


directs us to examine into all Balances in the Hands of Public Ac- 
countants, for the Purpoſe of conſidering what Sum may be taken out 
of their Hands, to be applied to the Public Service. It is obvious, we 
could not examine the Balance in the Hands of the Treaſurer in Office 
with this View; it could not be in our Power to ſay, that any Part of it 
ought to be paid back into the Exchequer, becauſe, in an Office of fo 
conſtant and large an Expenditure, this Sum muſt probably be ex- 
hauſted, even n While it was under our Conſideration; but it was com- 
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petent to us, and-we thought it our Duty, to examine whether this was 
a larger Sum than the current Buſineſs of the Office required ſhould at 
that Time be entruſted to the "Treaſurer of the Navy. A Compariſon 
between the Quantum of the Sum, and the Demands upon it, would 


enable us to form ſome Judgment upon this Point; with this View we 


examined the preſent "Treaſurer himſelf, Timothy Brett Eſquire, Com- 


miſſioner of the Navy, and Comptroller of the "Treaſurer's Accounts, | 
John Slage Efquire, Commiſſioner of the Victualling, and Fohn Bell 


Eſquire, Commiſſioner of the Sick and Hurt; from whom we collect 
the following Information. 

All the Money received by the Treaſurer, for the Services of the 
Navy, is either iſſued to him ont of the Exchequer, or paid to him by 


ſundry Perſons, in purſuance of the Directions of the Navy, ViQtualling, 


or Sick and Hurt Boards. The Money from the Exchequer is iſſued to 
him, and arranged in his Accounts under various Heads of Services 


theſe Heads are kept diſtin; and he cannot place or transfer a Sum 
iſſued to him under one Head, to any other Head of Service. All Bills 


aſſigned upon him for Payment by theſe Boards, ſpecify the corre- 


ſpondent Head of Service out of which that Bill is to be paid, and he 


muſt not pay it out of Money placed under any other Head of Service 


than that ſo ſpecified on the Bill. 


When Money is wanted, the Application for it never originally moves 
from the Treaſurer, except iu the ſingle Inſtance of Money to pay Fees, 
and other contingent Expences ; this he craves of himſelf, when that 
Fund is nearly exhauſted ; in all other Caſes, the Board, in whoſe De- 
partment it is, by Letter, deſire him to preſent a Memorial to the Lords 
of the Treaſury, ſpecifying the Sum wanted, and for what particular 
Service; the Memorial purſues the Letter, and the Iſſue is directed from 
the Exchequer in the Terms of the Memorial. The Treaſurer imme- 


diately certiſies to the Navy Board the whole Sum he receives, and to 


the other Boards, ſo much of that Sum as concerns them; he alſo 
tranſmits to the Navy Board an Account of all his Receipts and Pay- 


ments in the Caſhier's and Victualling Branch every Fortnight, and in 


the Pay Branch every Month; by theſe Means they have an exact 


Knowledge of the State of his Balance under each Head of Service. 
| | Each 
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Fach of theſe Boards enter in their Books all the Aſſignments they 
make upon him for Payment ; of which they tranſmit to him a Liſt ; 
hence they know what the actual Demands upon him amount to; and, 
from their Experience in the Courſe of the Navy Buſineſs, they can 
form ſome Conjecture relative to the probable approaching Demands 
that may be made upon him in the various Branches of the Service. 
By ſuch Knowledge and Conjecture theſe Boards are guided in their 
Directions to the Treaſurer, as to the Time when, the Quantum of the 
Sum, and the Service for which, every Application for a Supply is to 
be made to the Treaſury. | | 
At the End of every Month the Navy Board tranſmit to the Treaſury . 
a Certificate, containing an exact State of all the Receipts and Pay- | 
ments made by the Treaſurer during that Month, as they appear from 
their Books; hence the Lords of the Treaſury have full Knowledge of Appendix, 
the State of his Balance every Month: This Certificate for the Month =Nvs 25, 
of Auguſt laſt we procured from the Navy Office, on which the Balance 
in the Hands of the Treaſurer appears to be Two hundred Sixty thou- / 260, 16 : 1: 85 
ſand Seven hundred Sixteen Pounds One Shilling and Eight Pence 
Farthing. e . 
Being made acquainted thus far with the Courſe of Buſineſs in this 
Office, our next Step was to reſolve this Balance of Three hundred / 348,941: 11:9 
forty-eight thouſand Nine hundred Forty-one Pounds Eleven Shillings | 
and Nine Pence into its conſtituent Parts, and compare the Quantum of 
each Part, as far as we could, with the actual and probable Demands 
of Service upon it on the 31ſt of Auguſt, the Date of his Return. 
The firſt Circumſtance that engaged our Attention, was a Difference 
between the Treaſurer's Balance and the Navy Balance, upon the ſame 
Day, the 31ſt of Auguſt, the former exceeding the latter by the Sum of 
Eighty-eight thouſand Two hundred "Twenty-five Pounds Ten Shil- 
lings and Three Farthings ; this Difference lies in the Caſhier's and 
Victualling Branches, and ariſes from the following Cauſe: When the 
Three Boards aſſign Bills upon the Treaſurer for Payment, they imme- 
diately give him Credit for thoſe Bills, in his Account kept at their 
Offices ; but the Treaſurer does not himſelf take Credit for any Bills in 
his own Account *till he actually pays them. The Perſons who re- 
ceive theſe Bills do not always immediately preſent them to the Trea- 
ſurer 
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ſurer for Payment, but frequently keep them in their Poſſeſſion for a 
conſiderable Time. 'The Treaſurer's Balance muſt therefore exceed the 
Navy Balance as much as the Sum of the Bills aſſigned upon him for 
Payment exceeds the Sum of the Bills actually paid by him. We con- 
ceive this Exceſs is not Money for which the Treaſurer is accountable to 
the Public, but belongs to the Proprietors of thoſe Bills, and remains in 
his Hands, at their Riſk, until they apply to him for Payment, This 
Sum, therefore, we think, ſhould be deducted from his Balance. 1 
We, in the next Place, obſerved that ſeveral Sums in each Branch 
were not actually in the Hands of the Treaſurer, but of his Officers and 
Clerks, either carrying on Services in London, or at the diſtant Ports, 
whither theſe Sums were directed to be ſent by the Navy Board, to 
carry on the Services at thoſe Ports: It may reaſonably be preſumed that 
the Boards would not have directed into the Hands of the Officers, nor 
the Treaſurer have intruſted them with, larger Sums than were wanted; 
and therefore theſe Sums, too, may be deducted from the Treaſurer's 
Balance; which will reduce the Public Money actually in his Hands to 
the Sum of One hundred twenty-eight thouſand Eighty-three Pounds 
Sixteen Shillings and Ten Pence Farthing, as appears by the State in- 


ſerted in the Appendix. The conſtituent Parts of this Balance, under 


their ſeveral Heads of Service, conſiſting of a Variety of Articles, are 
ſtated in the Navy Certificate; ſome of them carry the Appearance of 
having been applied for ſooner than the Services ſeem to have required; 
but, upon Examination, we find that the Boards do not direct an Ap- 
plication for a Supply to any Fund, until they know that Fund is nearly, 
or likely ſoon to be exhauſted. The Treaſury are ſometimes prevented 
from granting the Iſſue until many Days after it is craved ; and there- 
fore the Boards are careful to apply early enough, to guard againſt the 
Hazard of a Demand upon an exhauſted Fund. To ſearch into the 
actual and probable Demands, at that Time, upon each of theſe Sums, 
was hardly practicable; one Circumſtance alone might enable us to 
judge with ſufficient Accuracy, whether the Sum Total was too large 
or not; that is, in what Time this Balance was in Fa& paid away by 
the Treaſurer. It appears from his Accounts for the Month of Auguſt, 
that this whole Balance, and much more, was received by him during 
that Month; and by his Accounts for the Month of September, tranſ- 
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mitted to us purſuant to our Requiſition, it appears that not only the 
Balance remaining on the 31ſt of Auguſt, but a much larger Sum, was 
in Fact paid away by him during the ſucceeding Month. Conſidering, 
therefore, this Sum by itſelf, independent of, and unconnected with 
his other Receipts and Payments, prior and ſubſequent to the Date of 
this Balance, we have no Grounds to ſay that this individual Sum, re- 
ceived in One Month, and paid away in the next, was more than the 
Service required ſhould be in the Hands of the Treaſurer of the Navy 


upon the 31ſt of Auguſt laſt, 


But it was neceſſary to extend our Inquiry ſtill farther. What is the 
Amount of the Sum that has been continually in the Hands of the Trea- 
ſurer of the Navy, and has that Sum been more than the current Ser- 


vices required? To come at this Knowledge, we obtained from the 


Navy Office an Account of the Total Sums received and paid by the 
Treaſurer of the Navy for every Month, from the iſt of January 1779 
to the 31ſt of Auguſt laſt, with the Total of the Balances remaining in 


his Hands at the End of each Month, as they appear in the Monthly 


Certificates to the Treaſury. 
As the Public Money ſhould paſs without Delay from the Pocket of 
the Subject into the Exchequer, ſo it ought not to iſſue out of the Ex- 


chequer, either before it is wanted, or in larger Sums than the Service 


for which it is iſſued requires. By this laſt Account, a very large Sum 
has been conſtantly in his Hands, during the Period therein mentioned, 
excluſive of the Amount of Bills aſſigned upon him, but not preſented 
to him for Payment. The principal Cauſe of the Magnitude of this 
Balance, is, the Practice, in this Office, of not applying Money iſſued 
under one Head, towards ſatisfying a Demand upon any other Head of 
Service; the Conſequence of which is, when the Money upon the Ac- 


count of any Head of Service is nearly exhauſted, a Supply muſt be 


procured for that Service, how abundant ſoever the Sums upon other 


Heads of Accounts, or the Sum Total of his Caſh, may be. Were all 


the Sums he receives to conſtitute and be conſidered as one common 
general Caſh, and be applied indiſcriminately to every Service, a much 
Tels Sum than the loweſt of the Balances in the Account laſt-mentioned 
would, in our Opinion, ſuffice to carry on the current Services of the 
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Navy, even various and extenſive as they now are. It would create no 


Confuſion in the Accounts; for the Receipts and Payments under each 


Head of Service might ſtill be kept diſtinct; and though the Payments 


might frequently exceed the Receipts on ſome Heads of Accounts, yet 


the Treaſurer would not be without ſafficient Caſh, and the next Iſſue 


from the Exchequer would reſtore the Balances, What the Sum ne- 
ceſſary for carrying. on the Service ſhould be, muſt depend upon Cir- 
cumſtances; it will be different at different Times, and muſt be left 
principally to the Diſcretion of thoſe Commiſſioners from whom the 
Direction for Supplies move, who, being converſant in the Buſineſs, 
can beſt determine. But, to enable the Lords of the Treaſury likewiſe 
to judge of the Propriety of, and be a Check and Control upon the 


Requiſition, we are of Opinion, that, beſides the Certificate ſent every 


Month from the Navy Board, an Account of the Sum Total of the 
Balance in the Hands of the Treaſurer of the Navy ſhould be inſerted 
in every Application for a Supply to the Treaſury. 

We have not been inattentive to Defects we have obſerved in this 


Office during the Courſe of our Inquiries ; Defects which concern the 


Officer, the Office, and the Public. 

The Treaſurer finds his Buſinefs does not end with his Office; his 
Accounts are ſtill open: He goes on, receiving and paying, until he 
feels himſelf, his Family, and his Fortune, ſubject to all the Evils of 
long Public Accounts far in Arrear, and the Difficulties of rendering 
an Account increaſing daily: He continues reſponſible for Millions, 


without an Expectation of obtaining his final * W his 


Life. | 
The Office is perplexed with the Multiplicity of theſe Accounts.— 


There are Four diſtinct Accounts, of Four Treaſurers of the Navy, at 
this Time open at the Pay Office, and Buſineſs is carried on upon every 


one of them at the ſame Time, by the ſame Officers, when the cur- 
rent Buſineſs of the preſent Treaſurer alone would find Employment 
enough for them all. 

There have been iſſued to Three of theſe Treaſurers, for the Navy 
Service, upwards of Thirty-three Millions, the Accounts of which are 
not paſſed; excluſive of above Twenty-five Millions to the late Mr. 
Grenville, whoſe final Account is not yet ſettled; and of Sixteen 

Millions 
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Millions to the preſent Treaſurer, none of whoſc n as 
yet be ſettled. 

The Navy Accounts in July laſt, when the Impreſt Certificate was 
tranſmitted to us, were in Arrear in the Office of the Auditor of the 
Impreſt Twenty-two Years. This Delay is occaſioned by the Accounts 
of the ſubſequent Years not being made up at the Pay Office of the 
Navy, where there is a Want of Officers and Clerks for this Depart- 
ment. A ſufficient Number of Perſons, intelligent in this Branch, 
ſhould forthwith be provided, by the proper Authority, with adequate 


| Salaries, for the ſole Purpoſe of proceeding upon, bringing forward, 
and making up theſe Accounts, with as much Diſpatch as the Nature 


of the Buſineſs will admit. 


By this Delay in making up the Accounts, the Public loſes the Uſe, 
at leaſt, of conſiderable Sums of their own Money; not that the Prin- 


cipal itſelf has always been ſafe. A Defaulter of above Twenty-ſeven 


thouſand Pounds ſtands at the Head of the Liſt of Treaſurers of the 


Navy upon the Impreſt Certificate. 
We inquired why a Treaſurer, under the preſent Conſtitution of the 
Othce, might not, upon his Reſignation, immediately pay over his 


Balance to the Succeſſor, or into the Exchequer, and all the ſubſequent 


Tranſactions of Office be carried on by the Treaſurer for the Time 
being. Two Reaſons were aſſigned for the Neceſlity of keeping open 

his Accounts, though out of Office. 
iſt, That ſuthcient Time may be given to his Sub-Accountants 

to clear their Impreſts. 

The Sub-Accountants are certainly very numerous; and as, accord- 
ing to the preſent Mode of paſſing theſe Accounts, they mult all be ſet 
inſuper upon the final Account, was that Account to be made up ſoon 


after the Expiration of the Treaſurerſhip, it would be very voluminous. 
and troubleſome to the Office But, ſince the Treaſurer in Office does 


now clear the Impreſts of ſome of his Predeceſſors, and can clear the 
Impreſts of all, and the Three Boards can, at their Pleaſure, call upon 


the Sub-Accountants to clear their el, we do not think this 
Reaſon concluſive. 


2d, That the Payment of his Ships Books may be ne 
A Ship's. 
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Poſſibility of ſuch an Evil, is fundamentally defective. 
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A Ship's Book is the Voucher for the Treaſurer who pays it: Two 
cannot pay upon the ſame Book; it would create Confuſion, as the 
Payments of the one could not, without great Trouble and Difficulty, 
be diſtinguiſhed from thoſe of the other ; it could not therefore be made 
a Voucher for 'T'wo Treaſurers. To enable a Treaſurer in Office to 
carry on the Payment of a Ship's Book, open in the Time of his Pre- 
deceſſor, the Names of all the Seamen not paid muſt be abſtracted, and 
entered in a new Book; a Work of great Labour and Length of Time, 
where the Books are 0 numerous; and during all that Time no Pay- 
ment of Wages could be made to the Seamen unpaid upon thoſe Books. 
Upon the Examination of a Ship's Book, there appears a Foundation 
for this Objection, which opens a Door for a poſſible Miſchief, worthy 
Conſideration. It is in the Power of a Treaſurer of the Navy, retiring 
in Diſguſt, to refuſe carrying on any more Payments, and by that Means 
to put a Stop, for Eight Months or more, to the Payment of all the 


Ports in his Treaſurerſhip. Mr. Grenville left open above Thirteen 


Hundred. This Evil does not reſt in Speculation: We have an In- 
ſtance of it in Evidence. The Office that does not guard againſt the 


Theſe Defects ſhould be ſpeedily corrected. To alter the Conſtitution 
of the Office; to aboliſh the ſubordinate Treaſury ; to render the Trea- 
ſurer a mere Accountant ; and to vary the Mode of accounting, carry 
with them a ſtrong Atptarince of an effectual Remedy: But were we, 
in the preſent State of our Inquiries, to come to Deciſions of ſuch Mo- 
ment, we ſhould be premature, perhaps raſh. It is eaſier to ſee the 
Defects, than to ſupply the Regulation. The Pay of the Navy is an 
important Object; and any Alteration in the Mode ſhould be well 

weighed before it is adopted; it ſhould be traced through all its Effects, 
and perfectly aſcertained to be as feaſible in Practice as it is ſpecious in 
Theory. To diſturb, to confound, or to delay (Effects not unfrequent, 
when Novelty of Form is introduced, and new Principles applied to an 
old Office) might be attended with very ſerious Conſequences. 

The Defeats, to which we have alluded, preſented themſelves in the 
Courſe of an Examination made, in Obedience to the Act, for a more 
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limited Purpoſe. Coming, however, before us, they are, in our 


Opinion, too important to be paſſed over in Silence: We thought it 


our Duty to point them out, that, ſhould they be deemed a proper 


Subject for the Exerciſe of the Wiſdom of the Legiſlature, the ſolid 
Advantages, which would reſult to the Public from their Correction, 
might not be delayed. Had we protracted this Report until we were 
poſſeſſed of Materials for a well-grounded Opinion upon theſe Points, 
we muſt have diſobeyed the Act, that enjoins us to report, in the firſt 
Place, upon the Balances in the Hands of Accountants in this Seſſion 
of Parliament, to the End that the Public Money, long ago iſſued, and 
ſtill remaining in their Hands, may, with all convenient Speed, be 
reſtored to o the Poſſeſſion of the Public.

The FOURTH REPORT of the 


P ITS; 


 CommiIs$1ONERSs appointed to examine, take, 
and ſtate, the PUBLIC ACCOUNTS OF THE 
K1NGDOM. 


ROCEEDING in our Inquiries into Balances in the Hands of 


' thole Accountants who appear upon the Certificate of Accounts 


depending in the Office of the Auditor of the Impreſt, we find therein, 


next to the Treaſurers of the Navy, the Names of ſeveral Perſons 
whoſe Accounts have not been proſecuted for upwards of Seventy 


Years. We could have no Expectation of profiting by a Purſuit of 
Claims ariſing at ſo remote a Period, and therefore, paſſing on to the 


next Claſs, namely, the Paymaſters of the Forces, we ſee ſtanding firſt 


in that Claſs the Name of Henry Earl of Lincoln; whoſe final Account 
of the Forces for Six Months, to the 24th of 53 1720, is therein 
deſcribed © to have been delivered into Auditor A. MHabie's Office, but, 
* being very imperfect, to have been long ſince withdrawn, and not 
“ returned.” We iſſued our Precept to his Grace the Duke of Nezwcaflle, 
for an Account of the Public Money in his Hands, Cuſtody, or Power, 
as Repreſentative of Henry Earl of Lincoln, late Paymaſter General of 


the Forces. The Duke of Newcaſtle, in a Letter dated the 24th of 


Auguſt laſt, informed us, that © he never had in his Hands, Cuſtody, 
or Power, any of the Public Money which was poſſeſſed by his late 
Father as Paymaſter of the Forces, nor any of his Accounts or Vouch- 

ers relative thereto; nor could he inform us what Balance, if any, 

“ was due from him on that Account ; that his late Father died in- 

teſtate, leaving him, and ſeveral 1 Children, then Infants, and 

that Lucy Counteſs 9 Lincoln, his Widow, adminiſtered to him, and 
poſſeſſed what Effects he left, which ſhe applied towards Diſcharge 

ol his Debts;” And in a E Letter, dated the 2 3d of November 
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laſt, the Duke informed us, that he took out Adminiſtration de Bonis 
non to his late Father, in May 1748. In conſequence of theſe Letters 
from the Duke of Nætocaſtle, we proceeded no further in this Inquiry. 

Having iſſued our Precepts to h Powell Eſquire, the only acting 
Executor of Henry Lord Holland; to Lady Greenwich, Adminiſtratrix 


to the Right honourable Charles Townſhend, late Paymaſters of the 


Forces ; to Lord North, and to the Right honourable Thomas Townſhend, 
late Paymaſters of the Forces,” each jointly with Ceotge Cooke Eſquire, 
deceaſed, for an. Account of the Public Money in their reſpeclive 
Hends, Cuſtody, or Power ; we received Returns thereto, which we 
have ſet forth in the Appendix, with their ſeveral Dates and Sums; 


the 'Total of which amounts to Three hundred Seventy-ſeven thou- 


ſand Seven hundred Fighty-eight Pounds Five . and Zeven 
Pence. | 

Having thus obtained a Knowledge of the Balances, our next Step 
was to examine whether they were liable to any ſuch Services, or ſub- 
ject to any ſuch Payments, in the Hands of theſe Accountants, as ren- 
dered it neceſſary to permit them, or any Part of them, to remain 


longer in their Poſſeſſion. For this Purpoſe we examined ibn Powell 


Eſquire, the Caſhier, and Charles Bembridge Eſquire, the Accountant 
to the Paymaſter General of the Forces; by whom we are informed, 
that the Money in the Hands of the e General of the Forces, 
after they are out of Office, continues, as long as their Accounts are 
kept open, liable to the Payment of any Claims of the Staff or Hoſpital 
Officers, or of any Warrants for Contingencies and Extraordinaries, 
which were voted during the Time they were reſpectively in Office, and 


have not been claimed: after the final Accounts are cloſed, ſuch Claim- 


ants muſt apply for Payment, either to the Treaſury or the War Office, 


| according to the Nature of the Claim, Theſe Sums remaining in their 


Hands are likewiſe ſubje& to the Payment of Fees of divers Natures, 


and of Fees for paſſing their Accounts and obtaining their Quietus, 
together with the Payment of a Gratuity to the Officers and Clerks of 
the Pay Office ; who, at the ſame Time that they tranſact the Buſineſs 
of the Paymaſter in Office, carry on alſo, make up, and finally cloſe, 
the Accounts of the Paymaſters after they are out of Office; but, having 


no Salary or Reward whatever for this extra Bulineſs, it has been cuſ- 
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tomary for them, when the Gai Account is ready to be paſſed, to pre- 


ſent a Memorial to the Lords of the Treaſury, praying them to procure 
the King's Warrant to the Auditors of the Impreſt, to allow them a 
certain Sum for their Trouble, payable out of the Balance remaining in 
the Hands of that Paymaſter. 


The Sums now in the Hands of theſe late Paymaſters of the Forces, 


or of the Repreſentatives of thoſe who are dead, are ſtill liable to Claims 
that may be made upon them under various Heads of Services, and 
ſubje& likewiſe to the Payment of ſundry Fees, and of the cuſtomary 
Gratuities ; but neither theſe Claims, Fees, or Gratuities, do, in our 
Opinion, furniſh any Objection to the Payment of theſe Balances into 
the Exchequer. 


Lord Holland reſigned this Office in 176 5; Mr. Charles Townſhend, 
in 1766 ; Lord North and Mr. Cooke, in 1767; Mr. Cooke and Mr. 


Thomas Townſhend, in 1768 ; fince which, ſufficient Time has elapſed for 


all the Claimants upon theſe Paymaſters to have made their Applications 
for Payment. The Public are not to be kept out of Poſſeſſion of large Sums 


of their own Money, nor Public Accounts to be kept open, becauſe Per- 
ſons may have for ſo long a Time neglected their own Buſineſs. Not that 
theſe Claimants are without Remedy after theſe Accounts are cloſed ; 


by applying either to the Treaſury, or to the War Office, as the Caſe 


may require, their Demands may be inquired into and ſatisfied, by 
proper Warrants upon the Paymaſter in Office. 


The Fees and Gratuities become payable when the final Aceointe are 


ready to be paſſed in the Office of the Auditor of the Impreſt; how 
long it will be before the final Accounts of theſe late Paymaſters will be 
in that Situation, it is not eaſy to aſcertain. . Fohn Lloyd Eſquire, 
Deputy Auditor of the Impreſt to Lord Sondes, informed us, that the 
final Account of Lord Holland was delivered into that Office in 
January 1772; the final Account of Mr. Charles Townſhend, in Fuly 


1777; the final Account of Lord North and Mr. Coole, in October 


1779. -n Bray Eſquire, Deputy Auditor to William Aiflabic Eſquire, 
informed us, that the final and only Account of Mr. C:oke and Mr. 
Thomas Townſhend was delivered into that Office in November 1779. 
From an Objection hereinafter mentioned, made by the acting Ex- 
ecutor of Lord Holland, to the final 8 ei of that Account, and from 
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the Repreſentation given to us by theſe Officers, of the Situation in 


which the other Accounts now are in the Impreſt Office, none of them 
appear to be in ſo advanced and perfect a State as to give us Reaſon to 
expect their ſpeedy Completion; and therefore we do not think the 


Payment of theſe Balances into the Exchequer ought to be delayed until 


the Accounts are ſettled, eſpecially as we ſee no Reaſon why the Pay- 
maſter in Office may not be authorized to pay, out of the Public Money 
in his Hands, all the Fees and Gratuities, whenever they become 
payable. 

Seeing, therefore, no Objection to ariſe, from the Services or Pur- 


poſes to which theſe Balances are {till applicable, to the Payment of 


them into the Exchequer, we adverted to ſuch Reaſons as might be 


ſuggeſted to us by the Accountants themſelves, or by thoſe who have 


an Intereſt or Truſt in the Funds out of which theſe Balances muſt be 
paid. To this End we examined the honourable Charies Fames Fox, 
and Joh Powell Eſquire, Executors of the late Lord Holland; Lady 
Greenwich, Adminiſtratrix to Mr. Charles Townſhend ; Lord North, 
Mr. Thomas Texonſhend ; Colonel George John Cooke, and Mr. Charles 
Molloy, Deviſees of the Eſtates of Mr. George Cooke ; late Paymaſters 
General of the Forces. 

Mr. Fox and Mr. Powe!! object to the Payment into the Exchequer 


£256,456: 8: 2 of ſo much of the Sum of Two hundred Fifty-ſix thouſand Four hun- 


dred Fifty-ſix Pounds Eight Shillings and Two Pence (being the Balance 
in the Hands of Mr. Powell as Executor of the late Lord Holland), as 
may be affected by the Deciſion of certain Suits depending in the Court 
of Chancery: the Sum that may be ſo affected, according to Mr. 
Powell's Account, amounts to Seventy-three thouſand One hundred 
Forty-nine Pounds Ten Shillings and Seven Pence. 
The State of the Proceedings in theſe Suits is ſet forth in Mr. 
Powell's Information to be as follows. —The Accounts of Mr. Robert 
Paris Taylor, one of the Deputy Paymaſters to Lord Holland, in 
Germany, during the late War, were examined in the Office of the 
Auditors of the Impreſt, where he is ſurcharged with the Sum of 
Twelve thouſand Fifty-two Pounds Thirteen Shillings and Ten Pence 
Halfpenny, which Surcharge he controverts. In the Beginning of laſt 


Year, the Executors of Lord Hollaud commenced Two Actions in the 


Court 
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Court of King's Bench againſt Mr. Taylor, and the Executors and De- 
viſees of Peter Taylor, his Father, Who was his Surety, to recover the 


Sum of Twenty-eight thouſand One hundred Eighty-five Pounds Nine

Shillings and Five Pence Three Farthings, being the: Balance ſuppoſed 


to be due from him upon theſe Accounts, in which Sum the Surcharge 
is included. As the Queſtion in theſe Cauſes appears to be,, whether 
Mr. Taylor was indebted to the Executors of Lord Holland in this Sum, 


or any Part of it, the Balance of Public Money in Mr. Poxwell's Hands 


might be increaſed, but could not be diminiſhed, by the Event of theſe 
Actions; and therefore-Mr. Powe!l.-does not inſiſt upon retaining any 


Part of tliis Balance to ſecure him againft ſuch: Event; but: Mr. Taylor, 


and the Deviſees of Peter Taylor, ſoon after: filed Td. Bills in the 
Court of Chancery againſt the Executors of Lord Hollund, ſuggeſting 
Errors, and praying that theſe Accounts maybe taken in that Court. 
Theſe Cauſes have not yet come to a Hearing: but the Ground of Mr. 
Powell's Claim to the Detention of this Sum of Seventy-three thou= 
ſand One hundred Forty- nine Pounds Ten Shillings and Seven Pence,

as collected from his Information, and the Letter of his Solicitor, ap- - 


pears to be. this; that ſhould an Account be deereed, every Item in 
Mr. Tayior's Accounts. will be open to Litigation; and Mr. Taylor 
having charged himſelf, before the Auditors of the Impreſt, with the 


Sum of Seven hundred Eighty-ſix thouſand Three hundred Fifty-ſeven 


Guilders Nine Stivers, which is Seventy-three thouſand One hundred 
Forty-nine Pounds Ten Shillings and Seven Pence Sterling, as a Profit 
to the Public ariſing on Money Tranſactions in. his Department as 


Deputy Paymaſter, may ſuggeſt, in the Progreſs of - theſe Cauſes, that 
he has erraneouſly charged himſelf with this Sum ; and therefore Mr.

Powell claims to retain it in his Hands, to guard againſt the Conſe- 


quences of a poſſible Deciſion upon this Sum in Mr. Taylor's Favour. 
Subjects under Litigation in a Court. of Juſtice ſhould. not be exa- 


mined elſewhere without an abſolute Neceſſity, and not even then but 


with great Caution. This Point coming thus incidentally before us, in 


the Progreſs of an Inquiry. within our 5 we may, without Im- 
propriety, venture to ſay, that, in our Opinion, the bare Poſſibility 


that Mr. Taylor may, in the Court of Chancery, object to, and be diſ- 


charged of, a Sum he has charged himſelf with before the Auditors

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of the Impreſt, and which he was bound by his Inſtructions to charge 
himſelf with, as a Profit to the Public, and to which, for aught that 
appears to us, he has never yet objected, but has, on the contrary, in 
Part applied to the Uſe of the Public, 1s not a ſufficient Reaſon for per- 
mitting the Sum of Seventy-three thouſand One hundred Forty-nine 
Pounds Ten Shillings and Seven Pence to continue in the Hands of the 
Executors of Lord Holland, until Two Suits in Chancery, not yet 
heard, praying an Account, may be taken of the Receipt of Nine hun- 
dred 'Thirteen thouſand Four hundred and Five Pounds Six Shillings 
and Two Pence Three Farthings, and of the Expenditure of Eight 
hundred Seventy-eight thouſand and Eight Pounds Eighteen Shillings 
and a Penny Farthing, during upwards of Four Years of the late War 
in Germany, ſhall be finally determined in that Court. 

Lady Greenwich, Lord North, Mr. Thomas Townſhend, Colonel 
Cooke, and Mr. Molloy, do not object to the Payment into the Exche- 
quer of their Balances; nor do Mr. Fox and Mr. Powell, as to the 
Reſidue of Lord Holland's Balance, upon Tp receiving their 
Quietus, or a Security equivalent thereto. 

Where Accounts mult be paſted by the Auditors of the impreſt, the 


Payments into the Exchequer, made by the Accountants, before the 


final Adjuſtment, are Payments upon Account only ; but ſhould theſe 
Accountants be directed to pay in their full Balances, they will be en- 


titled to, and ought in Juſtice to receive, a Security and Indemnification 


againſt all Claims and Payments whatever, to which the Balances were 


in their Hands ſubjea ; the Fund poſſeſſed by the Paymaſter in Office 


being ſubſtituted in the Place of theſe Balances, to anſwer ſuch future 
Claims and Demands, the Accountant himſelf will ſtand liable only to 
the Errors and Omiſſions that may be diſcovered in the Examination of 


his Accounts, in the Office appointed for auditing them : Should there 


be Errors, he may either pay the Balance to, or receive it from, the 
Paymaſter in Office, according as it may be determined; then, and not 
before, he will be entitled to his Quietus; which, being the formal, 
official Diſcharge of every Public Accountant, cannot but be ink 
to the complete Examination, and the Payment of the Balance, if any, 
according to the final Adjuſtment of his Accounts. 


Having, 
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Having, therefore, not heard, either from the Accountants them 


ſelves, or from thoſe who may be intereſted in our Deciſions, any Rea- 


ſons to alter our Opinion, we conceive that the Balance of Publie 


Money now remaining in the Hands of John Powell Eſquire, as the 
only acting Executor of Lord Holland, and in the Hands of Lady 
Greenwich, as Adminiſtratrix to Mr. Charles Townſhend, late Paymaſters 
of the Forces; and in-the Hands of Lord North, and of Mr. Thomas 


Townſhend, as late Paymaſters of the Forces, each. jointly, with Mr.. 
George Cooke, deceaſed, ought to be paid into the Exchequer, to be 


applied to the Public Service; and that ſuch Payments ſhould be with- 


out Prejudice, and a proper Security and Indemnification be given to. 


each of them againſt any Loſs or Detriment that may. accrue. to them 
in conſequence of ſuch Payment. | 


During the Courſe of this Inquiry, Two Circumſtances engaged our 


Obſervation. 


Firſt, The Injury ſuftained by the Public from not having the Uſe of 


the Money remaining in the Hands of the Paymaſters of the Forces after 
they have quitted the Office. We procured from the Pay Office, 


Accounts of the' Balances and Sums received and paid every Year, by 


each of theſe Paymaſters, ſince they ſeverally went out of Office. A 
Computation of Intereſt, at Four per Cent. per Annum, upon theſe Ba- 


lances every Year, from. Six Months after they ſeverally refigned the 
Office, proves that the Loſs by the Money left in the Hands of Lord 


Holland amounts, at Simple Intereſt, to Two hundred Forty-eight 
thouſand. Three hundred Ninety-four Pounds "Thirteen Shillings ; of 
Mr. Charles Toronſbend, to Twenty-four thouſand Two hundred Forty- 
ſeven Pounds Three Shillings ; of Lord North and Mr. Coote,. to Eigh- 
teen thouſand Seven hundred and Seventy-five Pounds Three Shillings ; 
of Mr. Cooke and. Mr. Thomas Townſhend, to- Three. thouſand Four. 
hundred and Nineteen Pounds Fifteen Shillings ; Total, Two hundred 
Ninety-four thouſand, Eight hundred Thirty-ſix Pounds Fourteen. 
Shillings. | Ta 

Such has been the Loſs ſuſtained by the Public. Much does it be- 
hove them to guard againſt the Poſſibility of the like Evil for the future. 
H it 
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If there exiſts in Government no Power to compel an Accountant 
to diſcloſe his Balance, and to deliver back to the Public what their 
Service does not require he ſhould detain, it is Time ſuch a Power was 
created. If it does exiſt, the public Good requires it ſhould be con- 
ſtantly exerted, within a reaſonable limited Time after an Accountant 
has quitted his Office. | 

Secondly, The other Cireumſtance that claimed our Attention is, the 
Delay in paſſing the Accounts of the Paymaſters of the Forces. 

The making up and paſling theſe Accounts is the Concern of Three 
different Parties; the Paymaſter, whoſe Accounts they are; the Pay 
Office, where they are made up; and the Auditors Office, where they 
are paſſed. The firſt Step muſt be taken by the Pay Office ; there the 
Accounts muſt be made up, and from thence ſent with the Vouchers to 
the Auditors Office, before they can be examined. Near Forty-fix 
Millions were iſſued to Lord Holland; his final Account was not deli- 
vered into the Auditors Office until Seven Years after his Reſignation. 
Above Two Millions were iſſued to Mr. Charles Townſhend ; his final 
Account was not delivered until Eleven Years after his Reſignation. 
Near Two Millions were iſſued to Lord North and Mr. Cooke; their 
final Account was not delivered until Twelve Years after their Reſigna- 
tion. Five hundred and Seventy thouſand Pounds were iſſued to Mr. 
Cooke and Mr. Thomas Townſhend ; their only Account was not deli- 
vered until Eleven Years after their Reſignation. 

In the Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt, the Cuſtom of not paſ- 
ſing the Accounts of a Succeſſor, until the Predeceſſors are completed, 
is a Cauſe of Delay. A Diſpute with a Deputy ſtops Lord Holland's 
Accounts ; but that can be no Reaſon for delaying one Moment the 
Accounts of his Succeſlors ; they depend not upon, nor are connected 
with, each other. It is regular to examine and paſs Accounts in order 
of Time; but in the Caſe of the Paymaſter's Accounts, Convenience, 


both public and private, will warrant a Deviation from this Rule. 


Every Accountant has a material Intereſt that his Accounts ſhould be 
paſſed with Diſpatch ; the Quiet of himſelf, his Family, and Fortune. 
It is not unreaſonable to preſume, that taking from an Accountant his 
Balance, may be a Means of expediting the paſling of his Accounts 
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whilſt he holds a large Sum in his Hands, he may be leſs anxious to 
come to a final Adjuſtment, leſs eager to procure a Quietus; the Condi- 


tion of which is the depriving himſelf of that Balance. 


We are proceeding to examine the Sum in the Hands of the Payma- 
ſter General of the Forces in Office; but finding, from the Variety and 


Extent of his Tranſactions, it will require a conſiderable 'Time before. 


we can obtain the Knowledge neceſſary for forming a Report, we judged 
it moſt conſonant to the Spirit and Intention of the Act that regulates 
our Conduct, to ſubmit with all the Diſpatch in our Power, to the Wit- 
dom of the Legiſlature, the Conſideration of a Sum of Public Money 


of ſuch Magnitude as that now remaining in the Poſſeſſion of the Pay- 
maſters General of che Forces out of Office.

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That we might be able to form an Opinion upon this Subject, we 
proceeded to inquire of what Parts this Balance was compounded, at what 
Time each Part was received, and for what Service intended. An In- 
quiry that comprehends the whole Extent of the Buſineſs in this Office. 

The Public Money in the Hands of the Paymaſter General is 
received by him, either from the Exchequer, or from the Treaſury of 
Ireland, when Iriſh Regiments are. drawn out of that Kingdom, and 
in Part paid by Great Britain; or from Perſons who, upon their Ac- 
counts being ſettled, are directed by the ä s Warrant to pay the 
Balance into his Hands. 


The preſent Paymaſter General has no o Money i in his Hands received 


from the Treaſury of /reland; all the Accounts of the 77:/þ Regiments 
being made up, and their whole Pay now borne by Great. Britain. 
The Sum in his Hands, ariſing from Balances directed to be paid to 
him, was, upon the iſt of February laſt, Eight thouſand Four hundred 


Sixty-three Pounds Ten Shillings and Four Pence, The Exchequer is 


the great Source from whence he draws his Supply. 
As the extenſive Tranſactions of the laſt Year would arobably fur- 


niſh us with Inſtances of every Species of Receipt and Iſſue, we pro- 


cured from the Treaſury an Account of the ſeveral Sums iſſued to the 


Paymaſter General of the Forces, from the 24th of December 1779 to 


the 25th of December 1780, and from thence to the: 16th of May 178 1, 
diſtinguiſhing the Times when iſſued, and. for what particular Services. 

From the Examinations of Mr. John FHughſon, Clerk of the Deben-: 
tures in the Office of the Auditor of the Exchequer ; Richard Moleſ- 
worth Eſquire, late Deputy Paymaſter in North America; the Right 
Honourable Richard Rigby, the preſent Paymaſter General; John 
Powell Eſquire, Caſhier ; and Charles Bembridge Eſquire, Accountant. 
in the Office of the Paymaſter General; we obtained the following Ac- 
count of the Manner of tranſacting, the Buſineſs 1 in this Office, and of che 
Balance in Queſtion. 

The Supply for the Army is granted by Parliament to the King, and 
therefore no Part of this Supply can be iſſued from the Exchequer, 
without the Royal Sign Manual authorizing ſuch Iſſue. After the 
Supply is granted, there comes from the Treaſury to the Pay Office the 


King's Sign Manual, directing the Lords of the Treaſury to iſſue unto 
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the Paymaſter General a certain Part of that Supply (in Time of War 

uſually a Million) by Way of Impreſt, and upon Account, according; 

to ſuch Warrants and Orders as either are or ſhall be ſigned by the 

King. This Sign Manual, with the Treaſury Warrant, and Order of 
the Auditor of the Exchequer made in purſuance of the Sign Manual, 
after being entered in the Pay Office, are lodged at the Exchequer, and 
give the Paymaſter General a Credit there for the Sum mentioned in 
thoſe Inſtruments. To obtain any Part of this Credit, the Paymaſter 
General preſents a Memorial to the Treaſury, ſpecifying the Sum he 
requires, and for what Service. The Treaſury, by Letter, direct the 
Auditor of the Exchequer to iſſue that Sum to the Paymaſter General, 
upon the unſatisfied Order above mentioned. This Letter being pro- 
duced, and paſſing through the Forms of Office, he obtains from them 
the Sum he wants. When the Sum in this Sign Manual is exhauſted, 
another Sign Manual, with the conſequential Warrant and Order, is 
obtained, and in like Manner from Time to 'Time renewed, until there 
is Occaſion for the laſt Sum, which completes the whole Army Supply 
of the Year; when, inſtead of a Sign Manual, there comes a Privy 
Seal, directing the Iſſue of that remaining Sum, and including, author- 
izing, confirming, and covering, the whole Supply of that Year. 

It was uſual formerly for the Paymaſter General to apply ta the Trea- 
ſury every Four Months, each Time for about a Third Part of the 
Sum voted for the Services of the Army, under the general Head of 
Subſiſtence and Pay of the Forces at Home and Abroad; but ſince the 


Lear 1759, the Practice has been to aſk of the Treaſury, from Time to 


Time, for the Sums voted under diſtin Heads of Service, and not 
until the Time when the Demands for the Services are near approach- 
ing. | | 

The Services are ranged under Two general Heads, the Ordinary, 
and the Extraordinary ; the Ordinary, are thoſe for which ſpecific Sums 
are annually voted by Parliament ; the Extraordinary, are thoſe, which, 
though not provided for by Parliament, are nevertheleſs conſidered as 
neceſſary, and therefore paid, in Confidence of their being provided for 
in the ſucceeding Seſſion. | 

As the Service is diſtinguiſhed, ſo is the Application for it to the 
Treaſury, Sums for the Ordinary Services are obtained upon the Ap- 
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plication of the Paymaſter General himſelf; thoſe for the Extraordinary, 
are directed into his Hands, upon the Application of others. 
After the Supply for the Pay of the Army is voted by Parliament, 


the Secretary at War ſends to the Pay Office the Four Eſtabliſhments 


for the Vear; which are, The Guards, Garriſons, and Land Forces; 
The Forces in the Plantations, and the Garriſons in North America and 
the Wet Indies; The Forces in Minorca and Garriſon of Gibraltar; 
and, The Militia; with the ſeveral Regulations of the Subſiſtence. 
The Eſtabliſhment contains the Diſtribution of the whole Sum voted, 
amongſt the ſeveral Regiments, Corps, Garriſons, Officers, and Private 


Men, by the Day, and by the Vear, and the groſs Sum allowed for 


each Regiment, Corps, and Garriſon. To each Eſtabliſhment are an- 
nexed Two Warrants, the one directing the Paymaſter General to make 
a Deduction of Twelve Pence in the Pound out of all he ſhall iſſue, 
called the Poundage, and ſpecifying to what Services it ſhall be ap- 
plied ; the other, directing a Deduction of One Day's Pay, out 


of the Payments in the Eſtabliſhment, tor the Uſe of Chelſea Ho- 


ſpital. 
In general, the groſs Sum allowed "M a Regiment, or Corps, is di- 


vided, in the Eſtabliſhment, into Five Parts, under the Deſcription of, 


The Full Pay of each Officer and Private Man ; The Allowance to Wi- 


dows; The Allowance to the Colonel, and for Cloathing loſt by De- 


ſerters; The Allowance to the Captain for recruiting, c.; and The 
Allowance to the Agent. But in the Pay Office this groſs Sum under- 
goes a different Diviſion, conſiſting of, The Subſiſtence, The Poundage, 
The Hoſpital, The Allowance to Widows, The Nett Off-reckonings, 
The Clearings, and ſometimes Reſpits. 

It is in Conſequence of theſe Deductions from, and Diviſions of, the 


groſs Sums allotted to different Corps, and of diſtinct Sums being pro- 


vided by Parliament for certain Services, that the Application by the 
Paymaſter General to the Treaſury, for Money, is made under diſtinct 
Heads of Service. Theſe Services may, for the Purpoſe of our Inquiry, 
be diſtinguiſhed under Three Heads : 

Firſt. Thoſe Services for which the whole Sum received by the 
Paymaſter General, at the Exchequer, ! is iſſued OE him ſoon after he 
receives it. 
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Secondly. Thoſe, for which the Sum he receives, belonging to par- 
ticular Perſons, remains in his Poſſeſſion, upon Account of the Perſons 
intitled, until they, or their Agents, apply to him for Payment. 

Thirdly. Thoſe, for which a Part only of the Sum he receives, is 
iſſued by him ſoon after he receives it, and the Remainder continues in 
his Hands for any indefinite Time. 

Of the Firſt Claſs, where he ſoon iſſues all he receives, are, The 


returned Poundage; Chelſea Hoſpital, and the Out Penſioners; The 


Subſiſtence of the Forces in Jamaica and the Eaſt Indies, and of the 
Non-commiſſioned Officers and Private Men in Africa; The Subſiſt- 
ence and Cloathing of the Militia and Invalids; The Subſiſtence iſſued 
upon Account; The Stoppages of the Officers; Subſiſtence in the Me/? 
Indies, North America, and Garriſons of Gibraltar and Minorca; The 
General and Staff Officers and Garriſons in Great Britain; The Nett 
Off-reckonings; The Allowances to the Colonel, Captain, and Agent; 


The Clearings ; Foreign Subſidies; Arrears of the Foreign Troops; 


Levy Money; and all the Extraordinaries. Under the Head of Sub- 


ſiſtence of the Forces at Home, ſo much of the Sum received, as the 
Subſiſtence actually amounts to, is iſſued to the Agents as ſoon as he 


receives it. 


Of the Second Claſs, are, The reduced Officers; and, under the 
ſeveral Heads of the Garriſons Abroad, the General and Staff Officers, 


and Hoſpital Abroad: So much of the Sums voted for theſe Services, 
as is contained in each Warrant for the Pay of the Officers named in 
the Certificate, remains in his Hands until thoſe Officers or their Agents 
apply for it. 

Of the Third Claſs, auth he iſſues a Part only of the Sums he 


receives, are, The Subſiſtence of the Forces at Home; The Subſiſtence 
of the Non-commiſſioned Officers and Private Men of the Britiſb 


Forces in the Weſt Indies and North America, and of the Foreign 
Troops; The Gariſons Abroad ; and, The 9 and Staff Officers 
and Hoſpital Abroad. Beſides theſe, there are ſome other Heads of 


Service, to ſatisfy which, he does not expreſsly apply to the Treaſury 


for Money, but pays the Demands for them out of what he has received 
under other Heads of Service: Theſe are, The Allowance to Widows ; 
La: 5 Some

Some Services to which the Poundage is made ſubje& by the King's 


Warrant; and, Contingencies. 

Having thus procured the Knowledge of the Services, and of the 
Mode of receiving from the Exchequer, and of iſſuing Money for each 
Service; it remained, in order to find out the component Parts of this 


Balance, to compare the Sums received for theſe Services, with the 


Sums iſſued, and ſee what remained in the Hands of the Paymaſter 
General under each Head: But the Manner in which the Accounts in 
this Office are now, and have been kept from 'Time immemorial, ren- 
dered ſuch an Inveſtigation hardly practicable. 

When the Paymaſter General paſſes an Account before the Auditor 
of the Impreſt, he charges himſelf therein, with the Money he has 
received out of the Exchequer, during the Period of that Account, in 
one groſs Sum ; he verifies the Charge by the Impreſt Roll, which 
ſpecifies the Sums he has received in each Memorial, and the Terms in 


which he received them, but not for what Services; all that is required 


of him is, to render an Account for What Services he has expended the 
Sum impreſted to him: To do this conſiſtently with Order and 
Method, his Payments muſt be arranged under diſtinct Heads of Ser- 
vice; but there is no Neceſſity for making the like Arrangements of 
his Receipts, it would only occaſton the Entry of a Variety of Articles 
in his Charge, inſtead of One, which One, anſwers full as well all the 
Purpoſes of paſling his Accounts. With a View to this, is formed the 
Plan upon which his Books are kept; the Accounts of his Payments 
are under ſeparate and diſtin& Heads of Service, but he has only One 


Caſh Account; though in One Memorial to the Treaſury, he often aſks. 


for ſeveral Sums, under various diſtin Heads of Service, yet he enters 
the Receipt in his Caſh Book, as One entire Sum received that Day at 
the Exchequer, and carries it as One Sum to the King's Account cur- 
rent in his Ledger: To have found out, therefore, the Savings in his 
Hands, under any One head of Service, he muſt have examined every 
Memorial preſented by him to the Treaſury for the thirteen Years he 
has been in Office, and have extracted from thence, and collected 
together, all the Sums he has received for that Service, in order to 
compare them with the Iſſues. And here too aroſe another Difficulty : 

—]n 
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In this Office, a Payment for any Service made in a ſubſequent Year, 


*; entered in the Account of that Year in which the Sum was voted for 


that Service, unleſs ſuch Account is made up, and then it is entered in 


the next open Year's Account ; hence theſe Accounts are uſually kept 
open, until they are ready to be paſſed by the Auditors of the Impreſt; 

which Time not being yet come for the Accounts of the Paymaſter 
General in Office, not one of his Ledgers are. yet made up ;. he could 


not therefore have given us the Iſſues for any one Service, without 


making up the Account of that Service, in-every Year's Ledger, ſince 


he has been in Office. 
Thinking ourſelves by no Means wartunied to take up the Time, aa; 


perhaps impede the current Buſineſs of this Office, at ſo. buſy and im- 


portant a Period, by employing them in fo laborious, and, unleſs for 
this particular Purpoſe, ſo uſeleſs a Taſk ; we had Recourſe to ſuch 
other Circumſtances in Evidence before us, as might lead us to a 
Deciſion upon the Point we are purſuing. 


From the Arrangement we have made of the Sums received by the 


Paymaſter General from the Exchequer, it appears, that the Balance in 


his Hands cannot conſiſt of any Sums comprehended i in the Firſt Claſs; 
becauſe of them he very ſoon iſſues all he receives: Nor is it probable, 
that Sums in the Second Claſs can conſtitute any very conſiderable Part 


of it; becauſe it is not to be preſumed, that Officers of any Denomi- 
nation will ſuffer their Pay to continue long, without applying for it, 


either by themſelves or their Agents. 

A continual Receipt and Iſſue, implies a Balance continually in Hand ; 
there muſt be the like continual Balance where there are . 
between the Receipt and Iſſue, and a freſh Supply always comes in 


before the Iffue, as in the Caſe of every Bank: But our Inquiry! is after 


a Sum more permanent; a Sum that remains long unapplied to any 


Zervice, and which, if otherwiſe diſpoſed of, would occaſion no Inter- 
ruption in the regular Courſe of paying the Army Services; for fuch a- 


Balance, in the Hands of the Paymaſter General, we muſt look amongſt 


the Sums for the Services named in the Third Claſs, where he 77 85 
leſs than he receives. 


Inder the Denomination of "V7 WI for the rorterr at Home, he

curing thereby a Fund for certain Payments not ſpecifically applicd for by 


for certain Services, and defrays certain Expences, without making any 
ſpecific Application for them to the Treaſury ; theſe are, The Allow- 


1780; for enough remained of former Receipts, in the Hands of the 
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him, and therefore otherwiſe unprovided for: He receives Subliſtence 
upon the full Eſtabliſhment of the Non-commiſhoned Officers and Private 
Men of the HBritiſb Forces in North America and Part of the Weſt Indtes, 
and of the Foreign Troops ; but as theſe Regiments muſt be incom- 
plete, and the Deputy Paymaſters there iſſue Subſiſtence according to 
the Strength only of the Regiment, he does not remit to them the 
Whole he receives, but ſo much only as, from the laſt Accounts they 
ſend him of the State of the Balances in their Hands, he judges will 
be ſufficient to enable them to carry on the Public Service. This un- 
iſſued Subſiſtence of the Britiſh Forces in the Weſt Indies and North 
America continues in his Hands till the Accounts of the ſeveral Regi- 
ments are made up, when it falls into the Clearings, and is iſſued to 
the Agents ; but this is not till Fifteen or Sixteen Months after they 
become due. The uniſſued Subſiſtence of the Foreign Troops remains 
with him till their Arrears are paid to the Agents; which Time ſeems, 
from the Account of the Iſſues received from the Treaſury, generally 
to be about Two Years after they are due. 
He receives the whole Sums voted for Garriſons, Staff, and Hoſpital 
Abroad; but the Officers in theſe Departments, named in the Certi- 
tificates from the War Office, do not exhauſt the whole Sum voted. 
Hence ariſes a Fund compoſed of theſe Savings, out of which he ifſues 


ance to Widows; Some of the Payments to which the Poundage is 
made applicable by the King's Warrants; and, The miſcellaneous 
Head of Contingencies. | 

To Demands for thele Services, and to no other that we can diſcover 
(except ſuch Claims for the Pay of the General and Staff Officers, and 
Officers of the Garriſons and Hoſpitals Abroad, and of the Reduced 
Officers, as remained unſatisfied), was this Balance liable on the Day of 
its Date. What then was the Amount of theſe Demands at that Time ? 
Nothing had been iſſued for the Allowance to Widows in the Year 


Paymaſter of the Widows Penſions, to carry on that Service; and 
therefore this Balance was not liable to be reduced by any Iſſue under 
the 
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the Head of Allowance to Widows.. We could not have the Accounts 


of the Payments out of the Poundage and Hoſpital, and for the Contin- 
gencies in the Year 1780, becauſe ſome of the Warrants had not been 
produced for Payment, and therefore the Accounts could not be made 


up; but finding, that where the Eſtabliſhments are nearly the ſame, 
there is no conſiderable Difference between the Payments made, upon 
| theſe Two Heads, in one Year and another; we applied to the Pay 


Office for an Account of the Payments made by the Paymaſter General, 
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out of the Deductions of Twelve Pence in the Pound, and One Day's 


Pay; and for an Account of the Payments made by him for the con- 
tingent Expences of His Majeſty's Forces, for the laſt Lear, in which 
theſe Accounts were made up at the Office. The Accounts tranſmitted 


to us, purſuant to this Requiſition, are of the Year 1778 ; and as they, 
probably, do not vary much from thoſe of the Year 1780, they will 
ſhew us, with ſufficient Accuracy, the Amount of the Demands for 
| theſe Two Heads of Service upon the Balance now before us. The 
Payments out of the Poundage and One Day's Pay, conſiſt of Salaries 
to Officers, Exchequer Fees, Returned Poundage, and Chel/ca Hoſpital ; 


the whole Amount of which, for this One Year, is One hundred Four- 


teen thouſand Two hundred Sixty-five Pounds Ten Shillings and Two 
Pence. The Articles of Exchequer Fees, Returned Poundage, and 
Chelſea Hoſpital, though placed to this Account, are not Demands upon 


this Balance. The Exchequer Fees for every Sum, are always paid at 
the Exchequer out of the Sum, at the Time it is received ; the Pay- 


maſter General debits his Caſh with the whole Sum he applies for, and 
credits it for the Fees; and therefore the only Alteration made. in his 
Caſh, is an Increaſe by the Sum he aſks, deducting the Exchequer 


Fees. The other Two Services being applied for under their ſpecific 


| Heads, he receives a Sum with one Hand, and iſſues it with the other; 


and therefore theſe Three Articles, amounting to Ninety-ſeven thouſand 


Nine hundred and Twelve Pounds Seven Shillings and Six Pence, being 


deducted from the Total, leaves the Sum of Sixteen thouſand Three 
hundred Fifty-three Pounds 'Two Shillings and Eight Pence only, as a 


Charge upon this Balance; which Sum, conſiſting chiefly of Salaries, 


for the moſt Part paid Quarterly, ſoon after they become dne, leaves

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Claims to a very ſmall Amount indeed to be ſatisfied out of this 
Balance. 
The contingent Expences conſiſt of a Variety of Articles, amounting 
{24,914 : 19:8 to Twenty-four thouſand Nine hundred and Fourteen Pounds Nineteen 
Shillings and Light Pence; this Account never either much exceeds, 
or comes much under, Twenty-four thouſand Pounds, the Sum voted 


for the Contingencies upon the Eſtabliſhment at Home and Abroad ; 
for ſo much of theſe Payments as exceed the Sum voted, are carried to 
the Account of Extraordinaries Theſe Articles being paid ſome FR 
Quarterly, ſome Half-yearly, and ſome Yearly, no very conſiderable = | 
| Part of them can probably remain unpaid at the End of the Eleventh 1 
Month of that Year, and cannot therefore be a Charge upon this = 
Balance on the 28th of November 1780: From hence it follows, that, -— 
ſuppoſing the Amount of the Claims for theſe Services in 1780, not 1 
to exceed their Amount in 1778, the Claims for theſe Services upon this — 
Balance, upon the 28th of November 1780, was ſo much only of tbe

£447,153 :11:34 well grounded in an Opinion, that the Sum of Four hundred Forty- - 

| ſeven thouſand One hundred Fifty-three Pounds Eleven Shillings and 8 
Three Pence Three Farthings, in the Hands of the Paymaſter General = 
of the Forces, upon the 28th of November laſt, was greatly more than 1 
was neceſſary to anſwer the Claims upon him at that Time for the 
Service of the Army. 


But our Inquiry did not reſt here; it concerns the Public to know 
what Proportion the Sum, continually in the Hands of an Officer to 
Appendix, whom ſo much is entruſted, bears to the Services of his Department; 


Ne 9. we required, therefore, from the Pay Office, an Account of the 
Balance in the Hands of the preſent Paymaſter General of the Forces, 
on the 3 iI ſt of December 1768, and at the End of each ſucceeding Year, 
No 10. 


to the 31ſt of December 1780, incluſive; and an Account of the total 
| Sums 
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Sums received and paid by the Paymaſter General for every Month, 
from the 1ſt of Januar 1780, to the 31ſt of May laſt, with the Total 
of the Balance remaining in his Hands at the End of each Month. 
Theſe Accounts ſhew, that the Average Yearly Balance, in the Hands 
of the preſent Paymaſter General, for Twelve Years, has been Five 
hundred Eighty-five thouſand Eight hundred Ninety-eight Pounds; 
and his Average Monthly Balance for Seventeen Months, has been 
Eight hundred Sixty- nine thouſand One hundred Forty-eight Pounds. 

The Magnitude of theſe Sums furniſhes a ſtrong Preſumption, that 
the Paymaſter General of the Forces poſſeſſes, conſtantly, a Sum much 
larger than is requiſite for the carrying on the Army Services; and we 
are confirmed in this Opinion, by the State of the Balances in the 
Poſſeſſion of the Paymaſters General of the Forces after their Re- 
ſignation, annexed to our laſt Report; by which it appears, that of 


him the Sum then in his Hands; the Balances they returned to our 
Precepts, above Twelve Years after their Reſignations, were even then 
very large. Lord Holland's Balance, the Chriſimas after he quitted 
the Office in 1765, was Four hundred and Sixty thouſand Pounds; in 
the Year 1778, at the Time his Repreſentatives paid back into the Ex- 
chequer Two hundred thouſand Pounds, it was Four hundred and Fifty 
thouſand Pounds; and, upon the 27th of September laſt, the Sum re- 
turned to our Requiſition was Two hundred and Fifty-ſix thouſand 
Pounds ; ſo that, during a Period of Fifteen Years after he was out of 
Office, it ſuffered very little Diminution from any Claims whatever. 
From theſe Facts we may infer, that a Paymaſter General, at the 
Time of his Reſignation, be it when it will, takes with him a Sum of 
Public Money, a great Part of which remains with him, unapplied to 
any Public Service, until his Accounts are paſſed by the Auditors of the 
Impreſt; and conſequently, that he has conſtantly in his Hands greatly 
more than he wants for the Purpoſes for which it was iſſued to him. 
During the Courſe of our Inquiry, certain Circumſtances in this 
Office attracted our Attention, as Subjects demanding preſent Cor- 
rection, and Prevention for the future, | 


K The 


Four Paymaſters General, each, upon his quitting the Office, took with 
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The uſual Courſe of the Receipts and Iſſues in this Office, for ſeveral 
Years, has conſtantly put into the Hands of the Paymaſter General a 
large Sum of Public Money not employed in the Public Service, ex- 
preſsly contrary to that ſound Maxim of Prudence and Oeconomy, 
That more ſhould not be iſſued from the Exchequer for any Service, 
than that Service wants. He aſks Sums of the Treaſury under ſpe- 
cific Heads of Service, and in the Form of a Computation; the Treaſury 
direct the Iſſue in the Terms he aſks it, without knowing whether the 
Service is adequate to the Requiſition, whether the Computation be juſt, 
and whether he has not already in his Hands full as much as he wants: 
There is no Control upon him in the Exchequer ; the only Attention 
of that Office is, to ſee that the Iſſue does not exceed his Credit, and: 
that his Credit does not exceed the Supply for the Army Services, voted 
by Parliament that Year. Suppoſing the Conſtitution of this Office 
to continue in its preſent Form, we think the Interpoſition of ſome 
Check neceſſary, to reduce and confine this Balance within its due 
Bounds. The Paymaſter General can receive nothing from the Ex- 
chequer, but by Direction of the Treafury : the Treaſury, there- 
fore, ſhould have the Means of judging upon the Propriety and Ne- 
ceſlity of the Requiſition; to which a frequent Knowledge of his Balance 
is eſſential ; and therefore we are of Opinion, that in. the Firſt Me- 
morial preſented every Month, by the Paymaſter General of the Forces 
to the Lords of the Treaſury, for a Supply for the: Army Services, he 
ſhould always inſert the Sum Total of the Balance of Public Money, 
for the Service of the Army, at that Time in his Hands, Cuſtody, or 
Power. What thoſe due Bounds are, within which this Balance ought 
to be circumſcribed, depends upon a Variety of Circumſtances, of 
which the Treaſury may, upon Examination, obtain 1 ſuf- 
ficient to direct their Judgment. 
But this Uſage of Office operates {till further ; it 1s not confined to 
the Paymaſter General in being only, but he op been permitted after 
his Reſignation, and his Repreſentatives, in caſe of his Death, to retain 
the Money of the Public until the final Adjuſtment of his Accounts by 
the Auditors of the Impreſt. The Average of Lord Holland's Balance, 
from his Reſignation in the Year 1765, to the Year 1778, when the 
Two hundred thouſand Pounds were paid into the Exchequer, by his 
Repre- 
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Repreſentatives, was Four hundred Fifty-five thouſand Seven hundred 
Thirty-five Pounds, The Average of the Balance of the preſent Pay- 


y 


maſter General, from the Year 1768, when he came into Office, to 


the ſame Year 1778, was Four hundred Fifty-three thouſand One 
hundred and Eighty Pounds; making together, Nine hundred and 
Eight thouſand Nine hundred and Fifteen Pounds ; a Sum belong- 
ing to the Public, in the Poſſeſſion of only Two of their Officers, for 
Nine Years, and the Public reaping no Benefit from it whatever. 

The Public Good calls for ſo effectual a Correction of this Evil, as to 
prevent it from ever happening for the future. As there ' ſhould be a 
Check upon the Balance of a Paymaſter General whilſt he is in Office, 
it is equally expedient, that he ſhould retain his Balance as ſhort a Time 
as poſſible after his Reſignation ; that he ſhould pay it over to his Suc- 
ceſſor, and the ſubſequent Buſineſs be carried on by him, at leaſt as 
much of it as can be tranſacted by him without cauſing Confuſion or 
Delay. According to the preſent Courſe of Buſineſs in this Office, 
upon the Reſignation of a Paymaſter General, his Accounts of the 
Year's Eſtabliſhment are carried on to the 24th of June, or 24th of 
December, preceding or ſubſequent to his Reſignation, as is moſt con- 
venient to the Public Service; when it is ſubſequent, he receives from 
the Exchequer, though out of Office, his Proportion of the Supply of 
the Year to that Time, and applies it in Diſcharge of the Demands 
upon the Service, which accrued down to that Period ; but of theſe 
Demands, ſome do not come in a Courſe of Payment, others are not 
applied for till ſome Time after they are due; neither the Nett Off- 
reckonings nor the Clearings, which are the laſt Payments on Account 
of a Regiment, are diſcharged till Fifteen or Sixteen Months after they 
become due; the General, Staff, and Reduced Officers, do not all 
apply immediately for their Pay; Warrants for Contingencies are fre- 
quently not produced until ſeveral Months after they are payable; and 
the Paymaſter General has Deputies in various Parts of the World, 
whoſe Accounts he muſt have Time to adjuſt; it is therefore con- 
venient, and prevents Trouble to the Office, that his Buſineſs ſhovld be 
carried on, and ſo much of the Public Money, as is neceſſary for that 
Purpoſe, continue in his Hands for ſome ſhort time afterwards; and if 
the Balance be confined within its proper Bounds, whilſt he is in Office, 
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pay ſuch Demands, under the Authority given to the Predeceſſor,

Widows, The Cloathing of the Regulars, 
Exchequer Fees, and Salaries to certain Officers. One of theſe Funds 
is the Poundage, which conſiſts of various Deductions of Twelve Pence 
in the Pound upon almoſt every individual Sum (except the Half Pay, of 
which the Deduction is only Six Pence in the Pound) voted, or allotted 
by the Diſtributions in the Eſtabliſhments, for the Army Services: Out 
of this Fund are paid, 1ſt, The returned Poundage ; that is, this very 
Deduction, thus made, is paid back to certain Corps; ſo that this Part 
of it ſeems to be deducted for no other Purpoſe but that of returning it 
back again. 2dly. A Part of this Poundage is applied towards the 
Expences of Chelſea Hoſpital. 3dly. The Remainder pays the Ex- 


chequer Fees, and the Salaries of the Paymaſter General, and of other 


Officers. | 


The Expences attending Chel/ea Hoſpital are paid out of Two Funds, 


blended together; the one is Part of the Poundage above mentioned; 


the other is formed of the Deductions of One Day's Pay of every 


Perſon named in ſome of the Eſtabliſhments, and of ſome of the Per- 


ſons named in other of the Eſtabliſhments : To form this Fund, and 
that of the Poundage, and to make theſe ſeveral Deductions, is the 
Buſineſs of the Pay Office. 
The Allowance to Widows, conſiſts of the Pay of Two Private Men 
a Company, and is a Part of the Eſtabliſhment in every Regiment; 
this comes from the War Office; but the ſeveral Articles are collected 


together from the Regimental Diſtributions, and formed into a Fund, 


in the Pay Office. 


The Fund for the Cloathing is called the Nett Off-reckonings and 


is compoſed of Deductions made in the Pay Office, out of the Sums 
allotted in the Eſtabliſnment for the Full Pay of the Non- commiſſioned 
Officers and Private Men, in moſt of the Regiments and Corps. 


One Effect of theſe Operations is, that in making up the State of 


every Regiment in the Pay Office, the Sum allotted for its Pay in the 
Eſtabliſhment muſt conſiſt of Six Parts ; The Poundage, The Hoſpital, 
The Subſiſtence, The Allowance to Widows, The Off-reckonings, and 

the 
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the Intereſt of the Public will not be materially affected by the 
Detention of a moderate Balance, for a few Months after his Re- 
ſignation.

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Vote of Parliament, or by the Diſtribution in the Eſtabliſhment ; but 
they are paid out of Funds compounded of a great Variety and Num- 
ber of Articles, ſubtracted from various different groſs Sums, either 
voted or allotted for certain Purpoſes : Theſe Services are, CHelſea Ho- 
ſpital, The Allowance to Widows, The Cloathing of the Regulars, 
Exchequer Fees, and Salaries to certain Officers. One of theſe Funds 
is the Poundage, which conſiſts of various Deductions of Twelve Pence 
in the Pound upon almoſt every individual Sum (except the Half Pay, of 
which the Deduction is only Six Pence in the Pound) voted, or allotted 
by the Diſtributions in the Eſtabliſhments, for the Army Services: Out 
of this Fund are paid, 1ſt, The returned Poundage ; that is, this very 
Deduction, thus made, is paid back to certain Corps; ſo that this Part 
of it ſeems to be deducted for no other Purpoſe but that of returning it 
back again. 2dly. A Part of this Poundage is applied towards the 
Expences of Chelſea Hoſpital. 3dly. The Remainder pays the Ex- 


chequer Fees, and the Salaries of the Paymaſter General, and of other 
Othcers. 


The Expences attending Chelſea Hoſpital are paid out of Two Funds, 


blended together; the one is Part of the Poundage above mentioned; 
the other is formed of the Deductions of One Day's Pay of every 
Perſon named in ſome of the Eſtabliſhments, and of ſome of the Per- 
ſons named in other of the Eſtabliſhments : To form this Fund, and 
that of the Poundage, and to make theſe ſeveral Deductions, is the 
Bulineſs of the Pay Office. 

The Allowance to Widows, conſiſts of the Pay of Two Private Men 
a Company, and is a Part of the Fſtabliſhment in every Regiment ; 
this comes from the War Office; but the ſeveral Articles are collected 


together from the Regimental Diftributions, and formed into a Fund, 


in the Pay Office. 1 

The Fund for the Cloathing is called the Nett Off-reckonings ; and 
is compoſed of Deductions made in the Pay Office, out of the Sums 
allotted in the Eſtabliſhment for the Full Pay of the Non- commiſſioned 
Officers and Private Men, in moſt of the Regiments and Corps. 


One Effect of theſe Operations is, that in making up the State of 
every Regiment in the Pay Office, the Sum allotted for its Pay in the 


Eſtabliſhment muſt conſiſt of Six Parts; The Poundage, The Hoſpital, 


The Subſiſtence, The Allowance to Widows, The Off-reckonings, and 


the 
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the Clearings, and ſometimes Reſpits. This State, beſides the Buſineſs 
it creates in the Pay Office, muſt be examined, computed, and ſigned, 


by the Agent; for he receives the Clearings, which is the Balance due 
to the Regiment ; the Truth of which Balance depends upon the Juſt- 
neſs of the Calculation of the other Diviſions : It muſt be examined too, 


and computed, by the Auditor of the Impreſt ; for the Paymaſter Ge- 
neral taking Credit in his Account for the whole Pay of each Regiment, 
and ſurcharging himſelf with the total Amount of the Deductions of the 
Poundage, Hoſpital, and Widows, in every Year, the Auditor cannot 
know the Accuracy of the Surcharge, without an Examination of each 


Article that compoſes it. 


To Perſons accuſtomed to the Courſe of Office, theſe Computations 
are eaſy and familiar; but they certainly muſt take up Time; an Ob- 
ject, conſidering the preſent State of the Army Accounts, worth attend- 
ing to. If, inſtead of theſe Deductions, certain ſpecific diſtin&t Sums 


were eſtimated and ſet apart for theſe Services in the Eſtabliſhment ; if 


diſtin& Accounts were kept of the Receipts and Payments, under each 
Head of Service ; if the Cloathing of the Regulars was voted like the 
Cloathing of the Militia, ſeparate from the Eſtabliſhment ; if the Sum 


allotted to a Regiment ſhould be the actual Pay, and the Whole of it 
be diſtributed amongſt the Officers and Private Men, and paid to them 


without Deduction, at ſuch Times and in ſuch Proportions as ſhall be 
deemed beſt for the Service; if every diſtin Service had its diſtinct 
Appropriation, which can be eaſily eſtimated by the Experience of pre- 
ceding Years ; it ſhould ſeem as if this Branch of the Pay of the Army 
might be carried on in a more ſimple, expeditious, and intelligible 
Manner. 

In Public Truſts, the Poſſibility of a Loſs ſhould be guarded againſt, 
as much as the Nature of the Truſts will admit, without any Reſpect 
to Perſons, or placing any more Confidence in any Man than can be 


| helped. The Sums that appear to have been intruſted to Paymaſters 
General, are of a Magnitude that implies Danger to the Public; for 


who can give, or find Security for the Payment of them? At the Head 
of this Claſs of Accountants, ſtands an Inſtance of an actual Loſs; the 
laſt Account that was paſſed of Lord Lincoln's was to the 24th of De- 
cember 1719, between which, and the 2 5th of June 1720, Four hun- 
dred Seventy-three thouſand One hundred Twenty-ſeven Pounds, were 
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iſſued to him from the Exchequer ; of this Sum it does not appear that 


any Account was ever given, nor have we been able to trace, either in 
the Pay Office, or in that of the Auditors of the Impreſt, the Expendi- 
ture of any Part of it; neither Book nor Paper, relative to this Ac- 


count, is to be found in either of thoſe Offices, It has been the Prac- | 
tice of the Paymaſters General, when they went out of Office, to take 


with them the Books and Papers that relate to their Accounts, as their 
own private Property ; but as the Paymaſter General is an Officer ap- 


pointed to a Public Truſt, his Office created for the Uſe of, and ſup-- 


ported by, the Public, and his Books contain Accounts of the. Receipt 


and Expenditure of Public Money; we are of Opinion, that all theſe. 


Official Books and Papers are, and ſhould be confidered as the Property 


of the Public, and as fuch, left and depoſited in the Pay Office, for the 


Uſe and Information of Poſterity. 
The Regulations hitherto ſuggeſted, are upon a Suppoſition that the 


Conſtitution of this Office continues in its preſent Form; but there is a 
Modification, which, if it can be adopted, will effectually remove the 
Power, and therefore the Poſſibility, of Loſs or Abuſe ; that is, by tak- 
ing away from the Paymaſter General of the Forces the Cuſtody of the 
Public Caſh, and placing it in the Bank of England; this Treaſury will 
then be converted into an Office of mere Account, and the Paymaſter 


General, inſtead of being the Banker of the Army, will be the Inſtru- 
ment only, through whom the Army Services are paid, without having 
the Power of applying the Public Money to any other Purpoſes what- 


ever. Some Judgment may be formed how far this Plan is practicable, 


by comparing the Alteration it will make in the great Outlines of the 
Buſineſs of this Office, The Receipt, The Iſſue, The keeping the Ac- 
counts, and The Accounting, with the Forms now in Uſe. The Im- 
preſt muſt be to the Bank ; the Bank muſt make the Payments, by 
Means of Checque Drafts drawn by the Paymaſter General, ſpecifying 


the Warrant, and the Service: The Paymaſter General muſt keep the 


Account of theſe Receipts and Payments, and the Bank a Duplicate ; 
both muſt join in paſſing the Accounts, the one producing the Warrants 
diſcharged by his Drafts, the other producing the Drafts diſcharged by 
Payment. Under the preſent Conſtitution of this Office, the Paymaſter 
General keeps his. Caſh at the Bank ; the Bank receives. it at the Ex- 
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chequer on his Account; he never pays in Caſh, but by his Caſhiers 
Drafts on the Bank : He keeps the Account of all theſe Receipts and 
Payments, as if they were tranſacted in Caſh : The Warrant indorſed, 


or the Warrant and Receipt, or the Warrant and Regimental Pay Book, 


ſigned by the Agent, and Receipt for the Off-reckonings, are his 
Vouchers: His Deputies pay, when they can, by Drafts upon the 
Agent to the Remitter, who is the Bank Abroad, and accountable to 
the Public. 

Such is the Similitude between the Mode propoſed and the Mode i in 
Uſe; and thus far this Regulation carries with it all the Appearance of 


being reducible to Practice. 


We are well aware of the Difficulties that muſt for ever attend the 
introducing Novelty of Form into ancient Offices, framed by the Wiſ- 
dom of our Anceſtors, and eſtabliſhed by the Experience of Ages; 
they are conſidered as incapable of Improvement; the Officers educated 


in, and accuſtomed to the Forms in Uſe, are inſenſible of their Defects, 


or, if they feel them, have no Leiſure, often no Ability, ſeldom any 
Inclination, to correct them; alarmed at the Idea of Innovation, they 


reſiſt the Propoſal of a Rexuligon, becauſe it is a Change, though 


from a perplexed and intricate, to a more imple and intelligible 
Syſtem. | 


To trace this Alteration gromh every Branch of the Buſinef, to 


mark all its Effects, that it does not in anywiſe diſturb the Pay of the 


Army, perplex the Accounts, or throw Difficulties or Delay in the 
paſſing them; to point out the Steps by which it ought gradually and 
methodically to be introduced, is a Work of long ſerious Attention and 
accurate Examination ; but the Appearance this Plan carries with it of 


being practicable, and the Advantage it holds out to the Public, in an 


Office, that certainly ſtands in Need of ſome Reform, afford us ſufh- 


cient Reaſon for ſubmitting the Conſideration of it to the Wiſdom of 


the Legiſlature. |

N purſuance of the Directions of the Act by which we are appointed, 
our Attention has hitherto been engaged, principally, in marking 
che Delay which affects the Public Money in its Paſſage, either from 
the Pocket of the Subject into the Exchequer, or from the Exchequer, 


back again into the Poſſeſſion of the Perſon who becomes intitled to it; 


but of {till greater Importance to the Public, is the Diminution it ſuffers 
in its Progrels. 

Intent upon the Object pointed out to us by the Act as the Firſt for 
our Conſideration, namely, that the Public might avail themſelves, as 
ſoon as poſſible, of the Balances in the Hands of Accountants, we have, 
in the Offices that have as yet come under our Examination, applied 
ourſelves chiefly to the Inveſtigation of theſe Balances, and reported 
upon them with as much Expedition as we were able ; adding only ſuch 


Suggeſtions of immediate Regulation as aroſe out of the Subject, and 


occurred to us in the Courſe of that Inveſtigation, but deferring, as a 
Matter ſeparate and diſtin&, the Execution of that Part of the A& which 
directs us © to report an exact State of the Fees or Gratuities paid or 
given in collecting, iſſuing, expending, and accounting for the Public 
* Montes, and the Authority under which ſuch Fees and Gratuities are 
© paid or received.” 

In the Courſe of our Examination into the Office of the Paymaſter 
General of the Forces, we obſerved, in the Account of the Payments 
made by him out of the Deductions of Twelve Pence in the Pound, 
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and One Day's Pay, for the Year 1778, annexed to our laſt Report 
Ne 7, a Charge of Thirty-two thouſand Five hundred and Fifty-ſeven 
Pounds Seven Shillings aud Ten Pence paid for Fees at the Exchequer. 
So large a Sum of Fees paid by One Officer to One Office, in One 
Year, demanded our Attention, and led us to require, from this Office, 
the Sum Total of the Fees paid at the Receipt of His Majeſty's Exche- 
quer, by the Paymaſter General of the Forces, during the Year 1780; 
the Accounts of that Year being then under our Conſideration. 

By the Return made to that Requiſifion it appears, that theſe Fees, 
in the Year 1780, amounted to Thirty-nine thouſand One hundred - 
and Ninety-eight Pounds Six Shillings and Ten Pence; and that they 
conſiſted of a Poundage on the Money iſſued. 

As the Annual Supplies, laſt Year, exceeded that of all FEES Years 
and may increaſe, and all Poundage Fees on thoſe Supplies will increaſe 
in Proportion, - we thought it incumbent upon us to proceed to an im- 
mediate Examination into the Article of Fees, and of the Principles 
upon which they are founded; to the Intent, that, ſhould they be 
deemed a Subject worthy the Interpoſition of the Legiſlature, the Public 
may not remain without the Benefit of a ſpeedy OY” for a preſſing 
and increaſing Evil. 

We have had under our Examination Two Offices of large Public 
Expenditure; the Pay Office of the Navy, and the Pay Office of the 
Army : To each of theſe we iſſued our Precepts for an exact State of 
the Salaries, Fees, and Gratuities, received by the reſpective Officers 


and Clerks in thoſe Offices, from the 24th of December 1779 to the 25th 


of December 1780, with the Amount thereof received by each Officer 
and Clerk during the ſaid Period. 

To the ſeveral Branches of the Receipt of His Majeſty's Exchequer, 
that is to ſay, to the Auditor, the Clerk of the Pells, the Tellers, the 
Chamberlains, the Uſher, and the Paymaſters of Exchequer Bills, we 
iſſued the like Precepts; and Returns were made to us from all theſe 
Offices. 

We have thought it expedient, in the Conte of this Inquiry, where 
the Office is not executed by the Principal Officer, bat by his Deputy 
or Firſt Clerk, to examine the latter only, as probably beſt qualified to 
give us the Information we wanted; we have omitted likewiſe, as more 
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who receive ſmall Salaries only, or inconſiderable Fees, 

As our Account of the Emoluments of theſe Offices is taken in a 
Year of the moſt expenſive War, we have required, and ſtated where 
we have been able to obtain it, the Nett Produce of each Office in Time 
of Peace. 

At the Cloſe of our Examination into each Office, we have ſtated, 
and inſerted in the Appendix, an Account of the Salaries, Allowances, 
Fees, and Gratuities, diſtinguiſhed under their ſeveral Heads, and the 
Total Amount thereof received by each Officer and Clerk in that Office, 
with the Sums paid for Taxes and other Diſburſements, and the Nett 
Produce to each Officer and Clerk during the Year 1780; and diſtin- 


guiſhing, as far as appeared to us, without entering into too long an 


Examination, to what Amount each Office 1s a Charge upon the Public, 


the Civil Liſt, and Individuals; but we mult at the ſame Time remark, 


that moſt of the Sums for Fees and Gratuities ſtated by us as paid by 


Individuals, are ultimately paid by, and a Charge upon, either the Civil 


Liſt or the Public; this latter Diſtinction we have made, not confider= 
ing the Intereſt of the Crown as ſeparate from the Intereſt of the Public, 
but becauſe the Savings, if ſuch there ſhould be, will in the one Caſe 
fall into the Fund appropriated for the Support of His Majeſty's Civil 
Government, and 1n the other into the Sinking Fund. 

We have diſtinguiſhed the Taxes paid by the Officers, that 1s, the 
Land lax, and the One Shilling and Sixpenny Duties, from their 
other Diſburſements ; becauſe the Charge of the Public in ſupporting 


theſe Offices 1s W. by as much of theſe Taxes as get back again 
into the Exchequer; but, not being able eaſily to diſcover what Dimi- 
nution they ſuffer in their Progreſs, we have only ſtated the Amount 


of them, without deduCting them from the Expence of the Public. 
From the Return of the Pay Office of the Navy, and from the Ex- 
aminations of the Right Honourable Welbore Ellis, Treaſurer of the 
Navy; Andrew Douglas Eſquire, his Paymaſter; Jh Slade Eſquire, 
Firſt Clerk in the Caſhier's Branch; Adam Fellicoe Eſquire, F:r{t Clerk 
in the Pay Branch ; George Soaffeld Etquire, Caſhier ; Mr. Fobn Fen- 
nell, Chief Clerk, . Mr. Robert Walker, Second Clerk in the Vic- 


tualling 


minute thin neceſſary, to examine thoſe inferior Officers and Clerks, 
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. tualling Branch; we obtained the following Information relative to the 
Profits accruing to the Officers and Clerks in this Office. 
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The Buſineſs in the Pay Office of the Navy 1s tranſacted by the Trea- 
ſurer, the Paymaſter, and Thirty-five Officers and Clerks, Nine of 
which are in the Caſhier's Branch, Twenty 1 in the oy Branch, and Six 


in the Victualling Branch. 


The Profits of theſe Officers conſiſt of Six Heads ;—Halaries ; Allow- 
ances for extra Service; and for telling Money at the Bank ; Perquiſites 


of odd Pence; for caſting Defalcations ; and for entering Probates and 


other Inſtruments. 
The Treaſurer and his Paymaſter are paid by Salaries only, and have 
no other Fee or Gratuity whatever; the Officers and Clerks receive Sa- 


laries, and alſo the Allowances and Perquiſites above mentioned. 


The Treaſurer is appointed by the Crown, and holds his Office dur- 


ing Pleaſure ; he receives a Salary of Two thouſand Pounds a Year, 


reduced, by the Payment of the One Shilling and Sixpenny Duties to 


Fighteen hundred and Fifty Pounds ; he appoints the Paymaſter, and 


all the other Officers and Clerks in the Office. 
The Paymaſter has a Salary of Five hundred Pounds a Year, reduced 


by the ſame Duties to Four hundred and Sixty-two Pounds Ten Shil- 


lings; he executes alſo the Offices of Caſhier and Accountant, for 


which he receives no additional Salary or Emolument whatever. 


The Salaries of the other Officers and Clerks are from Forty to Eighty 


Pounds a Year, according to their ſeveral Employments; beſides which 


they have the Allowances and Perquiſites following. 

An Allowance for extra Service, which 1s made to thoſe Clerks who 
attend the Payment of Wages and the Yards, and who complete what 
are called the Full Books for Payment of the Ships and Yards ; this 
Allowance is intended to defray their travelling Expences, and as a 
Recompence for their extra Trouble; the Rate at which it is paid is 
Seven Shillings a Day for the Number of Days in which each Clerk is 
ſo employed. | 

An Allowance for telling Money at the Bank is a Poundage, at the 
Rate of Five Shillings for every thouſand Pounds, allowed by the Navy 
Board to thoſe Clerks who receive Money at the Bank for the Payment 
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of the Ships and Yards; in confequence of which Allowance, each 
Clerk is accountable for any Deficiency there may be either in the 
Weight or Tale of the Money he receives. e 
The odd Pence is a Perquiſite to thoſe Officers and Clerks who are 
employed in making Payments; thoſe whoſe Buſineſs it is to pay Per- 
fe& Bills, the Navy Courſe, and Bills drawn by the Navy and Sick and 
Hurt Boards, pay the even Money only upon theſe Bills, and retain to 


themſelves the odd Pence under a Shilling; thoſe who are employed in 


the Payment of the Officers, Seamen, and Artificers in the Dock Yards, 
retain the odd Pence under Six Pence; in Conſideration of which, 


they are all bound to make good any Miſtakes they may make in their 


Payments. 
The Perquiſite for caſting Defalcations is a Gratuity, uſually at the 


Rate of One Guinea by the hundred Pounds, paid by the Chaplains, 


Surgeons, and Purſers of the Navy, to the Ofhcer who caſts and pays 
to them their ſeveral Shares of the Deductions made from the Seamen's 
Wages. | 


The Perquiſite for entering Probates of Wills, Letters of Adminiſtra- 
tion, and Warrants of Attorney, is a Fee of Two Shillings and Six 
Pence each Entry, paid to the Clerk in. whoſe Department it lies to 


regiſter theſe Inſtruments. | 
The Salaries and Allowances for extra Service,. and for telling Money 


at the Bank, are paid, for the moſt Part, Quarterly,” by Bills aſſigned 


by the Navy or Victualling Boards upon the Treaſurer, out of Money 


received by him, either to pay Salaries, or from old Stores, or under 
ſome other Head of Service ſpecified* in the Aſhgnments ; and conſe- 


quently all theſe are paid by the Public. 
The Perquiſites are either detained out of Sums due to particular 


Perſons, or paid by thoſe who apply to have their Buſineſs tranſacted at 


the Office; and therefore do not come ont of the Public Purſe, but from 
the Pockets of Individuals. 


The Authority upon which the Receipt of the ſeveral Profits of this 


Office is grounded, is either an Order of the Privy Council, or Uſage. 
By an Order of the Privy Council, dated the 2 5th of May 1699, the 

Salary of the Treaſurer of the Navy is ſettled at Two thouſand Pounds a 

Tear; that of his Paymaſter, at Five hundred. Pounds; that of his Ac- 
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1 | countant, at Four hundred Pounds; and the Salaries of Thirteen Clerks, 
| | Seven at Eighty Pounds each, and Six at Forty Pounds each; and in 
| 0 the Ordinary Eſtimate of the Navy, voted by Parliament every Year, 
1 are inſerted Allowances, to the Treaſurer of the Navy Two thouſand 
Pounds; to his Paymaſter and Caſhier Five hundred Pounds; to Twenty- 
two Clerks, Six of them Eighty Pounds, Nine Fifty Pounds, and Seven 
Forty Pounds each: But an Increaſe of the Buſineſs in this Office for 
theſe late Lears, has rendered it neceſſary to increaſe the Clerks to the 
preſent Number, Thirty- five; and to every Increaſe the Conſent of 
the Navy Board is neceſſary. 
| The Allowances and Perquiſites are ſuch as have been uſually paid 
i and taken by the Officers and Clerks in their ſeveral Departments, as 
far back as the Memory of the oldeſt Officers now add in this 
Appendix, Office reaches.

| This Office conſiſts of the Paymaſter General, his Deputy, a Caſhier, 
an Accountant, a Ledger Keeper, a Computer of Off-reckonings, 
a Caſhier 
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2 Caſhier of Half Pay, and an Entering Clerk with Eight inferior 
Clerks, an Office Keeper, a Houle Keeper, and Two Meſſengers; and 
Nine Deputy Pay maſters Abroad. CU 
The Paymaſter General appoints his Deputies, and all the Officers 
and Clerks employed in his Office: They are all paid by Salaries or 
Allowances, Fees, and Gratuities. 
The Paymaſter General, his Deputy, the inferior Olkeers and Clerks, 
and Deputy Paymaſters Abroad, have certain Salaries or Allowances 
only ; the Six Officers who are next to the Deputy Paymalter, receive 
Salaries. Fees, and Gratuities. 
The Paymaſter General is appointed by Letters Patent under the Great 
Seal, during Pleaſure; he receives Four Annual Allowances as Paymaſter 
General of the Forces, and One as Treaſurer of Chelſea Hoſpital : The 
Four are, Three thouſand Pounds as the particular Salary belonging to 
his Office, One thouſand Seven hundred and Sixty Pounds for the 
Payment of Clerks, Six hundred Pounds for the contingent Expences 
of his Office, and Twenty Shillings a Day as one of the Staff upon the 
Eſtabliſhment ; the other Allowance is Twenty Shillings a Day as 
Treaſurer of Chelſea Hoſpital. The Amount of theſe Allowances is Six 
thouſand and Ninety-two Pounds: Out of which he paid for himſelf / 6,092

The Six following Officers are thoſe who have Fees and Gratuities 
as well as Salaries. 
The Caſhier receives a Salary of Toa hundred Pounds a Year, re- 
duced by the One Shilling Duty to One hundred and Ninety Pounds, 
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and an additional Annual. Allowance of Two hundred and Seventy. 
Pounds, paid to him without Deduction: His Fees and Gratuities | 


amounted to Six thouſand Seven hundred and Fifteen Pounds Nineteen 
Shillings and Six Pence ; which, with his Salartes,. made his clear 


Receipt Seven thouſand One hundred Seventy-five Pounds Nineteen 


Shillings and Six Pence; but, as theſe Fees are not always paid at the 
Time the Buſineſs is done, this Sum, though received in the Year 


1780, may include Fees that accrued in a preceding Year ; it certainly 
does not include the Fees for all the Buſineſs done by him in that Lear; 


the Remitters had not paid him their Fees upon the Warrants for the 


Remittances iſſued to them after the Month of February 1780; and it 
appears from an Account of thoſe Remittances, extracted from the Ac- 

count of the Extraordinary Services incurred by the Paymaſter General 
of the Forces for the Year 1780, that the Sum iſſued to them between 


the 1ſt of March and the 31ſt of December in. that Year, was Two 


Million Three hundred and Twelve thouſand Eight hundred and Thirty 
Pounds ; the Fees upon which, being at the Rate of One Guinea by 


the Thouſand Pounds, amount to Two thouſand Four hundred Twenty- 
ſeven Pounds Twelve Shillings, and being divided equally between the 
Caſhier and Accountant, would have added One thouſand Two hun- 


dred and Thirteen Pounds Sixteen Shillings to the Receipt of each, and 


would have increaſed that of the Caſhier to Eight thouſand Three hun- 
dred Eighty-nine Pounds Fifteen Shillings and Six Pence. 

The Salary of the Accountant 1s One: hundred and Fifty Pounds a

The Ledger Keeper's Salary is One hundred Pounds a Ta beſides 


which he receives Annually Eighty Pounds from the Computer of Off- 
reckonings, and One hundred Pounds: from the Caſhier of Half Pay : 
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His Fees amounted to Three hundred Ninety-four Pounds Sixteen Shil- 
lings; making all together Six. hundred Seventy-four Pounds Sixteen 
Shillings : He paid out of this Sum for Taxes Fifteen Pounds, to his 
Deputy Eighty Pounds, and to another Aſſiſtant Fifty Pounds; together, 
One hundred Forty-five Pounds, which reduced his Nett Receipt to 
Five hundred Twenty-nine Pounds Sixteen Shillings. The preſent 
Ledger Keeper has, by Reaſon of his Age and Infirmities, executed 
his Office by Deputy ever ſince his Appointment in 1765. 

The Computer of Off-reckonings has no other Salary but that of 
Eighty Pounds, which he pays to the Ledger Keeper ; his Nett-Profits 
aroſe from his Fees, which amounted to One thouſand and Thirty-eight 
Pounds Five Shillings and Six Pence. 

The Caſhier of Half Pay receives Eighty. Pounds a Year Salary ; 

the Total of his Fees was Six hundred and Seventeen Pounds Five 
Shillings 3 together, Six hundred Ninety-ſeven Pounds Five Shillings : 
Out of which he paid for Taxes [Fourteen Pounds, and to the Ledger 
Keeper One hundred Pounds ; this reduced his clear Receipt to Five 
hundred Eighty-three Pounds m Shillings. 
Sixty Pounds is the Salary of the Entering Clerk, which, with One 
thouſand Four hundred Forty-eight Pounds Fifteen Shillings and Four 
Pence received by Fees, made his grofs Receipt One thouſand Five 
hundred and Eight Pounds Fifteen Shillings and Four Pence; reduced, 
by Ten Pounds Ten Shillings paid for Taxes, to One thouſand Four 
hundred Ninety-eight Pounds Five Shillings and Four Pence. 

The other Clerks are paid from Fifty to One hundred Pounds a Year, 
according to their Stations and Employments in the Office, and receive 
no Fees or Gratuities whatever. 

The Deputy Paymaſters Abroad are paid an — 8 Six of W 
Thirty Shillings a Day, and Three of them Three Pounds a Day. 

The Fees received by theſe Officers are as various as the Buſineſs they 
execute; each has Fees peculiar to his Branch: They conſiſt, ſome of 
them, of a Poundage upon the Sums contained in Warrants brought 
for Payment, and in Receipts ; others, of certain Sums per Regiment, 

paid either annually, or upon tranſacting particular Branches of the Re- 
gimental Buſineſs; others of them are certain Sums for Reports, Cer- 
tificates, Receipts, Entries, or other Articles of official Buſineſs. 
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Officers of the Department where the Buſmeſs is tranſacted.

It appears from the Account of the Payments made by the Paymaſter 


One Day's Pay, for the Vear 1780, that the Salary and Allowances to 
the Paymaſter General (except the Twenty Shillings a Day on the 
Staff) and the 'Two additional Salaries to the Deputy and Caſhier, and 
the Allowances to the Deputy Paymaſters Abroad, are paid ont: of the 
Deductions of Twelve Pence in the Pound; the Twenty Shillings a 
Day on the Staff, is paid to him in like Manner as the General and 
Staff Officers in Great Britain are paid, out of the Money granted for 
the Ordinary Services of the Army: All theſe Payments are therefore a 


other Salaries, out of the Sum of One thouſand Seven hundred 
and Sixty Pounds allowed him for that Purpoſe : The Fees and Gra- 
tuities are paid by the Remitters, Contractors, Agents, and Perſons 
whoſe Buſineſs brings them to the Office, and therefore come im- 
mediately out of their Pockets, though much the e Part of them 
ultimately fall upon the Public. 

Uſage of Office is the general Ground upon which theſe heat Pay- 
ments reſt, except in the Two Inſtances of the additional Allowances 
to the Deputy and the Caſhier, which are founded on ſpecial! Circum- 
ftances ; the Five hundred Pounds a Year addition to the Deputy, 1s 
paid to him by a Warrant dated 18th March 1774; it commenced 
from the roth Ocrober 1771, and is to continue as long as he holds 
this Office: The Ground ſtated in the Warrant is, that the then Emo- 
luments of the Office were not an adequate Compenſation for his 
Trouble, Care, and Fidelity: His Predeceffors in this Office had not 
this additional Salary; for they enjoyed, at the ſame Time, what the 
preſent Deputy had not, other Appointments under the Crown. 

The Warrant for the Payment of the additional Two hundred and 
Seventy Pounds a Year to the Caſhier, is dated the 10th Fuly 1765, 
and ſtates it to be made to him for his Trouble, Care, Diligence, and 
Fidelity in the Execution of the Buſineſs committed to his Charge.

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The Allowance to the Paymaſter General of Twenty Shillings a Day 
upon the Staff, is voted annually upon the Eſtabliſhment, and, together 
with the Twenty Shillings a Day as Treaſurer of Chel/ea Hoſpital, 18 
inſerted in his Letters Patent: All the Salaries and Allowances paid to 
him are ſuch as have been allowed to his Predeceſſors in this Office; 
and all the Salaries, Fees, and Gratuities received by the Officers and 
Clerks, and Deputy Paymaſters, are the ſame as have been paid to, 
and received by, thoſe who have gone before them. 

From the Account in the Appendix it appears, that the groſs Amount 
of the Emoluments received in this Office, was Twenty-five thouſand 
One hundred and Eight Pounds Nineteen Shillings and One Penny :

There is moreover another Gratuity given to the Officers and Clerks 


ſurer and Paymaſter General in the Office of the Auditor of the Impreſt; 
this Gratuity is craved of the Commiſhoners of the Treaſury, by a 
Memorial from the reſpective Officers and Clerks in each Office, as a 
Compenſation for their Trouble in carrying on and making up the Ac- 
counts of a Treaſurer and Paymaſter General after his Reſignation : 
The Quantum of it bears ſome Proportion to the Total Sum contained 
in the Account to be paſled ; it is allowed to them by a Treaſury War- 
rant, out of the Balance remaining in the Hands of the Accountant, 
and is therefore paid out of a Public Fund.

The Gratuities are uſual voluntary Donations, either from Public 
Offices or Individuals: The Yearly Accounts are made up to Michael- 
mas Eve; and therefore the Accounts of the Receipts and Payments of 
the Year 1780, which is the Year we are inquiring into, are made up 
to the Michaelmas of that Year. 

In the Firſt Five of theſe Offices, the Principal appoints the Deputy 
and Clerks. The Firſt Four of them have Tables hung up in each

The Return made to our Precept by the Duke of Newcaſtle, Auditor

Upon the King's Acceſſion a Certificate is tranſmitted from the Fog 
ditor's Office to the Treaſury, purſuant to their Requiſition, conſiſting 
of Two Liſts; one containing the ſeveral] Fees, Salaries, and Allow- 
ances that have by ancient Cuſtom, Letters Patent, Conſtitutions, or 
other Authorities, been paid to the Officers and Miniſters of the Ex-

and Clerks in this Office; which Office conſiſts of the Clerk of the Pells, 
his Deputy and Firſt Clerk, and Fourteen inferior Clerks. 

The Clerk of the Pells is appointed for Life, by a Conſtitution under 
the Hands and Seals of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, to exerciſe 
his Office either by himſelf or Deputy. In Conſequence of this Privi- 
lege, it has not been uſual, for many Years, for the Clerk of the Pells 
to execute any Part of the Buſineſs himſelf ; the Deputy tranſacts the 
Whole, and receives and accounts with his Principal for all the Profits 
that belong to him. The Clerk of the Pells receives "Thirteen diſtin& 
Allowances, ſet forth in the Return, amounting to One thouſand Six 
hundred and Three Pounds and Eleven Pence, paid: to him by Order 
or Debenture ; One of them, Sixty-one Pounds Thirteen Shillings and 
Four Pence, is inſerted in his Conſtitution, and is, together with Six 
more, making Three hundred and Six Pounds One Shilling and Eight 
Pence, included in the Firſt Lift in the Exchequer Certificate, and 
therefore payable out of the Civil Lift ; the remaining Six, amounting 
to One thouſand Two hundred Thirty-five Pounds Five Shillings and

The Teller is appointed for Life, by Letters Patent, which 
empower him to execute the Office by Deputy; and therefore the 
whole Buſineſs of theſe Offices is now, and long have been, tranſacted 
entirely by Deputies : The Teller himſelf executes no Part of it; he 
does not collect his own Profits; they are received and accounted for to

Each Teller receives Yearly an ancient Salary or Fee belonging to

The Uſher receives ſeveral ſmall 
Half Yearly Fees or Payments, on different Accounts, enumerated in 
the Return, and amounting in the Year to Forty Pounds Seventeen 
Shillings and Eight Pence; but his principal Advantage is the Profit he 
makes, by ſupplying the Treaſury and Exchequer with Stationary and 
Turnery Ware, and ſeveral other Articles, and the Exchequer with 
Coals, and by employing the Workmen who do the Repairs of the 
Exchequer and the Inſide of the Treaſury. There is an ancient Table

One of the Paymaſters, we obtained the Information following: 
This Office is executed by Three Paymaſters, a Controller, an Ac- 
countant, a Caſhier, and Two Clerks ; to which are added, a Houſe- 
keeper and Meſſenger, and occaſional Aſſiſtant Clerks. The Paymaſters, 
the Controller, and the Houſekeeper, are appointed by the Com- 
miſſioners of the Treaſury, by Conſtitution, during Pleaſure: the reft 
of the Officers are appointed by the Paymaſters themlelves. This 
Office is diſtinguiſhed from the reſt, in that the Officers, as well as 
Clerks, are all paid by Salaries only. No Fee or Gratuity whatever is 
taken by any of them, except a ſmall annual Fee of Two Pounds 
Seven Shillings, allowed the Accountant for making up his Year's Ac- 
count. Each Paymaſter has an annual Salary of Two hundred Eighty- 
three Pounds Six Shillings and Eight Pence, which has not varied 
ſince the Year 1730: He pays for himſelf and Clerks Thirty-four 
Pounds Three Shillings and Four Pence for Taxes ; which reduced it 
to Two hundred Forty-nine Pounds Three Shillings and Four Pence. £ gs 34 
The Controller's Salary is Three hundred and Fifty Pounds a Vear; 
reduced, by the Payment of Forty-one Pounds Ten Shillings for Taxes, 
to Three hundred and Eight Pounds Ten Shillings. The Salaries of J 308 : 10 
the reſt are paid clear of Deductions, as ſtated in the Return: All of 
'them together amount to One thouſand Six hundred and Twenty L 1,620 
Pounds; which is paid out of Public Funds. 
From the Account of the contingent Expences of this Office, they No 65. 
were One hundred Sixty-nine Pounds Seventeen Shillings and Seven 
Pence, paid alſo by the Public; ſo that the groſo Expence of this Office N* 66.

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That the total Amount of the Expences attending the receiving and 


iſſuing of the Public Money at the Receipt of his Majeſty's Exchequer 


may appear at one View; we have ſubjoined in the Appendix an Ac- 


count of the Totals of the Groſs and Nett Receipt by the Othcers and 


Clerks in each of theſe Branches of the Exchequer, with the Deductions 
paid thereout during the Year 1780: From whence it appears, that the 
groſs Sum received by all of them, in Salaries, Fees, and Gratuities, 
was Eighty-two thouſand Five hundred and Nineteen Pounds ern 
Shillings and Six Pence Ihree Farthings; and the Nett Sum Seventy- 
five thouſand Eight hundred Sixty-three Pounds Nineteen Shillings 


and Three Pence Farthing : That Fifty- one thouſand Seven hundred 


Fifty-one Pounds Eighteen Shillings and Five Pence Farthing was paid 
by the Public; Eight thouſand and Eight Pounds and Five Pence Half 
penny, out of the Civil Liſt; Twenty-two thouſand Nine hundred 
Twenty-nine Pounds Fifteen Shillings and Three Pence, by Individuals;

Such is the State of the Salaries, Fees, and Ces p and ſuch the 


Authority under which they are paid and received in theſe Offices: 
But the Ack enjoins us a ſtill farther Duty; it commands us “ to re- 
port ſuch Regulations, as, in our Judgment, ſhall appear expedient 


© to be eſtabliſhed, in order that the Duties, Taxes, and Monies, 
« oranted, received, and appropriated for the Public Service of this 
_ Kingdom, may hereafter be received and iſſued in the Manner the 
« moſt beneficial and advantageous to the Public.“ 7 

Regulations to this End have, in the Progreſs of this Inquiry, offered 
themſelves to our Judgment; Regulations tending to introduce that 
Syſtem of ſtrict Oeconomy in the Adminiſtration of the Public Revenue, 
which the Legiſlature has by the Act determined to be neceſſary. By 
ſtrict Oeconomy, we apprehend, 1s not meant ſuch as either derogates 
from the Honour and Dignity of the Crown, or abridges the Servant 
of the Public of the due Reward of his Induſtry and Abilities ; we 
mean an Oeconomy that ſteers between extreme Parſimony on the one 
Hand, and Profuſion on the other ; that is conſiſtent with Juſtice, as 


well as Prudence; that gives to all their full Due, and to none more; 


that ſupports every uſeful and neceſlary Eſtabliſhment, but cuts off and 
reduces 


— Z 
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reduces every ſuperfluous and redundant Expence. Some Regulations, 
built upon the Principle of Oeconomy thus defined, have for their 
Objects, the Offices, the Officers and their Emoluments. 

An Office of the higheſt Antiquity, that has ſubſiſted for Ages under 
its preſent Form ; that has the Receipt and Cuſtody of the Public Trea- 
ſure, upon the due Adminiſtration of which depends the national Credit 
and Safety of the Realm ; an Office of ſuch a Deſcription 1s entitled to 
the utmoſt Reſpect, and Alterations in its Eſtabliſhment ſhould be well 


in the Manners, Cuſtoms, and, above all, in the Finances of this 
Nation, fince the Origin of this Office, together with peculiar Circum- 
ſtances of the Times, may render Regulations neceſſary, we have judged 
it a Part of our Duty to examine into the Receipt of the Exchequer, 
with a View to an oeconomical Reform. 

The Office of the Chamberlains of the Exchequer, however important

The Teller is obliged, as ſoon as he receives Money, to tranſmit the 
Bill by which he charges himſelf with that Receipt, through the Pipe 
into the Tally Court; where the following Officers attend: 1ſt, The 
Tally Writer ; who is the Officer of the Auditor, and takes an Account 
of the Sum, and writes it on both Sides of the Tally delivered to him, 
| with the Sum cut upon it in Notches by the Tally Cutter. 
2dly, The Clerk of the Introitus; who is the Officer of the Pells, 
and records the Receipt: And, 3dly, The Two Deputy Chamberlains 
on the Receipt Side; who ſplit the Tally, examine and compare the 
Two Parts with each other, and with the Entry made by the Clerk of 
the Introitus. The Tally is delivered to the Accountant ; the Foil is 
delivered to, and kept by, the Deputy Chamberlains on the Court Side, 
until the Accountant, being about to paſs his Accounts, brings to them 
the Account of his Payments into the Exchequer, with the Tallies : 
Theſe Chamberlains examine the Account, join the Tallies with the

and joined, deliver back his Account to the Accountant, keep the Foil 
in the Office, and ſend the Tally to the Clerk of the Pipe. In this 


Operation Nine Perſons are concerned. 
It is undoubtedly true, that the Public Revenue cannot be too ſafely 


guarded againſt Fraud of every Kind; but if a Mode of Receipt can be 


ſubſtituted, ſimilar to what is practiſed in other Offices, equally ſecure, 
and at but little Expence ; ſuch a Mode demands Attention. 

If, inſtead of the Tally Court, the Clerks of the Auditor, and of the 
Pells, were to attend the Office of the Tellers, as the Bank Clerk does 


now, and take an Account of the Sums, as they are received ; if an in- 


dented Check Receipt of each Sum was made out, compared with the 
Entries, and marked with an Intratur by the one Officer, and a Re- 
cordatur by the other ; if this Receipt was produced with the Account, 


before it is paſſed and examined with the Counterfoil, and the Account 


compared with the Entries in the Office, either of the Auditor, or the 
Pells, and the Truth of it certified by that Officer ; a Check thus fenced, 
ſeems to be as effectually ſecured againſt Forgery as the Tally, is a 
Mode more ſimple, and can be tranſacted by a ſingle Clerk. Nor is 
this Check unknown in the Exchequer ; the Bills that are iſſued every 


Year, to a great Amount, both in Number and Value, are guarded by 


the Check Indenture and Counterfoil. 

'The other Buſineſs of this Office may, without Injury to the Public, 
be eaſily transferred elſewhere : The Cuſtody of One of the Keys to 
the Teller's Cheſts, the Number of which ought not to be diminiſhed, 
may be committed to the Auditor; and the Cuſtody of the Standard 
Weights and Meaſures, and of the Standard Pieces of Gold and Silver, 
cauling little Trouble, and that but ſeldom, to any other Office in the 
Exchequer. 

Seeing, therefore, no Utility accruing to the Public from the Office 
of the Chamberlains, beyond the Labour of a ſingle Clerk, but, on the 
contrary, a conſiderable Charge incurred annually, in ſupporting Two 
Chamberlains, and a Tally Cutter, Three Sinecures, at the Expence, in 
the Year 1780, of One thouſand Four hundred and Twelve Pounds 
Two Shillings and Ten Pence ; and the whole Office at the Expence of

The chief, if not the only, preſent Duty of the Uſher, is to ſupply 
the Treaſury and Exchequer with Stationary and Turnery Ware, and a 
Variety of other Articles, and the Exchequer with Coals, and to pro- 


vide Workmen for certain Repairs; he is, as it were, a Factor to theſe 


Offices for particular Neceſſaries; on all which he has a Profit. The 
Amount of the Four Liberates, which contained all the Articles pro- 
vided by him, with the Bills for Repairs in the Year 1780, was Four- 
teen thouſand Four hundred and Forty Pounds Three Shillings and Six 
Pence; out of which the Profits to the Uſher were Five thouſand Two 
hundred Fifty-two Pounds Eight Shillings and Four Pence : So that, 
ſuppoſing all theſe Articles could have been purchaſed, . and the Repairs 


done, as cheap without the Intervention of the Uſher (and no Reaſon

hundred and Forty Pounds Three Shillings and Six Pence for what

As whatever is wanted for Public Uſe ſhould be purchaſed at the Firſt 
Hand, and at as cheap a Rate as may be, we think it neceſſary for the 
Public Intereſt that the Othce of the Uſher of the Exchequer ſhould be 
diſcontinued, as expenſive and unneceſlary ; and that every principal 
Officer ſhould procure all Articles requiſite for his own Department, and 
for that Purpole be paid by the Public an annual Allowance proportioned 
to the Wants of his Office; a Method now practiſed in the Paymaſter 
General's, and in various other Offices. | 5 

The Teller's is One Office, at the Head of which are placed Four 
Officers, independent of each other, each preſiding over his own diſtinct 
Diviſion, but none of them contributing to the Execution of any Part 
of the Buſineſs. It is expedient, that in an Office of this Importance, 
ſome Perſon of Rank and Reſponſibility ſhould preſide, to ſuperintend, 
direct, and control the Execution, with an Appointment adequate to 
his Conſequence and Station in the official Scale, leaving to ſubordinate 


P 2 Othcers 
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and expenſive Office, we are led neceſſarily to conclude, that as the Public 
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Officers and Miniſters the laborious Detail of the Execution ; but no 
Advantage is derived to the Public from placing Four inoperative Off- 
cers at the Head of this One Office. 

Judging then, as we muſt do, ſolely by the Rule of Public  Frugality, 
and ſuppoſing the Nation to ſtand in need of every practicable Re- 
trenchment, and conſequently to require the Reduction of every uſeleſs 


Service receives no Aſſiſtance or Advantage from the Labours of the 
Tellers, and the Public Treaſure will find a conſiderable Increaſe from 
their Emoluments, the Public Intereſt requires their Number ſhould be 


Whatever Reaſons there may be for continuing theſe, and other 
Offices mentioned above ; whether drawn from Policy or Expedience; 
as a Reſource for the Reward of Services, in Preference to Penſions ; 
or from Juſtice, for continuing them during the Lives of the preſent 
Poſſeſſors only, in Favour of the Rights of private Property; or whe- 
ther it would be proper to change them again from Offices for Life to 
Offices during Pleaſure ; all theſe are Topicks not within the Limits of 
our Commiſſion, but for the Diſcuſſion of the Legiſlature ; whoſe Deli- 
berations comprehend Arguments drawn from every Source.—But, in 
whatever Shape they may be permitted to continue, every Reaſon of 
Prudence demands the Reduction of their Emoluments, from an Exceſs 
to a reaſonable limited Standard. 

There are likewiſe in this Office of the Tellers Four Officers, under 
the Denomination of Second Clerks, who are merely nominal, without 
Attendance, without Buſineſs, Care, or Trouble; but they have Fees, 
and to no inconſiderable Amount: In the Year 1780, the Total of 
them was Five thouſand Five hundred and Eighteen Pounds Eight Shil- 
lings and Four Pence, and were either paid to, or to the Uſe of the 
Perſons named to theſe Offices, or increaſed the Profits of the Tellers 
themſelves. Whatever Pretenſions a ſuperior Officer may have to an 
Exemption from Duty and Service, a Sinecure is repugnant to the Idea 
of the Condition of a Clerk in Office, and therefore we are of Opinion, 
that common Senſe requires the Suppreſſion of the Obers of the Second 
Clerks to the Tellers.

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We have ranged the Emoluments of theſe Offices, under the Heads 
of Salaries, Fees, and Gratuities. From our Examination into the 
State of the Salaries, many of them appear to be made up of a Variety, 
and ſometimes of very ſmall Payments, ariſing out of different Funds; 
of the inferior Clerks, ſeveral pay over, either the Whole, or Portions 
of their Salaries, or Fees, to increaſe the Profits of other Clerks; all 
which is contrary to that Simplicity and Regularity that ought to be 
obſerved in every Office, and may be eaſily corrected by a Regulation 
we ſhall hereafter propoſe. | s | 

The Fees are either Sums paid for tranſacting particular Kinds of 
official Buſineſs, or a Poundage: The Firſt Sort of Fees fall, in many 
Caſes, very heavy upon Individuals; in ſome Caſes they fall upon the 
Public: It would be much for the Benefit of both, as well as for the 
Honour of Government, that all Perſons employed in the Public Ser- 
vice, and who muſt of Neceſſity have recourſe to Offices for Inſtruc- 
tions, Inſtruments, and other official Buſineſs eſſential to the Execution 
of their Employments, ſhould be furniſhed with all neceſſary Mate- 


ward: The Regulation hereinafter ſuggeſted will, if adopted, be 
attended with this good Effect. = : 
The Poundage is the moſt fruitful Source of Fees to moſt of the ſupe- 
rior, and to ſome of the inferior Officers ; it is a Payment, after ſome 
certain Rate in the Pound, upon the Sum received, or iſſued, or con- 
tained in ſome official Inſtrument made out in the Office and delivered 
to the Perſon applying. 

In ancient Times, when the Tranſaction was an actual Delivery 
of Money, and that Money conſiſted of Coin of various Denominations 
and Value, and poſſibly clipt, or of doubtful Weight, the Trouble and 
Attention of the Perſon employed in the Receipt or Payment increaſed 
with the Sum; and therefore the Poundage was a Mode of Reward that 


Tranſactions are carried on, not by the Medium of Caſh, not by the 
Tale or Weight of current Coin, but by the Subſtitution of Paper, by 
Caſh Notes, Drafts, or Bills to any Amount; ſince the clear and con- 
cile Method of the Debtor and Creditor Account has been ſo univerſally

inconſiderable to be eſtimated. The Examination of Mr. Cooper, who 
attends daily at the Exchequer, on the Part of the Bank, ſhews us with 
what Eaſe, Perſpicuity, and Exactneſs, the various and moſt extenſive 
Receipts and Payments of the Public Revenue are tranſacted there, by 


ceipt, and ſeveral of the greater Accountants, keep their Caſh : The 
Tranſactions there, of each Day, are carried on, not in Coin told or 


the bare Entries of the Sums received and paid; and that Account be- 
ing made up when the Tranſactions of the Day are finiſhed, the Ba- 
lance only is either taken out of, or depoſited in, the Teller's Cheſts, 
in Exchequer Bills, or labelled Bags of Caſh, according as that Balance 
turns out in Favour of, or againſt, the Bank. 

Beſides this Facility in conducting Money Tranſactions, a Courſe of 
Years has introduced, and very rapidly within theſe few Years, another 
Alteration, moſt ſenſibly felt in this Payment by Poundage. In its firſt 


cer; but in theſe later Times, the Neceſſities of the State have required 


one Million Eight hundred Twenty-one thouſand One hundred Ninety- 
five Pounds; the Iſſue, Thirty Million Three hundred Eighty-four 
thouſand Eight hundred thirty-eight Pounds: On near Sixteen Million, 
was a Poundage paid to different Branches of that Office, amounting, MR 
as much of it as we could extract from the Returns, and which is not 
the Whole, to Sixty-two thouſand Two hundred Twenty-five Pounds; 
of which much the greateſt Part was paid to Officers for tranſacting 
either very little, or no Buſineſs at all. The Total of the Emoluments 
accruing in that Year to the ineffective Officers of the Exchequer, 
amounted to Forty-five thouſand 'Three hundred and Thirty-two 
Pounds. 

But the Exceſs of this Poundage reaches beyond the ſuperior Claſs; 
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ment, to a Sum nearly equal to what ſupported an entire Office of equal 
Expenditure for the whole Year. The Nett actual Receipt of the Caſhier 


alone, in the Pay Office of the Army, was Seven thouſand One hundred 
Seventy-five Pounds Nineteen Shillings and Six Pence : The Nett Re- 
ceipt of the whole Pay Office of the Navy, was Seven thouſand Nine 
hundred Thirty-eight Pounds; and it would have been inferior to that 
of the Caſhier, had he at the Time of his Examination received the 
Whole of his Income for that Year. 

Since then, on the one Hand, the Improvements of the Age have 
taken away the Foundation upon which this Species of Reward was 
built, it is but reaſonable the Superſtructure ſhould fall with it; and,

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on the other Hand, the Exigencies of the Age having converted what 


was deſigned to be the Reward of Induſtry, into the Means of render- 


ing ſome Offices lucrative to Exceſs, and of ſupporting others that are 


uſeleſs to tlie Public, the Subject has a Right to be relieved of that Bur- 


then; and therefore we are of Opinion, that all Poundage Fees, o 0 
every Kind ſoever, ſhould be ſuppreſſed and totally aboliſhed : And of 


this Opinion was the Privy Council ; who, by their Order in the Year 


1695, above alluded to, ſhewed their Senſe of a Poundage, by direct-

Forces in Gratuities : The Public Voice unites with that of Individuals,

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But there is One other Sort of Gratuity, that requires particular Ob- 
ſervation; that is, what is paid to the Officers and Clerks in the Pay 
Office of the Navy and Army, for carrying on and making up the Ac- 
counts of the Treaſurer and Paymaſter General after their Reſignation, 
It ſhould ſeem, that in every Office of Accounts, the balancing the 
Books every Year, and as ſoon as poſſible after the Expiration of that 
Year, is a Duty incumbent upon the Perſons employed in that Office; 
or Difficulty, Confuſion, and Ignorance of the real State of their Ac- 
counts, muſt enſue ; it is an eſſential Part of their conſtant yearly Buſi- 
neſs, for which their annual Stipends are or ſhould be an adequate 
Reward; and the preſiding Officer is bound to ſee that this Buſineſs is 


done: But in theſe Two Offices a different Syſtem has prevailed : Dur- 


ing the Time the Treaſurer or Paymaſter General has continued in 
Office, not One of his Year's Accounts has been ever made up; and it 
has been the Intereſt of the Officers not to make them up ; if they had, 
it muſt have been conſidered as Part of their official Buſineſs, and paid 
for by their yearly Emoluments; but, by delaying it for Ten or Fifteen 
Nenn they crave, on the Ground of Cuſtom, and obtain of the Trea- 
ſury, a ſpecial Allowance for this Buſineſs, as for extra Service they 
were not bound to perform. The final Accounts of Lord Hollaud, 
ending in June 1765, are at length near being cloſed; and the Treaſury 


Allowance for making them up has been craved and allowed: This 


recent Tranſaction, completed ſince the iſſuing our Precept for an Ac- 
count of theſe Allowances, conſiſts of the Memorial to the Treaſury by 
the acting Executor of Lord Holland; the Diſtribution of Eleven thou- 
ſand Three hundred and Twenty Pounds amongſt the Officers, and the 
Sum of Three thouſand Six hundred Sixty-five Pounds Ten Shillings 
and Six Pence for incidental Charges, craved by the Memorial; and 
His Majeſty's Warrant authorizing theſe Allowances.

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The Memorial ſtates © theſe Accounts to be intricate and voluminous,

e pence to the Public for additional Aſſiſtance or Allowance.” If they 

have been made up in the Courſe of theſe laſt Years, the Load of an- 

nual current Buſineſs in this Office, during the Time of Lord Holland, 

could have been no Impediment to their being made up at that Time, 

or ſoon after his Reſignation, and with much greater Eaſe, whillt the 

Tranſactions were recent and freſh in their Memories.

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Having thus ſtated the Miſchiefs attending the prefent Eſtabliſhment, 


multifarious Emoluments, by which theſe Offices are now ſupported, it 
remains for us to propoſe ſuch a Regulation as appears beſt calculated 
to avoid the like Miſchiefs, and moſt beneficial to the Public Service. 

We are of Opinion, that in the Place of all theſe Salaries, Fees, and 


to the Officer by the Public Quarterly, and free of all DeduCtions ; this 
Salary ſhould be an ample Compenſation for the Service required ; and 
the Quantum eſtimated by the various Qualifications and Circumſtances 15

By this Regulation, the Officer will know his Income, the Public 
will know their Expence; and Uniformity and Equality will be intro- 
duced in the Proviſions for Officers of equal Rank and Station in ſimilar 
Offices. The Induſtry of ſome Perſons requires the Spur of Profits 
continually flowing in, or the Hopes of Increaſe ; others prefer the 
Certainty of a known, ſure Income, paid at ftated Times: No Ar- 
rangement can ſuit the Diſpoſitions or Occaſions of all Men; but Time 
and Uſage will ſoon reconcile One reaſonable Rule, extended through 
theſe Departments of Government. 

Notwithſtanding this Regulation throws upon the Public the whole 
Expence of theſe Offices, which are at preſent ſupported in Part by 


than the Sum it now coſts the Public; for that Sum is ſo great, as to 
afford every liberal Salary, and yet leave no inconſiderable Saving: 
Not that this is the only Saving propoſed by the Regulation ; the Public 
at preſent bear a much greater Share of the Burthen than is obvious at 
the firſt View: Beſides Fees and Gratuities paid by Public Offices, and 
refunded to them out of Public Money, many Payments, though made 
by Individuals, are charged by them ultimately to the Account of the 
Public. For Inſtance, the Contractor, when he calculates the Terms 
upon which he may ſafely engage with Government, muſt eſtimate 
every Article of Profit and Loſs, conſequential to his Bargain ; to the 
Account of the latter, he places all his Charges, and amongſt them, the 
long Catalogue of Fees, certain and uncertain ; the firſt he knows, the 


laſt 
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laſt he will calculate not to his own Diſadvantage ; and if, by them, he 
can procure Credit, or Preference, or Expedition, he will charge them 
to Government at their full Price: If this Head of various Expences 
was blotted out of his Column of Charges, by ſo much would the 
Terms of his Contract be more favourable to the Public. 
But, beſides this, ſo very various and extenſive are the Operations of 
Government, that the Number of Perſons employed in their Service 
conſtitute a very conſiderable Body of the People; and their Relief is 
a Public Concern. If, by diſcharging an Office, at preſent paid by a 
Salary from thoſe Fees and DeduCtions to which it is now ſubject, that 
Salary ſhould become greater than the Office ought in Reaſon to have 
annexed to it, it may eaſily be regulated and reduced to its proper 
Standard. e 
We have ſaid, the Salary ſhould be paid free of all Deductions; 
that is, as far as is conſiſtent with the Laws in being. The Salaries 
and Fees of Office are at preſent ſubject, by Three Acts of Parliament, 
to the Land Tax, the Sixpenny, and the One Shilling Duties; whoever 
takes a View of the above State of the official Profits, will not wonder 
they ſhould be deemed by the Legiſlature a fit Subject of Taxation; 
and, under the Syſtem then in Uſe, no other Mode of Taxation could 
well be contrived but that adopted in thoſe Acts, though attended with 
Inequality, and, in many Cafes, with Hardſhip: had One known 
Salary been at that Time the Pay of Office, and the Neceſſities of the 
| State required the Aid of every Subject, in Proportion to his Faculties, 
WE it is poſſible a Diminution of the Salary, before it iſſued, might have 
| appeared a more eligible, more equal, and leſs expenſive Mode of 
Taxation, than paying it intire out of the Exchequer, and then bring- 
ing back again a Part of it, delayed and defalcated by a Variety of De- 
ductions in its Circuit; bat, as it is, the Sums at preſent aſſeſſed upon 
theſe Offices muſt continue to be paid ; becauſe, otherwiſe, in the Land 
Tax, it will occaſion a Deficiency in the Sum to be raiſed by that Di- 
viſion in which the Office is aſſeſſed; and in the other Duties, it will 
diminiſh the Funds created by thoſe Acts, and conſequently, the Se- 
curity of .the Creditors upon thoſe Funds. The Land Tax and Duties 
are now paid by the Officers, at ſtated Times, to the Collectors and 
Receivers: If the Mode of Payment by a clear Salary is adopted, the 
Total Sum, now aſſeſſed upon all the Officers in One Office, may ſtill 
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continue to be paid as One Sum, in like Manner, out of the ſame 
Fund with the Salaries themſelves. 

We have ſaid, the Salaries ſhould be annexed to the Office; it 1 
to be a full and competent Recompence for the e and no 


more; the Whole of it ought to be paid to the Perſon who executes, 


independent of the Officer who preſides, but who ſhould ſtill retain the 
fame Power of Appointment, and the ſame Control, that he now ex- 
erciſes over the inferior Officer. Where the Profits exceed what the 
Officer is in Reaſon entitled to, the Overplus ſhould be aboliſhed, and 
the Public reap the Benefit, not a Perſon who earns no Part of it. 

In the Pay Office of the Army, ſome of the Offices of the Deputy 
Paymaſters Abroad are Sinecures: Though Deputies themſelves, they 
execute theſe Offices by their Deputies ; being themſelves engaged in 
very different Employments under Government. 

Inſtances are not wanting, in all theſe Offices, to warrant this Re- 
gulation of Payment by a Salary : The Treaſurer of the Navy, and his 
Paymaſter, the Paymaſter General of the Forces, the Paymaſters of 


Exchequer Bills, and their Officers, are all paid by Salaries only; and . 


why the ſame Rule may not be extended to the reſt, no ſufficient 
Reaſon has hitherto occurred to us. It might ſeem too ſanguine, to 


ſuggeſt how far this Rule may be applied to other Offices, without a 


previous Examination into their peculiar Circumſtances ; and yet the 
Advantage it holds out to the Public, its Simplicity, and Aptitude 
to be accommodated to all Offices, however diſtinguiſhed, afford 
great Reaſon to believe it may be applied to every e of 
Government. 


The Principle of Oeconomy, by which we have how guided, has led 
us to the Conclutions we have formed, and the Regulations we have 
ſubmitted to the Wiſdom of Parliament; Concluſions ſtrictly deduced 
from that Principle; and Regulations made neceſſary by the prefling 
Exigencies of the Times,

| pleted the Inquiries we were then purſuing. Thoſe Inquiries being 


finiſhed, we have, in Obedience to the Intention of the Legiſlature, 


thus ſignified to us, directed our Attention to the Accounts of the Ex- 
| traordinary Services incurred and not provided for by Parliament, which 


have been laid before the Houſe of Commons fince the 1ſt of Fa- 
| nuary 1776. | 


In this wide Field, where the Objects are ſo numerous, ſo various, 


and ſo complicated, we have, in our Choice of the Subject, been at- 
tentive to the Publie Voice, as far as we have been able to collect it, and 
have ſelected for our Inquiry, as much ſuſpected of Abuſe, that Part 
of the Public Money granted for the Extraor dinary Services of the 
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Army, which has been expended in North America; endeavouring to 
trace it from its Iſſue out of the Exchequer to the final Diſpoſition of 
it in that Country, with a View to diſcover whether any Part of it has 
been, and by what Means, intercepted in its Paſſage or diverted in its 
Application. 

We entered upon this Inquiry ſenſible of many obvious and diſcou- 
raging Difficulties in our Way. This Money is expended in a diſtant 
Country : The Evidence of the material Circumſtances of every Tranſ- 
action of Expenditure is in that Country; except where, in a few In- 
ſtances, we have had it in our Power to apply to an Accountant himſelf, 
who has either paſſed his Accounts in the Office of the Auditors of the 
Impreſt, or brought in his Hand his Vouchers, fair and regular upon the 
Face of them. By what Means then are we to detect (if ſuch there 
has been) Peculation, Fraud, or Miſapplication ? | 

We admit no Charge againſt Perſons Abroad, who have no Oppor- 
tunity of being heard in their own Defence ; Hy we are cautious that 
our Examination does not lead to Self-accuſation. Thus deſtitute of 
the proper Evidence, and with ſo. unpromiſing a Proſpect before us, we 
tet out in fearch of ſuch Materials as we could find, and as the Nature 
and Circumſtances of the Subject would afford. 

We extracted from the Journals, and from the Accounts preſented 
to the Houſe of .Commons, the Sums granted for the Extraordinary 
Services of the Army every Year, from the 1ſt of Fanuary 1776 to 
the ziſt of December laſt ; the Total of theſe Sums is Nineteen Millions 
Five hundred and Two, thouſand Nine hundred Sixty- nine Pounds 
Two Shillings and Eight Pence. | 

We tained; by Requiſition, from the Office of the Paymaſter 
General of the Forces, an Account of the Money iſſued to Melrs. 
Horley and Drummond, purſuant to His Majeſty's Warrants, for the 
Extraordinary Services of His Majeſty's Forces ſerving in Mort! 
America during the fame Period. This Sum amounts to Ten Millions 
Eighty-three thouſand Eight hundred Sixty-three Pounds Two Shilling 
and Six Pence. 

We proceeded, in the next Place, to inquire by what Means this 
Money paſſed to North America : Of this we received Information from 
Thomas Neale Eſquire, the Agent in London to Meſſrs. Harley and 


Drummond, 
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Drummond, who are engaged in a Contract with Government to make 
theſe Remittances for a Commiſſion of One and a Half per Cent. clear 
of all Fees of Office and Expence of Tranſportation. All this Money 
paſſes from the Exchequer, through the Hands of the Paymaſter Ge- 
neral of the Forces, to the Remitters, and from them to their Agents 
in North America; who pay it to the Deputy Paymaſter General ot 
the Forces, reſiding in that Country. It paſſes from the Exchequer to 
the Remitters in the following Manner: 
When tlie Commander in Chief in North America ſends to the Agents 
a Requiſition, ſpecifying a certain Sum to be wanted for the Extra- 
ordinary Services of the Army for the enſuing Quarter, the Agents, in 
conſequence of this Requiſition, draw Bills upon the Remitters, and 
tranſmit to them the Requiſition, with a Liſt of the Bills annexed ; 
upon the Receipt of which, the Remitters apply by Memorial to the 
Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury for Money to extinguiſh thoſe 
Bills, and receive from them a Warrant upon the Paymaſter General of 
the Forces for the Payment of a Sum upon Account, for the Uſe of 
His Majeſty's Forces in North America : This Warrant being ſatisfied 
buy the Iſſue from the Exchequer to the Paymaſter General, in conſe- 
1 gquence of a Treaſury Letter and Order of the Auditor, the Paymaſter 
5 General gives to the Remitters his Draft for it upon the Bank. If the 
Commander in Chief makes no Requiſition, the Agents themſelves ſend 
to the Remitters an Account of what Money will be wanted, and they 
apply for it to the Treaſury, and receive it in like Manner from the 
Paymaſter General of the Forces. . =} 
There are Two Ways by which this Money goes from the Remitters 
into the Hands of their Agents: The one is by Bills thus drawn by 
them upon the Remitters ; which Bills they receive the Value for there, 
and the Remitters diſcharge when preſented to them in London: The 
other is by ſending out to them actual Caſh ; this is done according to 
ſpecial Directions given for that Purpoſe by the Lords of the Treaſury 
to the Remitters, whenever it becomes neceſſary to ſupport the Ex-

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Supefintendants, Agents, Inſpectors, Conductcors, Clerks, and other 


Officers under them, who are the acting Perſons entruſted with the 
Conduct of different Parts of the Tranſaction, and upon whoſe Know- 
ledge and Fidelity they rely for the due Execution of that Truſt. Some 
of theſe inferior Officers make the Bargains, ſome attend to and certify 
the Execution, others are employed in the Payments, and take the 
Receipts: Each Department has its Office where the Payments are 


made. The Perſon who receives, muſt be either the Perſon himſelf 


who is entitled, or his Aſſignee or Agent; and he muſt produce an 
Order, Ticket, or Certificate of the proper Officer, either directing the 
Payment, or authenticating the material Circumſtances of the Purchaſe, 
or Service. The Receipts are generally taken in the Name of the 
Principal, whoever the Officer may be that pays them; becauſe, the 
Warrants of the Commander in Chief being made payable to the 
Principal, he, by receiving the Sums, becomes the only Perſon ac- 


countable; and he cannot diſcharge himſelf but by Vouchers, which bY 3 
upon the Face of them appear to be for Payments made by him: Bult 
there are Inſtances, where the Auditors of the Impreſt have, in par- 
ticular Caſes, allowed Receipts, taken in the Name of the Deputy, to

The Payments are, for the moſt Part, made in Dollars, at Four 
Shillings and Eight Pence each Sterling, but computed in New Vor

The Sums we ſhall have Occaſion to mention hereafter are all in Ster- 
ling. 

The Price paid for the Purchaſe of the Articles wanted varied accord-

It was not practicable for us to examine into the Circumſtances at- 


tending the Purchaſe of the Stores, Materials, and Variety of Articles, 
uſed in the ſeveral Departments: We could form no Judgment of the 
Neceſſity there was for procuring them, or of the Value, or of the Price; 
the Means of Information were not within our Reach ; and therefore we

Much the greateſt Number of the Waggons, Hordes, and Drivers, 
employed in the Service of the Army, were procured by the Quarter 
Maſter General. The Commander in Chief ordered the Eſtabliſhment, 
that is, the Number which he judged to be neceſſary for the Occaſions 
of the Army, and in what Proportion they ſhould be diſtributed amongſt 
the ſeveral Corps, and for the different Services. This Eſtabliſhment 
was permanent, and kept conſtantly, as far as it could be, complete, 
The Quarter Maſter General made a Return of them every Quarter to 
the Commander in Chief; which Return was called the Diſtribution, 
and contained an Account of all the Waggons, Horſes, and Drivers at 
that Time under his Direction, and in what Service employed : For all 
' theſe he was reſponſible, and paid the Hire and contingent Expences. 
The other Departments had likewiſe Waggons, Horſes, and Drivers in 
their Service; which were procured by themſelves, and paid by their 
reſpective principal Officers. All theſe Departments had Artificers and 
Labourers, procured by the Overſeers in the ſeveral Branches, hired by 
the Day, and paid in each reſpective Office.

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The Receipts given for theſe Services were of Two Kinds; either 
ſeparate Receipts, given by Individuals in the common Form; or One 
Receipt, prefixed to a Liſt comprehending the Signatures of many Per- 
ſons: Of the latter Kind, One uniform Mode was adopted in all theſe 
Offices; Two Specimens of which, the one taken from the Inſtance of 
Waggons, Horſes, and Drivers, and the other from that of Labourers, 
in the Office of the Quarter Maſter General, are inſerted in the Appen- 
dix. The Firſt Column contains the Names of the Perſons entitled, or 
ſuppoſed to be entitled; the Sum he is entitled to receive is wrote in the 
laſt Column but one; and in the laſt are the Signatures of the ſame 
Perſons, wrote or made either by themſelves or by Perſons deputed by 
them. | 

In purſuing this Inquiry into the Methods and Forms by which this 
Expenditure has been carried on, we have had in view Two principal 


Objects; one is, to diſcover whether any Fraud has in Fact been com- 
mitted upon the Public in the Courſe of theſe Money Tranſactions; the. 


other is, to obſerve whether the Public has been ſufficiently guarded 


againſt Fraud and Impoſition, in the Modes adopted for carrying on this 


Expenditure. 1 | 

Could a ſingle Inſtance of Fraud be diſcovered in any of the Accounts 
of theſe Officers, ſuch a Diſcovery would ſo corrupt and vitiate that 
Account, as to ſubject the Whole of it to a Reviſion and Unravel- 
ment, though adjuſted and paſſed with all the Solemnities of the Ex- 
chequer. 15 e 7 
| Theſe Accountants are charged with all the Sums they have received 
of the Paymaſter General of the Forces, by the Warrants of the Com- 
mander in Chief. They cannot diſcharge themſelves, but by the Re- 
ceipts of the Perſons to whom they or their Officers have paid theſe 
Sums. The Receipts are fair upon the Face of them; each contains all 
the Eſſentials of a true Voucher; a Date, the Subject Matter, the Sum 
paid, the Perſon of whom received, and the Perſon receiving. If the 
Tranſaction has not been a fair one, and Government has been defrauded 
of any Part of the Money, the Voucher, which is the Evidence of that 
TranſaQtion, muſt, in ſome Part of it, be falſe or fraudulent : To diſ- 
cover whether it be ſo or not, the Perſon, who appears to have ſigned 
it, is always a material, and, in ſome Caſes, the only Witneſs, who. 
8 can 
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can tell whether the Sum ſpecified in the Receipt to have been received, 
was in Fact the Sum bona fide paid; but Perſons under this Deſcription 
are not amenable to us, fitting in this Kingdom; they are in North 
America. Numberleſs, and in a Variety of Ways, may have been the 
Frauds and Impoſitions committed upon Government, without the 
Knowledge even of the Officer who paſſes the Accounts, being himſelf 
not privy to the Payments, but relying, for the Truth of the Voucher 
he produces in his ors wm the Integrity and Fidelity of his 
inferior Officers. 

Rumours of Impoſition, and of much Wealth acquired during a ſhort 
Service upon ſlender Appointments, may create a Suſpicion of ſome 
concealed Management, and be a Ground for Inquiry by proper Au— 
thority ; but they are not Proofs upon which can be ſupported, againk 
any Perſon whatever, the heavy Charge of defrauding the Public. 1 
Having therefore no Hopes of purſuing this Subject with Effect, ve 
turned our Attention to the Second Object we propoſed ; that is, tb 
thoſe Openings for Fraud, and that Poſſibility of Abuſe, which the RE 
Modes of conducting theſe Money Tranſactions have left without Fence RT 
or Guard: And we are of Opinion that the Public have not been ſuff-

It is a Branch of the Buſineſs of the Quarter Maſter General to pro-

Motion; and, when there is Occaſion to tranſport them, or to ſupply | 
60 their Wants by Water, the Superintendant furniſhes them with Veſlels, | 
. and whatever is neceſſary for Carriage by Water. It is the Duty of | 
. theſe Officers to make the Contracts for the Articles, and to ſee thoſe

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We do not mean to ſuggeſt theſe as Impoſitions, that have all been 
actually committed upon the Public, but as Conſequences that will fol- 
low, whenever the Temptation is powerful enough to overcome the 
Senſe of Duty, and where the Opportunities of yielding to the Temp. 
tation are ſo frequent and ſo obvious. 

As theſe Officers would hardly have engaged in Buſineſs of this 
Kind without the Expectation at leaſt of ſome Advantage (for they had 
no additional Pay for being employed in the Expenditure), we were led 
to inquire into the Expence incurred by the Public for this Article of 
Hire, and from thence to endeavour to form ſome Jemen upon the 


probable Advantage to the Officer.

General, was Three hundred and Seven- 
teen; and the Number of Tons Nineteen thouſand Five hundred Fifty— 
eight. In the Department of the Barrack Maſter General, the Number 
of Veſſels was Eighty-five, and of the Tons Seven thouſand Eight 
hundred Thirty-ſix.

therefore we could not come at the Expence of the Hire of them to the 
Public, but by collecting it from the Vouchers allowed by the Auditors 
of the Impreſt to thoſe Quarter Maſters General who had paſſed their 


Farthings, excluſive of Proviſions, Forage, en and other con- 
tingent Expences. 


Nineteen Pounds a Year; from whence the Hire of the Driver, at the 


him a clear yearly Profit of One hundred Ninety-ſeven Pounds Four- 


ceives back Eighty Pounds, his Purchaſe Money, in leſs than Five 
Months ; after which, if poſſeſſed of Fifty large Waggons and Two 
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are Diminutions of his Profit, depending upon Circumſtances, and 
not open to Calculation. 

As the Quarterly Returns, made to the Commiuniier in Chief by the 
Quarter Maſter General, contain the Number of Waggons, Horſes, 
and Drivers, furniſhed by him in each Quarter, with their Diſtribution, 
and Expence to Government for the Hire, we have ſelected, and in- 
ſerted in the Appendix, Two of theſe Returns: Sir William Erſkine 
ſupplied us with the Firſt regular Diſtribution that was returned to the 
Commander in Chief, which is for the Quarter ending 3oth June 
1777 ; the other is a Return made by Lord Cathcart, for the Quarter 
ending 31ſt December 1779. 7 

The Diſtributions did not always contain the ſame Numbers, and : 


Accounts in that Office, By an Abſtract, compoſed from thoſe 
Vouchers, we find that the Sum paid by the Public, for the Hire only 


the 31ſt of March 1780, was Three hundred Thirty-eight thouſand 
Four hundred Thirty-ftive Pounds Eight Shillings and Six Pence Three 


The Rate of the Hire of a Wane, Driver, and Four Horſes, being 
Twelve Shillings a Day, produces to the proprietor Two hundred and 


mean Price of One Shilling and Two Pence a Day, that is, Twenty-one | | 
Pounds Five Shillings and Ten Pence a Year, being deducted, leaves 


teen Shillings and Two Pence; the Repairs of the Waggon and Harnels, 
and the Food of the Driver and Horſes, being found by the Public. 
Computing the Prime Coſt of the Waggons complete, at the higheſt 
Price, Twenty Pounds, and of each Horſe at Fifteen Pounds, he re- 


hundred 
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hundred Horſes (and the Waggons and Horſes were in general the 
Property of a few Officers only), he will have, as long as he can con- 
tinue them in the Service of Government, a clear Income of Nine 
thouſand Eight hundred Eighty-five Pounds Eight Shillings and, Four 
Pence a Year, ſecure from all Rix. 

The Commander in Chief, conſulting with the principal Officers in 
the ſeveral Departments, ſettled the Eſtabliſhment, and ordered that it 
ſhould be permanent and kept complete. As the Army was not always 
in Motion, the Neceſſity for ſo numerous a permanent Eſtabliſhment 
was not obvious. The Reaſon given for retaining the ſame Number 
for the whole Year, is, the Difficulty of procuring them again when 
wanted, in caſe they had been diſcharged at the End of the Campaign

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employed in the Expenditure of the Public Money. The Returns to 
theſe Requiſitions contained the Appointment of the Superintendant of 


Veſſels, and the Regulation of the Payment of their Hire, in the 
Offices of the Departments in which they were employed both above 
mentioned, together with other Orders made from Time to Time for 
different Purpoſes of Regulation: But we found at One Period only 
Orders relative to the Point immediately under our Conſideration. Theſe 
Orders were iſſued by Lord Cornwallis, are dated the 23d December 
1780, and contain Matter very important to the Subject before us. 
Lord Cornwallis had upon ſeveral Occaſions found, that the Waggons 
and Horſes provided for the Public Service by the Quarter Maſter 
General were in.bad Condition, and neither fit nor able to perform the 


Services required. To remedy theſe Abuſes, he thought it neceſſary to 
direct, that the Quarter Maſter General ſhould have no Property in 
either the Waggons or Horſes ; and to that End he iſſued Orders, en- 


Joining him not to charge more for Waggons and Horſes than he had 
actually paid; not to charge the Hire of Waggons and Horſes pur- 
chaſed ; not to purchaſe them but upon Government Account ; and, if 
he hired them, to pay the Proprietors the full Price for Hire allowed 
by Government. He ordered all the neceſſary Craft to be purchaſed on 


Government Account; and ſome of the Veſſels to be diſcharged, as 


ſoon as they came under the Direction of his Deputy Quarter Maſter 


General at Portſmouth in the Cheſapeat, upon his Repreſentation that 


they were unneceſſary. « He ordered likewiſe the Commiſſary General 
not to charge Government for the complete Ration, unleſs he ſupplied 
that Ration from the Stores from England; and to charge no more for 
freſh Proviſions, Flour, or Indian Meal, than what they coft him. The 


Manner of conducting this laſt Office it is not in our Power to inquire 


into; the Commiſſaries General are dead ; and their Accounts not in 
England. 


Theſe Orders are levelled at Abuſes at that Time exiſting ; and 
theſe Abuſes all tend to the defrauding of the Public for private Emolu- 
ment. | | | 

By purſuing the Rules of Computation inſerted above, we are en- 


abled to diſcover how much would have been ſaved to the Public had 


the Waggons and Horſes been purchaſed at firſt on Account of Govern- 


ment,

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ment. From the Liſt inſerted in the Appendix it appears, that the 
Average Number of Waggons conſtantly employed in the Service, from 
the 25th December 1776 to the ziſt of March 1780, that is, Three 
Years and a Quarter, was Seven hundred Thirty-nine z and the 
Average Number of Horſes, One thouſand Nine hundred Fifty-eight; 
and the Average Number of Drivers, Seven hundred and Sixty: The 
Average Hire of all theſe amounts to One hundred and Four thouſand 
One hundred Thirty-two Pounds a Lear; from whence deducting 
Sixteen thouſand One hundred Eighty-one Pounds, the Hire of Seven 
hundred and Sixty Drivers, at One Shilling and Two Pence each per 
Day, there remains the Sum of Eighty-ſeven thouſand Nine hundred 
Fifty-one Pounds. The Prime Coft of the Waggons and Horles, at 
the higheſt Price, is Forty-four thouſand One hundred and Fifty Pounds; 
this Sum being deducted from Eighty-ſeven thouſand Nine hundred 
Fifty-one Pounds, leaves the clear Profit of Forty-three thouſand Eight 
hundred and One Pounds for the firſt Year : This being added to the 
Sum of One hundred Ninety-ſeven thouſand Eight hundred Eighty- 
nine Pounds, Two Years and One Quarter's clear Profits, after deducting 
the Hire of the Drivers, gives the Sum of Two hundred Forty-one 
thouſand Six hundred and Ninety Pounds, paid by the Public, beyond 
what it would have coſt them had the Property. of theſe Waggons and 
Horſes belonged to Government: And, if the ſame Syſtem of Manage- 
ment has been continued to the preſent Time, the Public have incurred 
a ſtill further Expence of One hundred Seventy-five thouſand Nine 
hundred and Two Pounds for Two Years more, to the ziſt of March 


Waggons and Horſes ; the Whole of which might have been ſaved, 
had the Mode contained in.the Orders of the 23d of December 1780 


been at firſt adopted. | 

From the Circumſtances thus diſcloſed, it can hardly be doubted that 
this PraQtice, of letting out for Hire to Government, has been highly 
lucrative to the Officers engaged in it. The Officer is a Truſtee for 
the Public; as ſuch, he is bound to huſband the Public Money com- 
mitted to his Charge with as much Frugality as if it were his own; 
what he ſaves or what he gains, he ſaves and gains not for himſelf but

laſt; that is, the Public have paid Four hundred and Seventeen thouſand 
Five hundred Ninety-two Pounds for the ſingle Article of the Hire of 
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for the Public. He ought not to be permitted, by any Management 


loves from permitting a Truſt to reſide, with an Intereſt, in the ſame 
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or Contrivance, to carve out for himſelf an Intereſt in the Execution of 
a Public Truſt: If that Intereſt has been productive, how far ſuch Profit 
belongs to the Public, and whether, by Bills of Diſcovery filed by 
the proper Officer of the Crown, or by what other Means, it may be 
diſcovered, and reclaimed for the Public, are for the Wiſdom of Par- 
hament to decide. 1 
It is of Public Concern this Evil ſhould be ſpeedily corded It 


Perſon. The Renedy is, to take away the Intereſt, and by that Means YZ 
to reſtore the Truſt and Control to its fall Force, that it may fredy Mi 
operate for the Benefit of the Public, uninfluenced by private Con- 
liderations. > 
But the Remedy may be extended {till farther : It ſhould ſeem as if 5 
it would be more beneficial to the Service, if the Officers were relieved 
entirely from the Trouble of making the Payments. When their mi- 
litary Duty calls them to the Field, they muſt negle& their Duty as 
Paymaſters, and leave that Branch to be conducted entirely by their 
inferior Officers and Clerks. It ſeems to be a Hardſhip upon a Quarter 
Maſter General, to be ſubject to account for very large Sums, no Part 
of which he paid himfelf, but merely becauſe they were paid in his 
Name, and at his Office, whilſt he himſelf was abſent upon other Duty. 
There is no neceſſary Connection between the military Duty of theſe 
Officers and the Expenditure of Money for military Services : This 
latter belongs properly to a Civil Department, and may be executed by 
a Civil Oflicer. Mayor General William Roy, who, during the laſt 
War in Germany, was in the Departments both of the Quarter Maſter 
General and Chief Engineer, informed us, that no Public Money was 
iſſued to him in either of theſe Capacities: He was no Accountant; 


put all the Expences incurred in theſe Departments were defrayed by the 


Deputy Paymaſter General of the Forces, purſuant to the Warrants of 
the Commander in Chief iſſued for that Purpote. The Quarter Mafter 
General and Chief Engineer were conſidered in that Army as Checks 
upon the Expenditure on Behalf of the Public: They were to ſee that 
the Articles ſupplied were good of the Kind, adequate to the Services 
they were intended for, and that there was no Waſte. 


We 
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We are therefore of Opinion, that the Orders of 23d December 1780 
ſhould be put in Force forthwith throughout the whole Army ; that no 
Officer ſhould be permitted to have a Property or Intereſt in any Article 
whatever, which the Duty of his Office obliges him to provide for the 
Service of the Army: If purchaſed, it ſhould be purchaſed by and for 
the Uſe of Government; if hired, it ſhould be hired of Perſons un- 
connected with military Service. We are likewiſe of Opinion, that the 
Payments ſhould be taken from the Military Officer, and thrown upon 
the Deputy Paymaſter General of the Forces, who 1s the proper Caſhier 
of the Army, to be carried on by him, in purſuance of the Warrants 


of the Commander in Chief. 


The other Point, in which we think the Public have not been ſut- 
ficiently guarded, 1s the Allowance of the Vouchers without ſufficient 
Examination: This Defect pervades every Branch of the Expenditure 
under our Conſideration. The priacipal Othcers in theſe Departments 
are the Perſons accountable : They make up, paſs, and ſwear to the 
Accounts; but, having a Variety of other material Buſineſs to tranſact 
in their ſeveral Stations, they have no Leiſure to attend to the actual 


Payments: A Quarter Maſter General, whoſe Account amounted to 


above Six hundred thouſand Pounds, was for Five Months together upon 
Duty in the Field, without having been able once to attend his Office. 
He is likewiſe obliged to paſs the Account of a Sum never received by 
him, but iſſued to and expended by an Aſſiſtant Deputy Quarter Maſter 


General, whom he neither appointed nor knew; and the Warrant 


iſſued to this Aſſiſtant ſtates, that the Sum therein directed is to be ac- 


counted for by the Quarter Maſter General. The Chief Engineer 


conſiders himſelf as liable to account for Sums, no Part of which he 


either receives or Pays, nor are the Payments made in his Name; for, 
though the Bum is made payable to him by the Warrant, yet he never 
actually receives it; but he indorſes the Warrant to the Paymaſter of 
the Works, who receives the Whole, and with it diſcharges Bills, either 
directed to him for Payment by the Chief Engineer or the Commander 
in Chief, or at his own Diſcretion without the Intervention of either, 
and takes the Receipts in his own Name. | 

This important Buſineſs of Expenditure, that requires Attention, 


Circumſpeclion, Accuracy, and Fidelity, muſt be entruſted to inferior 
Officers, Clerks, and even to Strangers, 
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The Making- up and Examination of the Accounts is conducted in 


the following Manner: Every Quarter the Accountant collects together 
from his Deputies, Aſſiſtants, and Clerks, all the Vouchers for the Pay- 


ments made by them during that Quarter: They are abſtracted, di- 
geſted under Heads, and bundled up together. The Abſtract is pro- 
duced to the Commander in Chief for his Inſpection and Approbation, 
and in Order to obtain a Final Warrant for the Amount of the Abftrac, 


The Vouchers are ready for his Inſpection if he requires it. This is the 


Firſt Check to which the Account is ſubmitted. It is not to be imagined, 


that the many important Objects, that muſt continually engroſs the 


Attention of the General of an Army, will afford him either Leiſure or 
Patience to examine voluminous Bundles of Vouchers: He may ſome— 
times, upon a tranſient View of the Abſtract, find ſome Article that 
excites his Curioſity to call for an Explanation; but he cannot poſſibly 
enter into the Detail, or minutely examine into the Circumſtances of a 
complicated Receipt; and therefore, unleſs ſuch an Inſtance occurs for 
Inſpection, the Vouchers are left unexamined in the Hands of the 


Accountant, and the Commander in Chief depends upon his Honour 


that he has them in his Poſſeſſion. 

After the Final Warrant is obtained, this Abſtract and the Voucher 
are ſent Home to be examined, that the Account may be paſſed in the 
Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt. It is utterly impoſſible the 
Vouchers can be ſufficiently ſcrutinized in this Office, for want of 
Evidence: The Accountant is the proper Perſon to give them Inform- 
ation; and he, very poſſibly, is not privy to the Fyment, or to any 
one Circumſtance ſtated in the Voucher. 

Charles Harris Eſquire, One of the Deputy Auditors of the Impreſt, 


tells us the Grounds upon which a Voucher, for a Payment for the 


Extraordinary Service Abroad, is, and of Neceſſity muſt be, allowed 
in that Office :—If it contains a certain Sum received, the Signature of 
a Perſon receiving, and a juſt Computation, and agrees with the Ab- 
ſtract, it is deemed and admitted as a fair Voucher: For the Truth of 


it, they rely upon the Oath taken by the Accountant before the Barons Z 


of the Exchequer, when he paſſes his Account. In fact, in thoſe Ac- 
counts which have been already paſſed in this Office, no Inquiry ſeems 
to have been made into the Truth of the Vouchers, whatever Queſtions 
might ariſe upon the Face of them. By the Form of this Oath, which 


we 
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we- obtained from the Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt, the Ac- 
eountant ſwears that the Account is juſt and true, according to the beſt 
of his Knowledge and Belief: Theſe latter Words mult, as we conceive, 
be interpreted by him ſo to qualify the Oath, as to enable him to ſwear 
with Safety to thoſe Items of his Account, of the tranſacting of which 
he has no other Knowledge than what the Vouchers themſelves give. 
him, and where he knows nothing of the Perſons who tranſact them, 
except probably their general Characters: No great Reliance, then, can. 
be had, for the Truth of the Voucher, upon the Oath of the Account- 
ant; becauſe that Oath, ſo worded, is no additional Evidence of its 
Truth. x. 

From thus tracing the Voucher, from the Pay Office of the Depart- 
ment in North America to the Office of its final Examination in England, 
tit appears that the Public may be defrauded in a TranſaQion, and yet 
| the Voucher of that Tranſaction may paſs through all its Stages of Ex- 
amination unſuſpected and unimpeached, and be ſworn to by the Ac- 
countant without the Violation of his Oath. Various are the Ways and. 
Means by which the Fraud may be committed:. The Agreement or.

, | Theſe Suggeſtions are not mere Surmiſes; they reſt not on bare Poſ- 
e RE bility or Imagination: They are warranted by what we have obſerved

# been there admitted as Evidence of Payments, to Perſons who never did 
o in fact receive, nor could be ſuppoſed. likely to be entruſted with the 
MY Receipt of the Sums inſerted in theſe Vouchers : The Receipts for the 
- Hire of the Drivers, Waggons, and Horſes (no inconſiderable Sum), 
7 are not in Truth what they purport to be upon the Face of them ; they 


ns RE <7 y the Appearance of, and are produced as the Receipt of, a certain 


Sum 
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Sum by the Perſon whoſe Name or Signature is ſet oppoſite to that 
Sum; the Sum is compounded of the Hire of the Driver, Waggon, 


and Horſes, for a certain Time ; but the Man receiving, or ſigning, or 
ſetting his Mark to the Receipt, is uſually the Driver only, frequently 
a Nevo, or ſome Perſon in the loweſt Capacity, to whom nothing 


would be entruſted: He is the oſtenſible Receiver of the Whole; 
whereas he in Truth receives a very trifling Part of it, his own Wage, 


only; the Remainder, being the Hire of the Waggon and Horſes, i 


paid or accounted for to the Officer to whom they belong, but whoſe 
Receipt does not appear as a Voucher for the Accountant. - The Artifi- 
cers and Labourers are paid by Lifts, in like Manner with the Drivers; 


not individually in the Office of the Department, but by the Overſeers, 


who receive the groſs Amount of the Liſt, and, after having paid It, 
bring it back to the Office, with the Names of the Perſons receiving ſet 
oppolite to the Bums they were to receive. 

Since the Drivers (and very numerous they are) are prevailed upon 
or induced by Cuſtom to ſign Receipts for Sums they never receive, 
there may be Reaſons or Inducements for the like Practice in various 
other Branches of the Expenditure ; and in every Inſtance of this Kind 
the Voucher is not true. 

Having been informed that ſome Meaſures had been taken by the 
Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury for the Purpoſe of controling the 
Expenditure of this Money in North America, we iſſued to them our 
Precept for Copies of the Commiſſions and Inſtructions given to the 
Commiſſaries of Accounts in North America, and Extracts of their Cor- 
reſpondence relative thereto: In conſequence of this Requiſition, we 


received the Copy of a Commiſſion, dated 15th of February 1779, ap- | , 


pointing Major Duncan Drummond Commiſſary of Accounts, to exa- 
mine, audit, and certify all Accounts whatſoever of Money due for 
Forage, Bread, and Proviſions, furniſhed by Contract or otherwiſe, 
and delivered for the Uſe of the Army and Hoſpitals, and for all other 
Extraordinary Services. The ſame Power had been before delegated to 
Daniel Chamier Eſquire, by Commiſſion dated iſt of February 1777; 
but does not appear to have been ever executed. We find, by Papers 
tranſmitted to us with this Commiſſion (ſome of which we have inſerted 


in the Appendix), that in purſuance of that Commiſſion, and of Direc-

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tions and Inſtructions relative thereto, tranſmitted from Time to Time 
from the Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury to the Commanders in 
Chief and the Gommiſſary of Accounts, ſome Progreſs has been made 
in carrying the Powers of that Commiſſion into Execution ; but 0 
far it has been effectual to the Prevention or Diminution of the Evil, 
has not been in our Power to diſcover. 

Of the Ten Millions and upwards that have been Auen for theſe Ser- 
vices to North America within the laſt Six Years, Accounts of a few 


Officers only, amounting to about One Million One hundred thouſand 
Pounds, have been as yet rendered in the proper Office. The Accounts 


of about One hundred and Forty thouſand Pounds more are ready : So 
that the Expenditure of Eight Millions Seven hundred and Sixty thou- 
ſand Pounds {till remain to be accounted for. 

By an Account of the Yearly Average Number of His Majeſty's 
Forces {ſerving at New York and its Dependencies, . from the fſt of Ja- 


nuary 1776 to the 31ft of December 1780, extracted from Returns of 
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thoſe Forces made to us from the War Office, purſuant to our Requiſi- 


tion, it appears that the Number of the Forces decreaſed every Year 


from 1778; but, from the Account of the Contractors for remitting, 
the Iſſue for the Extraordinary Services of that Army greatly increaſed 
during the ſame Period. 


In the Account of the Iſſues to the Officers in the Four Departments, 


ve lind that the Warrants iſſued to the Quarter Maſters General 
2 fince the 16th of Fuly 1780, and to the Barrack Maſters General ſince 


the 29th of Zune 1780, and to the Commiſſaries General ſince the 25th 
ol May 1778, have been all Temporary, for Sums on Account; that 
no Final Warrant has been granted fince thoſe ſeveral Periods : So that 
theſe Sums have been iſſued, without even the Ceremony of a Quar- 
terly Abſtract, and the confitlential Reliance on the Officer that his 
Vouchers are forthcoming. 

Of theſe Ten Millions, there have been iſſued to Canada, between 
the 1 of June 1776 and the 23d of O#cber laſt, Two Millions Two 
hundred Thirty-ſix thouſand and Twen! y-.nine Pounds Eleven Shil- 
lings and Seven Pence; a Province, whoſe military Operations, ſince 
the Year 1777, the Public are not made acquainted with. This Illue 
has been increaſing every Year, and no apparent Reaſon for it; and 


upon 
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upon the Expenditure in this Province there exiſts 110 — or Control, 
that we know of, whatever. 
Theſe are Circumſtances of Suſpicion and Alarm. The ordinary 
Forms of Examination and Accounting are neither comprehenſive nor 
ſtrong enough to embrace the various Circumſtances of this F.xpen- 
diture : They call for a minute, accurate, and rigid Inveſtigation ; but 
none ſuch can, as we apprehend, be obtained in this Kingdom; the 
Evidence eſſentially neceſſary for that Purpoſe cannot be procured here, 7 
Should it be thought proper to ſubject theſe Accounts to ſuch a Ser- 
tiny, we can deviſe or ſuggeſt no Method of obtaining this End, un- 1 
leſs the Legiſlature ſhould think proper to refer all of them to an Ea 
mination in North America, by Perſons intelligent in the Subject Matter, 0 
and unconnected with the Expenditure who may inquire into every mm. 
Circumſtance of the Tranſaction, and have Recourſe to every Perſon 3 „ 
concerned in it; and who may be authorized and directed to examine 
into the whole Expenditure, as well of the antecedent as ſubſequent 1

HE ſaid Examinant faith, That he hath been Secretary to the Tax Office 
ſomewhat more than Three Years. 
That the Office conſiſts of Seven Commiſſioners, a Secretary, an Aſſiſtant Secretary, 
and Five Clerks. | 3 
That the principal Duty of the Office, as to the Land Tax, is to ſuperintend the 
Receivers General, and to haſten their Payments into the Exchequer; and if the Col- 
lectors appear to be back ward in their Payments, to urge their being enforced, by 
Applications to the acting Commiſſioners in the Country: That the Office receives 
Weekly Accounts of the Sums paid into the Exchequer by the ſeveral Receivers, and 
from them, and the Receivers Accounts, make out a Weekly Certificate, and tranſ- 


mit the ſame to the Treaſury. 
That formerly the Receivers did not make their Returns to the Tax Office ſo regu- 


larly as at preſent, both as to the Time when they made them, and as to the Arrears - 
contained in them. | = 

That about Two Years ago the Office adopted the preſent Mode of requiring the 
Receivers to return their Accounts every Quarter upon Oath, both of the Receipt 
and the Arrears, with the Names of the Diviſions in Arrear. 

That the Commiſſioners of the Tax Office have no Power or Control over the 
Collectors; and that the Receivers have made frequent Complaints againſt them: 
That when the Board obſerve conſiderable Arrears outſtanding in any Diſtrict, they 
write to the acting Commiſſioners in the Country, deſiring them to enforce Payment 
from the Collectors; but that in general ſuch Application has not produced any ma- 
terial Effect, | 

That the only Power the Tax Office has over Receivers is, to direct their Solicitor 
to proceed againſt them in the Court of Exchequer when they are deficient in their 
Payments, of which there have been Two or Three Inſtances in his Time; but 
ſeveral have been threatened with Proſecutions, which has generally produced better 
Payments into the Exchequer, 
hat moſt of the Receivers have conſtantly Balances in their Hands, to the Know- 
ledge both of the Tax Office and the Treaſury, without any Proceſs being ordered 
to iſſue againſt them: No Line is drawn to aſcertain what that Balance may be; 
but if, in the Judgment of the Office, it appears large, the Receivers are wrote to, to 
make further Payments into the Exchequer ;. that were they to be rigid in compel- 


ling them to pay as the Land Tax Act directs, he believes few of the Receivers would 
think their Offices worth holding. 
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This Examinant further ſaith, That the Window Tax is alſo under the Manage- 
ment of this Office, and yields near Four hundred thouſand Pounds a Tear: That 
the Office receives annually from the ſeveral Surveyors (of whom there are about 
One hundred and Seventy, beſides Ten General Surveyors) their Tax Books, con. 
taining an Account of every ratable Houſe in each Diſtrict, and from which the Office 
make up their Account of this Tax, 

And that the Duty on Servants, and the Duty on inhabited Houſes, are likewiſe

The EXAMINATION of F7ohn Fordyce, Eſq; Receiver General of the 


Land Tax for Scotland; taken upon Oath, the 27th and 28th Days of Fuly, 1780. 


HE ſaid Examinant depoſeth, That he is Receiver General of the Land Tax 

for Scotland, and has been ſo fince the Year One thouſand Seven hundred and 
Sixty-ſix. 

That the ſaid Examinant's Office is very different from that of the Receiver of 

the Land Tax in the Counties in England, it being the general Receipt of the Ex- 

chequer for Scotland, into which the whole Receipt of the Land Tax is paid by the 


Collectors of the different Counties and Boroughs in Scotland: That every County 


and Royal Burgh has a Collector, whoſe Office and Duty are ſimilar to that of the 
Receivers of Counties in England: That ſuch Collectors are appointed, and their 
Reward fixed, by the Commiſſioners of Supply: That the ſaid Collectors have no 
Pay or Reward from Government, nor any Deduction or Poundage out of the Land 
Tax received by them, but are paid by the Land-Holders in Counties, and by the 
Proprietors or Inhabitants of Houſes in Burghs: That their Salaries are, he believes, 
from Forty Shillings to One hundred Pounds a Year: That from the Situation of 


the Country, and the Smallneſs of the Reward to the Collectors, he believes that in 


the greateſt Part of Scotland they go round the Country but once a Year; and that 
therefore the Land Tax in general is collected annually, and not oftner; and that 
neither would the State of the Country, 1n many Parts, and the great Extent of the 

| Counties, 
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Counties, permit the Collectors, nor could they, for the Salaries allowed them, be 
expected to go round Quarterly, or even Half yearly : That the Effect of theſe 
Circumſtances is, That the Year of the Tax is expired, and the fucceeding Year 


begun, before any conſiderable Part of the Collection is paid to the Receiver 


General; and conſequently the Collection is generally a Year behind. 

That he does not receive Remittances from the Collectors at any fixed or ſtated 
Periods; and that, for want of that general commercial Intercourſe which prevails 
in England, theſe Remittances are as irregular in the Means, as they are in the Time 
of coming to his Hands ſometimes coming in Bills, and ſometimes in Money, 

That he believes there is no Premium or Diſcount between any. Part of Scotland 
and Edinburgh. 

That the Mode of this Examinant's Remittance to London is in Bills, which he 
purchaſes in Edinburgh, and for which he pays no Premium : That he has a fixed 
Correſpondent in London, to whom he ſends ſuch Bills, who pays the Money into 
the Exchequer, and to whom he allows a Commiſſion for tranſacting that Buſineſs. 

That the Land Tax charged upon Scotland, is all paid into the Exchequer with- 
out the uſual Deduction allowed in England, or any other Deduction whatſoever ; 
and that the Expence of collecting is entirely defrayed by the Land-Holders in 
Counties, and by the Proprietors or Inhabitants of Houſes in Burghs. | 

That this Examinant 1s not allowed the' Poundage of Two Pence in the Pound, 
eſtabliſhed for the Receivers in England, or any Salary or other Reward whatſoever, 
for receiving the Land Tax, or as Receiver General thereof. 


He has another Office under the Crown, which he holds during Pleaſure, namely, 
that of Receiver of the Crown Rents. | 


That this Office is quite diſtinct from the other, but has uſually gone with it, and 
been executed by the ſame Perſon. 

T hat the Receiver of the Crown Rents is allowed a Salary of Six hundred and 
Fifty Pounds per Annum, ſubject to Taxes, and has no other Reward or Emolument 
whatſoever, That the Expence of executing both theſe Offices of Receiver of the 
Crown Rents and Receiver of the Land Tax, amounts to Seven hundred and Fifty 
Pounds per Annum, . 5 

That the Mode of compelling Payment of the Land Tax in Scotland is, as he 
believes, the ſame. that was eſtabliſhed by Oliver Cromwell; this is frequently put in 
Uſe, and found to be effectual. . 

That he Yeſterday Morning received the Precept of this Board, requiring him to 
lay before the Commiſſioners a Caſh Account of Public Money in his Hands at the 
Time of the Receipt of ſuch Precept; that, however willing, it is not in his. 
Power to comply with the fame, becauſe, in the forſt Place, he has hitherto made 
up his Accounts only Half-yearly, to Eady Day and Michaelmas; that to come at 
the Balance required, it would be neceſſary for him to balance near Four hundred 


6 Accounts, 
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Accounts. Secondly, The Payment of the whole Civil Eſtabliſhment of Scotland, 
which is made by him, 1s juſt approaching, in which his Deputy, Clerks, and 
Books, will conſtantly be employed in doing that Buſineſs. And Thirdly, The 
Court of Exchequer in Scotland is at preſent fitting, before which Court there are 
many Proceſſes depending againſt the Collectors of the Window Tax, many of which 
are referred to him for his Examination and Report. 

That with reſpect to the Balance of Sixty- four thouſand Five hundred and Seventy 
Pounds, appearing by the Certificate from the Tax Office to be in the Hands of 
this Examinant, the Largeneſs of the Arrear is partly owing to his having, in and 
previous to the Year 1776, remitted a very Conſiderable Sum of Money to his 
Agents in London, whoſe Houle had been Agents to the Receivers Office in Scotland 
for 50 Years, without any Neglect or Want of Punctuality, to be paid by them 
into the Exchequer, which he ſuppoſed had been done, till he received a Letter 
from the Tax Office, charging him with a much larger Balance than he apprehended MT 
to be due: That upon the Receipt of ſuch Letter he came to London, and, apply. MR 
ing to his Correſpondents, found that they had not paid the Money into the Ex- 
chequer as he had ſuppoſed : That by uſing Diligence, he recovered a conſiderable 
Part of it, which was paid into the Exchequer immediately: That the Remainder, 
being Twenty-two thouſand Pounds, he has never yet recovered ; but by uſing un- 
common Diligence, he has procured Securities for it, which he believes to be good, ET 
and upon which he does not doubt that the Whole of it will be recovered in Time: ol 
That in Conſideration of all theſe Circumſtances, the Lords of the Treaſury, upon 
his Application, have allowed him to pay that Sum in Inſtallments of five thouſand

The EXAMINATION of William Mitford Eſq; Receiver-General of the Land 
Tax for the County of Suſſex; taken upon Oath, the 8th of Auguſt, 1780. 


HE ſaid Examinant ſaith, That he has been Receiver General of the Land 
Tax for the County of Suſſex, ever ſince the Year 1773. 

That he makes his Collection every Six Months, about the Middle of June, and 
Middle of December; and that ſuch has been the uſual Cuſtom of that County. 

That he has no Deputy, but does all the Buſineſs himſelf ; and the Advantages 
of his Office are entirely to his own Uſe. 

That he brings himſelf the Money he collects to London, in Caſh or Bills, and 
lodges it at his Banker” s, who procures Payment of the Bills for him; and that he 
always pays into the Exchequer the whole Amount received by him, of the pre- 
ceeding Year's Tax, about or ſoon after the Chriſtmas following. | 

That the Collectors, in ſome of the Diviſions in his Collection, are frequently de- 
ficient in their Payments; and he has no Power to compel them to account; neither 
has he any Means of diſcovering whether the Arrears, which appear due from the 
Country, ariſe from the Money not being collected, or from the Collectors with- 
holding their Payments. 

That he always keeps a Balance in Hand, it being neceſſary for him to leave a con- 
ſiderable Sum in his Banker's Hands, to anſwer the Trouble of receiving the Bills 


when due; and that without a Balance in Hand, the Poundage allowed by the Act 


to Receivers would not be a ſufficient Compenſation for his Trouble and Expences, 
which are conſiderable, having Fees to pay on his Appointment, on his entering 
into his Recognizance, on every Payment which he makes into the Exchequer, on 
the ſtating and paſſing his Accounts and obtaining a Quietus, which in his Caſe 
amount to upwards of Ninety Pounds a Year; beſides the Neceſſity of keeping more 
Servants and Horſes than he otherwiſe would do, Charges in travelling round the 
Country to collect the Taxes, the Riſk of bad bills, and of conveying the Money to 
Town, and the Inconvenience of finding Security for upwards of Thirty-ſix thouſand 


Pounds. 1 


This Examinant further faith, That the Collection of the Servants and Inhabited 
Houſe Tax is no Advantage to the Receiver; it greatly increaſes his Trouble in col— 


lecting, and occaſions him more Expence in the Collection than his Poundage 
amounts to, upon ſo iaconſiderable a Sum as it produces.

The EXAMINATION of Thomas Allen Eſq; Receiver General of the Land 
Tax for Part of the County of Somerſet ; taken upon Oath, the 18th of Auguſt, 1780, 


HIS Examinant faith, That he is now, and has been for about Twelve Years, 
Receiver General of the Land Tax for Part of the County of Somerſet, and 
that he has the whole Profits of the Office to his own Uſe. 

That the Account of his Receipts and Diſburſements is made up Quarterly, and 
ſent up to the Tax Office the firſt Week in the ſucceeding Month. 

That he has uſually found the Collectors deficient in their Payments; and that he 
writes every Quarter to the acting Commiſſioners, with the Names of ſuch Tythings, 
and a Liſt of all the Diviſions in Arrear, deſiring them to enforce Payment: Thar 
in ſome Diviſions this produces Payments from the Collectors in about Three Weeks; 
but in many of the Diviſions the Commiſſioners altogether diſregard the Application, 

That be believes the Fault lies with the Collectors, who generally receive the 
Money, and keep it 1n their Hands, ſometimes for Two Years: And it is worth 
their While; for when the Receiver General, upon making up his Accounts, re- 
turns the Names of the deficient Collectors into the Exchequer, they are diſcharged 
on paying in the Money before Proceſs is Iſſued, and a Fee of One Pound T'wo Shil- 
lings and Six Pence, or thereabouts. 

That he uſually keeps a conſiderable Balance in his Hands, which is e 
being at a conſiderable Diſtance from the Capital, and the Difficulty great of pro- 
curing good Bills on London, 

That he believes the Practice of the Receivers keeping Money in Hand is con- 
nived at, 1n order to render the Office more adyantageous, as the Poundage allowed 
by Act of Parliament is not adequate to the Trouble and Expence of it. 

That upon receiving Letters from the Tax Office to enforce Payments from him, 
he has made ſeveral into the Exchequer : That no Proceſs has iſſued againſt him; 1 
but he has this Morning been told, by the Secretary to the Tax Office, that unleſs be Wy 
made certain Payments within certain Times, Proceſs would be iſſued againſt him. = 

That his Accounts are audited annually at the Exchequer; and that he ſettled his 
Account for the Year 1778, in April laſt,

That when he was firſt appointed, in 1774, he was ſurprized to find large Arrears 
from ſeveral Parts of the Counties due; but upon Application to an acting Com- 
miſſioner of one of the Diviſions in Arrear, he acquainted him, the Cuſtom of that 
Part of the County was, to pay their Taxes as they did their Rents, One Half Year 
under another, or ſomewhat later, 

That there are Ten Diviſions in his Collection; that he found that he could not 
receive the Tax without a Deputy at Northampton, who goes his Rounds Twice a 
Year to collect; that he generally meets him at Towceſter, the laſt Place in the Col- 
lection, brings the Money to Town, and makes large Payments immediately into the 
Exchequer, - 4 | | 
That the greateſt Part of ſome of the Diviſions, and leſſer Parts of others, to about 
Half the Annual Tax, do not pay at the Places appointed Half-Yearly, 
That many of the Collectors never meet the Receiver, but pay their Taxes at 
Northampton, as it ſuits their Convenience ; that ſeveral of the Towns do not pay up 
their Arrears until after the Month of November, and ſome not until the Month of 
January. | . 

That he does not recollect he ever returned any of the Collectors inſuper, but 
Twice ſince he has been Receiver; that on thoſe Occaſions he paid One Time a Fee 
of Sixteen Shillings and Eleven Pence, and another Time of Eighteen Shillings and 
Five Pence, to the Auditor of the Land Revenue, for a Certificate of Arrears. 

That the Money which remained in his Hands has been from Five thouſand to 

Seven thouſand Pounds; frequently, and particularly lately, not ſo much as Five 
thouſand Pounds ; but that immediately after his general Half-yearly Receipt, he 
has had, in Money and Bills, between Eight thouſand and Nine thouſand Pounds, 
which may ſometimes have remained with him a Month or Six Weeks. 
That he paſſes his Accounts annually before the Auditor of the Land Revenue, as 
ſoon as he has got in all the Arrears ; and that in February laſt he paid in his Balance, 
_ paſſed his Account up to Lady-Day 1779, as ſoon after as the Auditor could 
Prepare it.

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That he apprehends the Expence of Collecting, had he not a Deputy, would 
amount at leaſt to One hundred and twenty Pounds a Year; but having a men 
it is conſiderably more to him.

Grantham Collection, and about another Year Collector for Wales Middle Collection. 

That his preſent Collection extends into Part of Cambridgeſhire, Part of Bedford: 
ſrire, Part of Northamptonſhire, and the Whole of Huntingdonſbire. 

That he has a Salary of One hundred and Twenty. Pounds a Year, ſubject to 3 
Deduction of One Shilling and Nine Pence in the Pound, and has the uſual Allow-

That his Inſtruftions are, to keep no Money in his Hands, but what may be ſuf- 
ficient to anſwer certain Charges, and to remit the Balance within Six Days after the 
Cloſe of the Round; with which Inſtructions he complies ſtrictly. 

That he finds no Difficulty whatever in remitting, and remits about Nine Tenths 
of his whole Collection in Country Bank Bills, and other Drafts upon Lendon; and 
thinks he could remit more, if neceſſary, having frequent Applications from Men 
in Trade to take their Drafts, 

That the Bills were formerly drawn at Twenty eight or Thirty Days after Date, 
now he is ordered to take none longer than Twenty- one Days after Date. 

That he takes Security from all the Returners themſelves, and One or Two Sure- 
ties, being bound for a Sum equal to the Value of the Bills he takes from them; he 
pays no Premium whatever for the Bills, nor ever did in his preſent Collection. 

That the Grantham Collection was not to ſo large an Amount as the Fedford one: 
He found no Difficulty whatever in procuring Bills, nor in complying with his In- 


ſtructions of remitting within the Time limited; that he paid no Premium whatever 


for the Bills, and the whole Collection was remitted in a Country Drafts, payable at 
One Month after Date. 

The Collection of Wales Middle is One of the ſmalleſt Collections; whilſt Col- 
lector there, which is now Fifteen or Sixteen Years ago, he found no Difficulty in 
remitting, the Returners being glad to take the Money, and give Bills for the Pre- 
mium heh paid, which was Seven Shillings per Cent.; which Premium, he is well 
informed, is now totally aboliſhed, and the Remittance punctually made; he re: 
mitted the whole Collection in Country Drafts, he believes payable at One Month 
after Date, and thinks he could have procured more Bills if neceſſary, 
| That he never received a bad Bill in any of his Collections ſince he has been a 
Collector. | 

This Examinant further ſaith, That he 1s 8 General of the Land Tax for 
the County of Huntingden, and that he has been ſo ſince Lady- Day 1779; that he 
alſo receives the Houſe and Window Tax, the Tax on Inhabited Houſes, and Ser- 
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vants Tax; that the Amount of the Land Tax for the ſaid County is about Fifteen 


thouſand Pounds a Year. 

That the Arrears to Lady Day 1780, amount to about Six hundred Pounds, which 
are either in the Hands of Collectors, or ſtill unpaid by the Subject; that ſuch Ar. 
rears include not only the Arrears of the Land Tax, but alſo thoſe of the other 
Taxes, with the Collection of which he is charged; and that he has not yet applied 
to the acting Commiſſioners to compel Payment thereof, becauſe he expects ſuch 
Payments will be made ſoon, 

That he has Reaſon to believe the Collectors have often had the Money in their 
Hands, when they ſaid the Tax was fill in Arrear and unpaid by the Subject. 
That the acting Commiſſioners in the County of Huntingdon have offered their 
Aſſiſtance to compel Payment from the Collectors, and for that Purpoſe have lately 
deſired him to give an Account of the Arrears ſtanding out at each Day's Receipt 
in each Hundred, there being only One Day for the Receipt in each of the Four 


Hundreds; which he intends to do, and which he ebend will contribute to the 


more peedy Payment of the Tax. 

That in Huntingdonſpire the Collection is made Half-yearly, after Michaelmas and 
Lady-Dey, and they begin to pay the Tax in about a Month after theſe Periods, 

T hat he pays to the Caſhier of the Bank, partly by Caſh and partly by Bank Bills, 
what he receives for theſe Taxes, taking his Receipt for the Money ; which the 
Caſhier pays into the Exchequer, and takes a Tally for in this Examinant's Name. 

That he has no Doubt he might remit the Money by Country Drafts, if he pleaſed, 
without paying any Premium. There is an eſtabliſhed Bank at Cambridge, a good 
Houſe, which, he believes, would give Bills on Londen any Day for One hundred 
thouſand Pounds, if wanted. 


That he generally has kept about or near One Half of the Whole of his Collection 


in his Hands for One Year; that he conſiders the Uſe of the Money for that Time, 
as Part of the Advantages of the Office of the Receiver General of the Land Tax; 


and that in fo ſmall a Collection as that of Huntingdon, where the whole Amount is 


not Seventeen thouſand Pounds, he does not think it would be worth while to exe- 
cute the Office, merely for the Poundage, without ſuch an Advantage. 

That his Poundage, being only Two Pence in the Pound, does not amount to 
more than One hundred and Forty Pounds a Year; out of which muſt be deducted 
the Fees paid for obtaining his Warrant, of which he has yet no Account, as they 
were not paid by himſelf; the Fees for Tallies upon paying Money into the Ex- 
chequer, and upon paſling his Accounts, the Amount of which he does not know, 
not having yet paſſed an Account: That he is alſo under the Neceſſity of keeping a 
Clerk, as Receiver General of the Land Tax, for that Buſineſs only, who attends 
him on the Receipt, and keeps his Accounts, for which he pays him about Twenty- 
five Pounds a Year,

Coaches and Chairs, are all paid to the Receiver General, at the Hackney 


Coach Office in London, in the Name of the reſpective Proprictors of the Licences 


or Figures, The Payment for each Coach ought to be Twenty Shillings every 


Twenty-eight Days, or Fourteen Days after; and for each Chair Two Shillings and 
Six Pence every Quarter Day, or Fourteen Days after; and the full Payment is 


uſually made within Two.or Three Months after it becomes due. The Number of 
Coaches are One thouſand, and of the Chairs Four hundred. Of theſe Duties Thir- 
teen Payments are always made by the Receiver General, every Year, into the Exche- 
quer, In Three of the Quarters, the Payments are generally Two of One thouſand 
Pounds each, and One of Five hundred Pounds in the ather Quarter, Three of One 
thouſand Pounds each, and One of Five hundred Pounds.

and carries to the Board; the Regiſter copies the Account, which the Commiſſioners 
gn, and certify to the Treaſury, 

The Accounts of the Office are uſually made up to the 5th of July, about the 
Chriſtmas following; and the whole Balance is then paid into the Exchequer, 

After the Commiſſioners have examined the Accounts, they are carried to the 
Office of the Auditor of the Impreſt to be paſſed, and the Recciver General ſwears 
to them, before the Barons of the Exchequer. 

There are Five Commiſſioners in this Office, and they meet once or twice a Weck, 
as the Bußneſs requires.

The Account of the Year's Receipts and Payments has been, -: -as he believes, 
uſually made up Once a Year, to the 5th of April, and the whole Balance remaining 
in the Receiver's Hands then paid into the Exchequer, and the Accounts are paſſed 
in the Office of the Auditor of the Impreſt. 

The only Deductions out of this Duty are the Three Pence in the Pound upon the 
Groſs Receipt, allowed to the Receiver (who pays out of that Poundage all the 


Expences of collecting the Duty), and Fifty Pouncs paid to me Auditor of *

That the Reaſon why the Ships Books, for the Payment of Seamen' s Wages, 
cannot be delivered in along with thoſe of the Payment of Bills, is, becauſe they 
muſt be kept open to give the Seamen an Opportunity to receive their Wages; 
which they often cannot do, when the Ships are ordered to be paid, being turned 
over to other Ships, and diſperſed in different Parts of the World. 
The Ships Books are generally kept open for Recalls about Seven or Eight Years, 
and are then made up as they come in Courſe in Order of Time. When a Ship's 
Book is once cloſed, no further Payment can be made upon it, but the Seaman 
entitled to his Wages muſt apply by Petition to the Navy Board, who order the 
Wages to be entered on the Liſt of Arrears, and paid out of the Money received on 
the Head of Wages; the Treaſurer's Accounts for any Year cannot be made up 
until all the Ships Books of that Year are cloſed ; the ſame Reaſon holds as to the 
voluntary Charge, that Account cannot be completed. until the Ships Books are 
cloſed, 
When a Treaſurer's final Account is paſſed, he pays the Balance remaining in his 
Hands into the Exchequer. 
That a Treaſurer's Account muſt neceſſarily be kept open after he is out of Of- 
fice, to give Time to thoſe who have received Money from him upon Account, to 
clear their Accounts; and that a Treaſurer's Account cannot be made up, and the 
Balance paid over to his Succeſſor, ſoon after he goes out of Office, becauſe of the 
Trouble it would create to the Office, and the Delay of paying the Seamen's Wages;

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In the Navy Branch, alone, the Number of Impreſts is always great, and if 3 
Treaſurer's Account was to be made up toon after his Reſignation, all thole Perſons 
whoſe Impreſts were not cleared muſt be returned inſuper, and every Impreſt Bill 
deſcribed upon his final Account. The Practice of the Auditor's Cflice makes 
this neceſſary, and is one Caule of the Delay in paſſing a Treaſurer's final Account, 

The Sum under the Head of Fees and Contingencies, is applied by the Treaſurer 
in Office to the Payment of Fees at the Treaſury and Exchequer, upon his Applica- 
tion for and Receipt of Money, and to the Payment of other ſmall incidental 
Expences. After he is out of Office, this Sum is applied ſolcly to the Payment of 
the Fees of paſſing his Accounts. 

When the voluntary Charge of any Year's Account is carried into the Office of 
the Auditor of the Impreſt, the Fees for paſſing that Year's Account are then 
| ſettled, and paid out of Money remaining in his Hands under the Head of Exchequer 
Fees, &c.; which Sum they allow in his Account. The Expence of procuring the 
Quietus is paid by him in purſuance of a Bill made out by the Navy Board, and 
aſſigned upon him for Payment, out of the ſame Fund. 

When the final Account is, ready to be paſſed, the Officers and Clerks who have 
carried on the Accounts of a Treaſurer ever ſince he was out of Office, and who have 
no other Reward or Emolument for that Buſineſs, petition the Lords of the Treaſury 
for an Allowance for this extra Trouble, in proportion to the Length of the Trea- 

urerſhip, the Sum accounted for, and the Extent of the Account. The. Treaſury 
refer the Memorial to the Auditors of the Impreſt, to examine and certify whether 
the Sum applied for be reaſonable; and upon their Report the Lords of the 
Treaſury iſſue a Warrant to the Auditors, to allow that Sum out of any Money 
remaining in the Hands of that Treaſurer ; who pays it to the Officers and Clerks

four Pounds Seventeen Shillings and Six Pence Three Farthings, in the Victualling 
Branch; making together Three hundred and Forty- eight thouſand Nine hundred 
and Forty-one Pounds Eleven Shillings and Nine Pence, mentioned 1n the Returns 
made by his Order to this Board on the 31ſt of Auguſt laſt, was the whole Balance for 
which he was then accountable to the Public as Treaſurer of the Navy.

That Bills aſſigned by the ſeveral Boards, in their ceſpittive Departments, upon 
the Treaſurer of the Navy for Payment, are not always preſented to him imme- 
| diately after ſuch Aſſignment; on the contrary, they are frequently, by the various 
| Accidents of Death, Litigation, Truſts, and Executorſhips, the Abſence or Conveni- 
| ence of the Proprietors, not A a for Payment until a conſiderable Length of 
E Time afterwards.

The EXAMINATION of 7obn Powell Eſquire, Caſhier to the Paymaſter 
General of the Forces; taken upon Oath, the 20th and 26th of February, geh, 
12th, 15th, 19th, and 28th March 1781, 


HIS Examinant ſairh, That he 1s the is acting Executor of Henry Lord 
Holland, late Paymaſter General of the Forces: That the Sum of Two hun- 
dre] Fitty-ſix thouſand Four hundred Fifty-ſix Pounds Two Shillings and Four 
Pence, mentioned in his Return to the Precept of this Board, upon the 27th of 
September laſt, was, to the beſt of his Knowledge, the whole Balance then remaining 
upon the Account of the ſaid Henry Lord Holland, as Paymaſter General of the 
Forces, When a Paymaſter goes out of Office, his Accounts of the Year's Eſta- 
bliſhment are generally carried on, either to the 24th of June or to the 24th of De- 
cember, preceding or ſubſequent to his Reſignation or Death, as moſt convenient for 
the Public Service. If bis Accounts end the 24th of June, he receives his Propor- 
tion of that Year's Supply, if they end on the 24th of December, he receives the 
whole Year's Supply, out of the Exchequer, as it is wanted in Order of Time. In 
Lord Holland's Time, it was the Uſage of the Office to aſk of the Treaſury, gene- 
rally every Four Months, a Third Part of the whole Year's ordinary Supply ; but 
ſince the Year 1759, the Practice has been, not to apply for Money for any Service, 
until near the uſual Time for Payment of that Service, at which Time the Paymaſl- 
ter, though out of Office, upon Application to the Treaſury, receives it by their Di- 
rection from the Exchequer, and applies it to ſatisfy the Demands of thoſe who have 
Claims upon that Service. 
Lord Holland's Accounts ended on the 24th of June 1765, and his final Account 
was delivered into the Office of the Auditor of the Impreſt on the 11th of January 
1772. The Balance for which he is accountable to the Public, as Executor to the 
late Lord Holland, is at this Time ſubject to the following Services: 
To Claims of the Staff and Hoſpital Officers, and to Warrants for Contingencies 
and Extraordinaries voted by Parliament during the Time Lord Holland was in 
Office, and not yet claimed, if there be any ſuch Claims or Warrants exiſting. If 
Lord Holland's Accounts were cloſed, he is inclined to think theſe Claimants muſt 
apply either to the Treaſury or to the Secretary at War, to renew their Warrants 
for Payment. As all the Fees for paſſing the Accounts, and for the Quietus, are, 
as he believes, provided for, the only remaining Payment to which the preſent 
Balance is ſubject, is, the uſual Gratuity to the Officers and Clerks of the Pay- 
malter General, for making up the Accounts of the Paymaſters out of Office : 
The Officers and Clerks of the Paymaſters in Office, carry on and make up the 
Accounts of the Paymaſter out of Office; for which extra Buſineis they have no 


E3-4 Salary. 
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Salary or Reward, until the final Account is ready to be paſſed; at which Time 
they preſent a Memorial ro the Treaſury, praying them to obtain the King's War- 
rant to the Auditors of the Impreſt, to allow them a certain Sum for this Buſineſs ; 
which Sum, purſuant to this Warrant, is paid to them out of the Balance. | 

The Sums received by a Paymaſter, after he is out of Office, are either Sums 
iſſued to him out of the Exchequer, which were due for the ordinary Service of the 
Army at the Time he went out of Office, and for which he had at that Time Credit 
at the Exchequer; or Sums received by him from the Paymaſter in Office, by virtue 
of Treaſury Warrants, for extraordinary Services advanced by him during the Time 
of his being in Office; or from the Treaſury in Jreland, for the Pay of the Iriſh Re- 
giments ſerving out of that Kingdom according to the Iriſb Eſtabliſhment, Lord 
Holland has received, as he believes, all the Public Money due to him out of the 
Exchequer, and from the ſucceeding Paymaſters, and from Ireland. 

After a Paymaſter has reſigned his Office, he has continued to receive Money out 
of the Exchequer for the following ſervices : 

The Pay of the General and Staff Officers at Home and Abo ; the Pay of the 
Officers of the Hoſpital at Home and Abroad; the Pay of the Staff of the Garriſons 
at Home and Abroad ; for Contingencies of the Army at Home and Abroad; for 
Houſe Penſioners, vans and Artificers of Chelſea Hoſpital ; for Half Pay Off. 
cers, Widows Allowances, Off. reckonings, and the Clearings. | 

He further ſaith, He was Accountant to the Paymaſter General from June 1765 
to March 1776, when he was appointed Caſhier : That, during the Time he was 

Accountant, and, as he believes, from the Year 1759, and ſince he was appointed 

Caſhier, the Mode of ſtating the Army NO and of alking for Money, was 
and has been as follows: 

The Sums voted to pay the General and Staff Officers: and the Officers of the 
Hoſpital, are generally aſked of the Treaſury at the cuſtomary Periods of Payment; 
theſe Sums, after they are directed by the Treaſury, and received, remain in the 
Hands of the Paymaſter until a Certificate comes to him from the Secretary at War, 
ſpecifying the Names and Stations of the ſeveral Officers actually employed: Upon a 
Debenture being made out, purſuant to that Certificate, and the King's Warrant ob- 
tained agreeable to that Debenture, the Sums due to the ſeveral Officers are paid to 
them, or to their Agents, upon their Application. | 

The Sums to pay the Staff of the Garriſons at Home and Abroad are aſked | in like 
Manner as the Sums to pay the General and Staff Officers; and when received, are 
paid, ſome to the Governors of the Garriſons, or to their Agents; ounes, to the 
Officers themſelves, or their Agents. 


He does not recollect that the Sums for Contingencies are aſked from the Trea- 
ſury ; they are paid, when applied for, purſuant to the Warrants of the Secretary

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at War, out of any Money in the Hands of the Paymaſter; Warrants for this Ser- 
vice are almoſt every Day preſented to the Pay Office for Payment. 

The Sums to pay the Houſe Penſioners, Servants, and Artificers of Chelſea Hoſ- 
pita), are aſked every Six Months, when Twelve Months are due, and paid into the 
Hands of the Deputy Treaſurer ; who i is appointed by the Paymaſter, and account- 
able to him. 

The Sums to pay Half-pay Officers are aſked every Six Months, when due, and 
paid to the ſeveral Officers entitled, or their Agents, on their Application, 

The Sums to pay the Penſions to Officers Widows are not, as far as he can recol- 
let, aſked of the Treaſury ; they are paid by the Paymaſter General, out of any 
Money in his Hands, to the Paymaſter of the Penſions (who 1s appointed by Patent) 
upon his Application, and paid by him to the Claimants every Four Months, 

When Fifteen or Sixteen Months of the Off-reckonings are due, it is uſual for the 
Paymaſter to aſk of the Treaſury for Six Months, and when received, Notice is 
given, and the Money is paid ſoon after to the Perſons to whom the Colonels have 
aligned them. 

As to the Clearings, a Debenture Warrant is ſent to the Paymaſter by the Secre- 
tary at War, ſignifying the King's Directions to him to make up the Accounts of cer- 
tain Regiments; in conſequence of which, the Paymaſter ſtates the Accounts of thoſe 
Regiments, and certifies to the King the Amount of the full Pay of ſuch Regi- 
ments, according to the Eſtabliſhment (provided no Reſpite is directed) for the Time 
ſpecified in the Warrant, upon which Certificate the King's Warrants are obtained 
tor the full Pay of the Regiments, if there is no Reſpite; and the Paymaſter applies 
to the Treaſury for the Sums due for Clearings, and upon receiving them, Notice 1 18 
given, and they are paid to the Agents of the reſpective Regiments. 

The Sums for theſe ſeveral Services are aſked of the Treakurs. received, and paid, 
in the ſame Manner, by the Paymaſter, whilſt he 1s in Office. 

It is the Practice of the Office to introduce the annual Receipts and Payments of a 
Deputy Paymaſter, for Extraordinaries, into the Paymaſter General's Account for 
that Year, which Account is ſent to the Office of the Auditor of the Impreſt; but 
Mr. Peter Taylor and Mr. Robert Paris Taylor, who were Two of Lord Holland's 
Deputies, did, as he is informed and believes, at Lord Holland's Requeſt, make up 
their own Accounts themſelves, and ſend them to the Auditor's Office for their im- 
mediate Examination; Lord Holland, ſuggeſting that it would be for his own Advan- 
tage, as well as that of the Public, to have thoſe Accounts, which were very volu- 
minous, and contained a great Expenditure, ſettled and adjuſted as ſpeedily as poſ- 
ſible, that in caſe any Articles were diſallowed or queſtioned by the Auditor, Meflrs, 
Taylors, and their Aſſiſtants, might have then an Opportunity of explaining them; 
had they been inſerted into the annval Accounts, in the uſual Manner, theſe Perſons 
might 
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might have been either dead or abſent at the Time theſe Accounts came in Courſe 


under the Examination of the Auditor. 

The Deputy Paymaſters are ſubje& to the Control of the Paymaſies General 
they are inſtructed to ſend their Accounts to the Office by every Opportunity that 
offers, and he may call upon them to account whenever he pleaſes, 


This Examinant further ſaith, That he hath Two Objections to cloſing the final 
Accountof Lord Holland, and paying the Balance into the Exchequer. 

The Firſt, is the final Adjuſtment of the Account of Mr. Robert Paris W 
Deputy Paymaſter in Germany in the laſt War, the Auditors having ſurcharged Mr. 
R. P. Taylor's Account with the Sum of Twelve thouſand and Fifty- two "Pounds | 
Thirteen Shillings and Ten Pence Halfpenny; which Mr, Taylor does not admit of, 
aſſerting that he has abſolutely paid the ſaid Sum. 

The "ſecond and principal Objection is, That Mr. R. P. 7 aylor has brought a 
Charge againſt Lord Holland of Seven hundred Eighty ſix thouſand Three hundred 
and Fifty ſeven Guilders Nine Stivers, which, computed at Ten Guilders Fifteen 
Stivers to the Pound Sterlipg, amounts to Seventy-three Thouſand One hundred 
Forty nine Pounds Ten Shillings and Seven Pence Sterling, for Profit ariſing on 
Money Tranſactions in the Department of the ſaid R. P. Taylor, Deputy Pay maſter 
in Germany, which Profit has not, as yet, been fully paid to the late Lord Holland, 
or to his Executors. A Proſecution is commenced againſt Mr. R. P. Taylor, as the 
Principal, and the Executors and Deviſees of Mr. Peter Taylor deceaſed (who was 
Security for R. P. Taylor) for the Balance; who aſſert, that a Maſter in Chancery 
is the only competent Judge of the Account, before whom they require the Account 
to be brought, for the Determination and Deciſion of the Lord Chancellor. 

This Examinant further faith, That he has no Objection to cloſe the final Account 
of the late Lord Holland with the Auditors, providing he is allowed to detain in his 
Hands the aforeſaid Sum of Seventy-three thouſand One hundred Forty nine 
Pounds Ten Shillings and Seven Pence, until the Lord Chancellor has decided upon

HIS Examinant faith, That he is Clerk of the Debentures, in the Office of 
the Auditor of the Exchequer; and has been near Twenty-five Years in 
the Office. 

The firſt Knowledge the Auditor of th Rechen has of the Grants of Parlia- 
ment, for the Service of the Army, is by the Votes of the Houſe of Commons; he 
is bound to take Notice of theſe Grants, and not to iſſue more than the Sums 
granted. | 

The King's Sign Manual, the Treaſury Warrant, and the Order from the Au- 
ditor, gives the Paymaſter a Credit in the Exchequer for the Sum mentioned in the 
Order; this Sum is iſſued to him, either in the Whole or in Parts, in purſuance of 
Letters from a Secretary of the Treaſury, until the Whole is exhauſted, Theſe 
Sums are entered upon the Order as they are paid, which is one Mode of Keeping 
the Accounts of theſe Payments in the Auditor's Office: The Sums mentioned in 
theſe Orders are uſually round Sums, without Fradtions; and when there remains 
in the Exchequer a Fraction only of the entire Sum voted for the Service of the 
Army for that Year, or whenever the laſt Iſſue is to be made, inſtead of a Sign 
Manual for that Remaincer, a Privy Seal is ſent to the Auditor for the Payment of 
it to the Paymaſter, taking Notice of the Sum Total that had been directed to be 
iſſued by the former Signs Manual and Warrants, and that ſuch Sum Total, together 
with the Sum remaining, will ſatisfy the Whole Sum granted by Parliament that 
Year for the ſaid Services. 

After an Order is completed, it is indorſed by the Paymaſter, or his Deputy,

The EXAMINATION of Richard Molefworth Eſquire; taken upon Oath, 
the 11th of June 1781. 


HIS Examinant ſaith, That he was Deputy Paymaſter in North America, 

during the Years 1776, 1777, and 1778, the greateſt Part of which Time he 

was in Rhode land. Whenever he apprehended that he ſhould want Money for the 

Service of the Troops, he applied to the Commanding Officer of the Corps, and 

ſettled with him the Sum that would probably be wanted; and in Conſequence of his 

Approbation, he required that Sum from the Agent of the Remitters, who ſupplied 
him with it in Caſh, 

It is the Duty of the Deputy Paymaſter, not to iſſue any of this Money, but by 

Warrant of the Commander in Chief, or Commanding Officer of a detached Corps; 
the Perſon entitled to receive any Sum for the Service of the Army, brings this 
Warrant to the Deputy Paymaſter, directed to him, and ſpecifying the Sum to be 
paid, to whom, and for what Service, or upon Account; upon Payment of this 
Sum, the Perſon receiving it indorſes the Warrant, and leaves it with the Deputy 
Paymaſter, and gives him alſo Three Receipts for the Money, of the ſame Tenor 
and Date, leſt any of them ſhould be loſt; the Warrant ſo indorſed, or the War- 
rant and a Receipt, are the Vouchers for this Payment. One of theſe Receipts he 
tranſmits to the Paymaſter General, with an Account of his Receipts and Payments, 
ſigned by himſelf; he keeps the Warrant in his Poſſeſſion, if it be for an Extraordi- 
nary Service, until it is called for, upon paſſing the Accounts before the Auditor of 
the Impreſt; if it be for the Pay of a Regiment, it becomes uſeleſs, after the Ac- 
count of that Regiment is ſettled. 

He himſelf always paid theſe Warrants in Caſh, and not by Drafts; but if he 
had been 1n the ſame Place with the Agent to the Remitters, he could have paid 
them, and, in his Opinion, with more Convenience, by Drafts upon the 
Agent.

\ HIS Examinant faith, The Sum of Four hundred Forty-ſeven thouſand One 
hundred F Ify- three Pounds Eleven Shillings and Three Pence Three Far- 
things, mentioned in the Return made by him to this Board, on the 28th of Novem- 
ber laſt, is, to the beſt of his Knowledge and Belief, the whole Balance of Public 
Money then remaining in his Hands as Paymaſter General of the Forces. This Ba- 
lance does not include the Money in the Hands of the Deputy Paymaſters Abroad; 
it does include the Balances in the Hands of the Caſhier of Half Pay, and the De- 
puty Treaſurer cf Che//za Hoſpital. This Balance is liable, in his Hands, to every 
Army Service whatever, He is of opinion, the whole Sum voted every Year for the 
Service of the Army, muſt neceſſarily go through the Paymaſter Generals Hands. 

He does not recollect any Inſtance where the Treaſury have made any Objection 
to his Applications to them for Money, nor has he ever been called upon officially 
by them to give them a State of the Balance in his Hands, 

He conſiders the Books of the Office, as the private Property of the Paymaſter, 
who may if he pleaſes, on his Reſignation, take them from the Office; it has been, 
as he is informed, the general Practice of his Predeceſſors to take them away as ſoon 
as their Accounts were made up,

HIS Examinant ſaith, That when it was the Uſage of the Office for the 
Paymaſter to aſk of the Treaſury for a certain Portion of the Year's Supply, it 
was generally applied for by him under the Head of Subſiſtence and Pay of the 
6 | Forces 
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Forces at Home and Abroad. Since the Year 1759, the Sums have generally been 
aſked of the Treaſury under ſome ſpecial Head of Service, 

The Paymaſter receives Money from Sub- Accountants, in conſequence of their 
Accounts having been ſettled by the Auditor, and: Balances appearing to be due from 
them; theſe Sub-Accountants bring to the Pay- Office the King's Warrant, directing 
them to pay the Sum therein mentioned to the Paymaſter General; who, upon re- 
ceivipg it, carries the Amount to the Credit of the Public in che King's Account 
Current. | | 

When the Paymaſter is to receive Money at the Exchequer, he does not receive it 
either in Caſh or Bills; but, as he keeps his Caſh in the Bank, the Bank Clerk, who 
attends there, receives it, and gives the Paymaſter Credit for it. 

The Cuſtom has been, ever ſince he has been in the Office, for the Paymaſter to 
make all his Payments by Drafts on his Banker, ſigned by his Caſhier, very rarely 
by himſelf, and then only 1 in the Abſence of his Caſhier. 

The Savings voted in Aid of the Supply for the Year 1780, ariſing from Stop- 
pages for Proviſions, the Charge of New Levies, Penſions of Officers Widows, and 
Subſiſtence of an Augmentation to ſundry Regiments, were never directed into the 
Hands of the Paymaſter General, out of the Exchequer, for thoſe Services; but 
directed, received, and iſſued, for other Services. The Sum of Ten thouſand 


Pounds out of the Savings of the Half Pay of reduced Officers, voted in Aid of the 
ſame Supply, was Money actually in the Hands of the Paymaſter General, received 
for that Service, 

Lhe Secretary at War requires every year, from the Paymaſter General, an Ac- 
count of the Savings ariſing by Deaths and Promotions of Half Pay Officers, Part of 
which Savings is applied to Payment of Perſons on the Compaſſionate Lift, who are 
the Widows of Officers on Half Pay, and the Children of Officers. 

No Account can be produced of the Heads of which the Balance in the Hands of 
the Paymaſter General conſiſts, without comparing the Vote of Parliament every 
Year, for every Head of Service, with the Application; which has never been 
thought neceſſiry to be done, and would employ many Clerks for a long Time. 

The Accountant is the Officer to make up the Accounts of the Paymalter General; 
the only Account he himſelf has been principally engaged in making up, is that of 
Lord Holland's, which is not yet completed. | | 

When One Year of an Account is ſettled, the Balance is carried over to the ſuc- 
ceeding Year; and upon ſettling the final Account, is paid either to the Paymaſter 
General for the Time being, or into the Exchequer, as the King ſhall direct. 

He does not believe that there remains in the Hands of the Paymaſter General any 
Money upon Account of the Pay of the Jr Regiments; their Accounts being all 


ſettled and adjuſted to the 24th of December 1778.

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The Pay Office has been examined, in conſequence of his Directions, and no- 
Books or Papers, relative to the Accounts of Henry Earl of Lincoln, late Paymaſter

H1S Examinant ſaith, That he has been Accountant to 1 Paymaſter Ge- 
neral of the Forces from March 1776, and in the Pay Office above Twenty 
Tears. 

The Secretary at War, b the Time of his delivering to the Houſe of Com- 
mons the Army Eſtimates, ſends Copies of them to the Pay Office: After the Sums 
are voted upon theſe Eſtimates, which are for the Ordinary Services of the Army, 
the Pay Office receives from the Lords of the Treaſury the King's Sign Manual, di- 
recting them to iſſue, or cauſe to be iſſued, out of the Exchequer, to the Paymaſter 
General, a Sum therein mentioned (in Time of War uſually a Million) together with 
the Treaſury Warrant, and the Order of the Auditor of the Exchequer made in 
purſuance of the Sign Manual; theſe Three Inſtruments, after being entered in the 
Pay Office, are ſent from thence to, and left at, the Exchequer. 

When any Part of this Money is wanted, the Paymaſter General preſents a Me- 
morial to the Treaſury, ſpecifying the Sum required, and for what Service. In 
conſequence of this Memorial, the Treaſury direct a Letter to the Auditor of the 
Exchequer, deſiring him to iſſue to the Pay maſter General, upon the unſatisfied 
Order, the Sum required, and perikping out of what Fund, and for what Service: 

This. 
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This Letter, after being entered in the Pay Office, is carried to the Exchequer, 
where the Deputy Auditor writes, at the Bottom of the Order above mentioned, a 
Direction to the Teller or Tellers, to pay the Sum out of a Fund or Funds men- 
tioned; the Order is carried to the Office of the Pells, where the Sum to be iſſued 
1s recorded, and an Entry of it made upon the Order ; which being produced to the 
5 Teller, he pays the Sum (deducting the Exchequer Fees), the Deputy Paymaſter 
1 giving him a Receipt for the entire Sum; and the Bank Clerk attending there, enters 
4 to the Credit of the Paymaſter General, in his Bank Book, this Sum (the Exchequer 
= Fees deducted), 
After the Eſtimates are voted, the Eſlabliſhments are made out at the War Office, 
and being ſigned by the King, and counterſigned by Three Lords of the Treaſury, 


are tranſmitted to the Pay Office, with the Regulation of the Subſiſtence and War- 
rants for the Deductions annexed.

and One Day's Pay of the whole Eſtabliſhment, for the Service of Chelſea Hoſpital. 

The Caſes exempt from the Poundage and Hoſpital are, in each Troop of Horſe 

- Guards, Four Shillings a Day, being the Pay of One private Gentleman, as a Fund 
for ſuperannuated Men ; in the Dragoon Guards and Dragoons, Three Pence a 
Day, being an Addition to the Pay of the Serjeants, Corporals, Trumpeters, and 
private Men; in the Foot Guards, Four Pence a Day, being Part of the Pay of the 
Serjeant, and Two Pence a Day, Part of the Pay of the Corporal. In the Invalids, 
all the Pay, except that of the Commiſſioned Officers. 

The Full Pay of the Commiſſioned Officers is divided into, The Subſiſtence, The 
Poundage, The Hoſpital, and the Arrears, called Clearings. The full Pay of the 
Non-commiſſioned Officers and private Men is divided into, The Subſiſtence, The 
Poundage, The Hoſpital, The Nett Off reckonings, and The Agency. 

Firſt, The Poundage is made applicable, by the King's Warrant, to the follow- 
ing Purpoſes : To the Payment of the Exchequer Fees for the Money received ; to 
the Support of Chelſea Hoſpital; to the Payment of the Charges of the Office of the 
Paymaſter General; and the Remainder, to ſuch Ules, relating to his Service, as the 

King, by his Sign Manual, ſhall direct. 4 is aſked of the Treaſury, under the Two _ 
following Heads : EY 
1ſt. Returned Poundage ; which is the Poundage deducted from the Full Pay of 
the effective private Men of the Foot Guards and marching Regiments, and ordered to 


be 
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be paid back to them by the King's Warrant: This Warrant is ſent, about every 
Six Months, from the War Office to the Pay Office, and ſpecifies what Sums are to 
be paid for this Purpoſe, and to what Agents; upon Receipt of this Warrant, the 
Paymaſter General applies to the Treaſury, and pays to the Agents, ſoon after he 
receives it, the whole Sum included in the Warrant. 

2dly. Chelſea Hoſpital, When Twelve Months are due, a Requiſition 1s ſent, 
every Six-Months, from the Secretary's Office at the Hoſpital, to the Pay Office, 
ſpecifying the Sum wanted; the Paymaſter General then applies for it to the Trea- 
ſury, and ſoon after the Receipt, generally pays the whole Sum to the Deputy Trea- 
ſvrer; whoſe Accounts are examined every Year in the Office of the Auditor of the 
Impreſt, from whence he obtains a Certificate of the Sums allowed by the Auditor to 
have been paid by him; the Amount of which Certificate the K General 
takes Credit for in his public Accounts of each Year. 

Theſe Two Heads exhauſt a great Part of the Poundage; the Reſidue is exhauſted 
by Payments to the Secretary at War, Commiſſary General of the Muſters, and his 
Deputies, the Deputy Paymaſters, and for other Services to which this Fund is ap- 

Plicable; which Payments are made by the Paymaſter General out of Caſh in his 
Hands, without ſpecial Application for it to the Treaſury, more having been aſked 
of the Treaſury under ſome other d of Service, than has been iſſued for thoſe 
particular Services. 

Secondly. The Hoſpital, or One Day s Pay, is directed by the King' s Warrant to 
be applied towards the Support of Chelſea Hoſpital; but this Day's Pay not being 
ſufficient for that Purpoſe, and the Poundage being directed in Part to be applied to 
the ſame Service, this Day's Pay is aſked for, blended, and iſſued, with fo much of 
the Poundage as is applied for the Uſe of the Hoſpital, 

Thirdly, The Subſiſtence is regulated by the King, for the immediate and con- 
ſtant Support of the Forces, A Month's Subſiſtence for the Forces at Home, ac- 
cording to their full Eſtabliſhment, is aſked by the Paymaſter General every Month, in 
Advance; and, upon his Receipt of it from the Exchequer, he pays the whole Subſiſt- 
ence to the Agents of the reſpective Regiments: But on aſking under the Head of Sub- 
ſiſtence, the Paymaſter General does not confine himſelf merely to the Sum requiſite 
for that Service; knowing he ſhall want Money to pay Exchequer Fees, and ſeveral 
other Expences for which no ſpecific Application is made to the Treaſury, it has been 
the Practice of the Office to add to the Subſiſtence applied for, Sums to anſwer ſuch 
vther Purpoſes, and to aſk for thoſe Sums together with, and under the Head of, Sub- 
ſiſtence. 

Two Months Subſiſtence to the Forces at Jamaica, according to the fall Eſta- 

bliſhment, is aſked, and the Whole is iſſued, Two Months in Advance, to their 
teſpective Agents. 
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The Subſiſtence of the Britiſh Forces, according to their full Eftabliſhment, in all 
the other Parts of the Weſt Indies and North America, is divided into three Parts; the 
Firſt is a Stoppage, directed by the Secretary at War, of a certain Sum, conſiſting 
of the whole Subſiſtence of ſuch Officers as chuſe to draw for it upon their* Agents, 
and of a Sum to carry on the recruiting Service, and the Allowance to the Agent, 
this Sum is aſked of the Treaſury every Two Months, and the Whole iſſued to the 
Agents. The Second Part 1s a Stoppage, directed alſo by the Secretary at War, 
out of the Subſiſtence of the Non-commiſſioned Officers and private Men, of Two 
Pence Halfpenny per Day each, towards anſwering the Expence of a Ration of Pro- 
viſions allowed them Abroad; a Sum ariſing from ſo many of theſe Stoppages as 
are equal in Number to the Rations actually received by the Troops, is left in the 
Exchequer, and the Paymaſter General, having taken Credit for the full Subſiſt- 
ence of which theſe Stoppages make a Part, gives Credit for them to the Public, 
from Time to Time, in his Account of Extraordinaries: The Remainder of theſe 


Stoppages falls into the Clearings, and 1s aſked and received by the Paymaſter Ge- 
neral under that Head of Service. 


The Subſiſtence of the Garriſons of Gibraltar and Minorca are ſubject to the Firſt 
of theſe Stoppages, but not to the Second. 

The Third Part, being the Reſidue of this Subſiſience, after deducting theſe 

Stoppages, is the Sum to be paid to them in Caſh, to complete their Subſiſtence. 
It is uſual to aſk this Sum of the Treaſury, under the Head of Subſiſtence, every 
Two Months, ſo as to ſupply the Contractors for remitting, Six Months in Advance; 
after it is received, the Paymaſter General iſſues to theſe Contractors either the 
W hole, or ſo much of it as he thinks neceſſary, from the State of the Balances in the 
Hands of his ſeveral Deputies, according to the lateſt Information he has received 
from them; which Balances ariſe, and increaſe, from the Regiment's not being 
complete, This Money, not remitted to the Deputies Abroad, is applied by the 
Paymaſter General towards the Payment of Services for which he does not aſk a 
Supply from the Treaſury. 

When Money is iſſued to the Contractor, he gives Bills upon his Agents Abroad, 
payable uſually ar Three Months after Date, which Bills are ſent by the Pay Office to 
the Deputy Paymaſters Abroad, to be received of theſe Agents, 

The Subſiſtence of the Non-commiſſioned Officers and Privates in Africa, deduct—- 
ing a Stoppage of Two Pence Halfpenny a Man per Day, for Wine, is aſked when 
wanted, and the whole Sum received is paid to the Contractor for remitting. 

The Subſiſtence of the Forces in the Eaſt Indies, according to their full Eſtabliſh- 
ment, is aſked when the Secretary at War directs, uſually every Six Months, ſo as 


to keep it Twelve Months in Advance; the Whole, when received, is iſſued to the 
Agents. 
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A Sum for Subſiſtence, is ſometimes iſſued upon Account. Upon raiſing a new 


Corps, the Secretary at War ſends a Direction to the Paymaſter General, ſignifying | 


His Majeſty's Pleaſure, that he ſhould iſſue to the Agent of that Corps, a certain 


Sum on Account of Subſiſtence: Upon Receipt of that Sum from the Exchequer, 


he pays the Whole of it to the Agent. 

Fourthly. The Nett Off-reckonings are thus computed :—The Difference be- 
tween the F ull Pay and the Subſiſtence, of the Non- commiſſioned Officers and pri- 
vate Men, conſtitute the Groſs Off-reckonings; from which the Poundage and Ho- 


ſpital (unleſs exempted) and Agency upon their Full Pay, being deducted, the Re- 


er. is the Nett Off- reckonings; which are appropriated to the Cloathing of the 
Non- commiſſioned Officers and private Men. Six Months of theſe are uſually aſked 
when Fifteen or Sixteen Months are due; and the Whole, when received, are paid, 
after public Notice is given, to the Perſons to whom the Colonels have aſſigned 
them, upon their Application, and Production of the Aſſignment. | 

Fifthly. The Agency is iſſued to the Agent, together with, and as a Part, of the 


Clearings. 
Sixthly. The Clearings are made out in the following Manner :— From the full 


Pay of the Regiment, according to the Eſtabliſhment, are deducted, The Reſpites, 


if any, The full Poundage, The Hoſpital, the Nett Off-reckonings, The Allowance 
to Widows, and the Subſiſtence actually paid in Caſh and Proviſions; the Re- 
mainder, being the Agency, the Balance of the Full Pay due to the Commiſſioned 


Officers, and ſo much of the Subſiſtence of the Non commiſſioned Officers and pri- 


vate Men as has not been iſſued, conſtitute the Clearings, Twelve Months of theſe 


Clearings are uſually iſſued, about Fifteen or Sixteen Months after they are due; 
after they are received from the Exchequer, and public Notice given, the Whole of 
them is paid to the Agents, upon their Application, 


Seventhly. The Allowance to Widows, is a Fund applicable to the Support of 


the Widows of commiſſioned Officers: He does not recollect that any Sum under 
this Head, has ever been aſked of the Treaſury; the Paymaſter of the Widows 
Penſions applies from Time to Time to the Paymaſter General for a Supply for this 
Service, who pays to him the Sum he requires, out of any Caſh that may have been 
iſſued to him from the Exchequer, under any other Heads of Service, 

Eighthly. The Allowance to the Colonel, and for Cloathing loſt by Deſerters, 
conſiſts of Two Parts, the Subſiſtence of One private Man, which is aſked and iſſued 
with the Subſiſtence, and the Reſidue falls into and becomes a Part of the Groſs Off. 
reckonings. 

Ninthly. The Allowance to the Captain for ea Sec. and, 

Tenthly. The Allowance to the Agent—are aſked and iſſued to the Agents with 


the Subſiſtence, | 
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The Groſs. Sum for a Regiment of Militia, conſiſts of, The Pay of the Commiſ- 
fioned Officers, The Subſiſtence of the Non-commiſſioned Officers and private Men, 
and, Allowance to the Agents. The Pay of the Commiſſioned Officers is made ſub- 
ject, by the King's Warrant, to the Poundage and Hoſpital. This Pay, and alſo 
the Subſiſtence of the whole Regiment, the Allowance to the Agent, and the Clear- 
ings, are aſked of the Treaſury, iſſued to the Agents, and applied in like Manner, 
and at the like Times, as in-the Caſe of the Regulars ſerving at Home. The Cloath- 
ing of the Militia is voted ſeparate from the Pay. The Warrants for the cloathing 
of each Regiment are made out at the War Office, ſigned by the Secretary at War, 
and delivered to the ſeveral Agents; they carry them to be counterſigned by the 
Lords of the Treaſury, who direct Money for the Payment of them into the Hands 
of the Paymaſter General, at ſuch Times, as they think proper; after which, upon Pro- 
duction of the Warrants by the Agents, the full Sums are paid to them. No Sums 
are voted for the COLLIE of the Milicia, but they are carried to the Account 
of Extraordinaries. 

The Groſs Sum for a Regiment, and for an Independent Company of. Invalids, 
conſiſts of the Pay of the Commiſſioned Officers, and the Subſiſtence of the Non- 
commiſſioned Officers and private Men; of the Clothing; ; of the Allowance to the 
Captain for Medicines ; of the Allowance to the Agent; z and, in the Regiment, the 
Allowance to the Colonel. 

The Pay of the Commiſſioned Officers is fubject to che Pede and Hoſpital, 
and, together with the Subſiſtence of the whole Regiment, the Allowance to the Co- 
lonel, the Captain, the Agent, and the Clearings, are aſked of the Treaſury, iſſued 


to the Agents, and applied in like Manner, and at the like Times, as in the Caſe of 
the Regulars ſerving at Home. 


The Cloathing is voted on the Eſtabliſhment, as eſtimated by the Secretary at War; 
the Paymaſter General applies for it to the Trealury every Two Years, and pays the 
Whole to the Contractors appointed by him to clothe them. 

In regard to the Garriſons in Great Britain, the Secretary at War ſends to the Pay 
Office, uſually every Six Months, a Warrant, directing the Paymaſter General to 
make out a Debenture for the Full Pay of the Garriſons, unleſs Reſpites are directed: 
He ſends this Debenture to the War Office; upon which the King's Warrant is ob- 
| tained, and ſent to the Pay Office; the total Sum contained in the Debenture, being 

received at the Exchequer, is iſſued to the __ of the Governors, the Poundage, 
Hoſpital, and Civil Liſt Duty being deducted. | 

In regard to the General and Staff Officers in Great Britain, a Certificate comes 
from the War Office to the Pay Office, containing the Names of the Officers. 
Upon a Debenture for the Full Pay of the Officers named in the Certificate being 
made out, and a Warrant for Payment obtained, the Paymaſter General pays, either 
to che Officers themſelves, or to their Agents, on their Application, the Sums due 
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to them, reſerving the Poundage, the Hoſpital, and Civil Lift Duty, from thoſe 
liable to pay it. In regard to the General and Staff Officers, and Officers of the 
Garriſons and Hoſpitals Abroad, the Paymaſter General aſks for the whole Sum 
voted, and upon the like Certificate, Debenture, and Warrant, he pays in like man- 
ner to the Officers named in the Warrant, the Sums due to them, with the like Re- 
ſervations; and in theſe Caſes the Sums voted are uſually more than the Sums 


contained in the Warrants; and the greateſt Part of theſe Sums, and of the Sums 


due to the General and Staff Officers at Home, are paid to Agents. 
After the Sum is voted for the reduced Officers, the Secretary at War ſends to the 
Pay Office the Eſtabliſhment, ſigned by the King, and counterſigned by the Lords 


of the Treaſury, ſpecifying the Names of the ſeveral Officers, and the Sums they 
are intitled to; when Six Months are due, the Paymaſter General applies for it; 


and when received, public Notice is given, and the Sums paid to the reſpective Of- 
ficers, or to their Agents, on their Application, deducting Six Pence in the Pound, 


directed by His Majeſty's Warrant to be applied to the Support of Chelſea + 


Hoſpital, | 

The Paymaſter General opens an Account in his Ledger, with every one of the 
reduced Officers, inſerted in every Year's Eſtabliſhment. None of thele Ledgers 
are made up; there are many ſubſiſting Claims upon every one of them. The Pay- 
maſter General receives every Year, at Two Periods, the whole Sum voted for this 
Service, but no ſeparate Account of it is kept in the Books of the Office. 


After the Sum is voted for the Out-penſioners of Chelſea Hoſpital, a Requiſition. 


is ſent, every Six Months, from the Office of the Secretary to the Hoſpital, to the 


Pay Office, for Six Months Pay in Advance; the Paymaſter General applies for this 


Sum, and it is the Practice of the Office to iſſue the Whole to the Deputy, the Pay- 


maſter General being himſelf, by virtue of his Office, Treaſurer of the Hoſpital. 


The Deputy Treaſurer iſſues from Time to Time, to the Paymaſter of the Out- 
penſioners, Sums for that Service; for which Sums he is an Accountant, and paſtes 
his Accounts before the Auditors of the Impreſt. 


The Charge of the Foreign Troops conſiſts of the Subſidy to the Prince, and the 


Pay of the Troops. The Subſidy is paid, without any Deduction, to the Agent of 
the Prince, purſuant to a Warrant from the Treaſury, obtained by the Agent, and 
ſent to the Paymaſter General for that Purpoſe. The Pay of the Troops conſiſts of 


the Subſiſtence, the Arrears of the Officers, and a Deduction of Two Pence a Day 


for Clothing from the Non-commilſſioned Officers and private Men. A Warrant is 
uſually made out for a whole Year's full Pay without Deductions, The Subſiſtence 
of the whole Corps, according to the Eſtabliſhment, 1s uſually aſked of the Treaſury 
by the Paymaſter General, in like Manner as the Subſiſtence of the Zriiih Forces 
ſerving Abroad; and the Whole, or ſo much of it, is remitted to the Deputy Pay- 
maſters Abroad, as may, from the Balance appearing to be in their Hands, be 
judged 
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judged neceſſary to anſwer the Demands upon them for that Service. The Arrears, 


Deductions, and the Remainder of the Subſiſtence, conſtitute one Fund, for which 
the Agent to the Prince applies to the Treaſury, at ſuch Times, and for ſuch Sums, | 
as he thinks proper; which Applications are referred to the Paymaſter General, and, 


upon his Report, that the Sums required are due, the Treaſury direct into his 
Hands, either the Whole, or ſo much of it as they think proper to pay, and the 
Paymaſter General pays to the Agent the whole Sum fo directed into his Hands. 
Two Sums are every Year voted for Contingencies, Twenty thouſand Pounds for 
the Eſtabliſhment. at Home, and Four thouſand Pounds for the Eſtabliſhment 
Abroad. It has not been the Uſage of the Office, for ſome Years, to aſk for theſe 


Sums of the Treaſury under the Head of Contingencies ; but, the Paymaſter General 


having always in his Hands Money ariſing from Sums aſked by him for other 
Services, which do not exhauſt the whole Sums applied for, it is the Practice of the 
Office to pay, out of thoſe remaining Sums, the Warrants of the Secretary at War, 
made out for Contingencies ; the Sums voted for this Service being inſufficient for 
this Purpoſe, the Warrants for ſo much of 'the Contingencies as exceed the Sum 
voted, are ſent to the Treaſury, to be counterſigned by the Lords, and are carried 
to the Account of Extraordinaries. Warrants for the Payments of ſome of the Con- 
tingencies of any one Year, are ſeldom produced at the Pay Office until ſome Time 
afterwards. Great Part of the Sum voted for the Contingencies of the Year 1780, 


is not yet expended, the Warrants not being yet produced; and the Account of 


the Payments out of the Sum voted for the Contingencies of the Year 1580, 


will not vary much from that of the Year 1778; nor will the Account of the Pay- 


ments out of the Poundage and Hoſpital, except in the Articles of Returned 
Poundage, Exchequer Fees, and Chelſea Hoſpital. There are no other Miſcellane- 


ous Heads of Payments kept in the Books of the Office, except thoſe of Contin- 
gencies and Extraordinaries. 


The Extraordinaries of the Army are never aſked of the Treaſury by the Paymaſter | 


General; the Perſon entitled to receive Money for any Extraordinary Service, brings 
to the Pay Office a Warrant ſigned by the Lords of the Treaſury, ſpecifying the Sum 
to be paid, the Perſon to whom, and for what Service; which Warrant is entered at 
the Pay Office; after which, the Treaſury ſends to the Pay Office, at ſuch Times as 
they think proper, a Direction to the Auditor of the Exchequer, to iſſue to the Pay- 
maſter General the Sum applied for, ſpecify ing the Fund out of which it is to be 
paid; after the Money is received, he pays it to, or to the Uſe of the Perſon men- 
tioned in the Warrant, who indorſes it; this Warrant is the Voucher for the Pay- 

maſter General, in paſſing his Accounts with the Auditor. 

The Fund in the Exchequer, out of which the Extraordinaries are paid, is com- 
pounded of the Whole, or ſo much of the Vote of Credit as is directed to be ſo applied 
by the Lords of the Treaſury, and of Sums which have been voted for the Ordinary 
Services of the Army, and have not been taken out of the Exchequer, thoſe Services 
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not having come in courſe of Payment. When theſe Extraordinaties are voted 
by Parliament, the Sum that has been borrowed from the — Services is re- 
placed. 

All the Payments made for Proviſions, are carried to the Account of Extraordi- 
naries; but Sums having heen voted for that Service, the Paymaſter General de- 
ducts the Sums ſo voted, out of that Part of the Extraordinaries under the Head of 
Proviſions, | 

Ever ſince he has been Accountant in the Office, the Treaſury have always di- 
refed the Sums applied for by the Paymaſter General to be iſſued to him out of the 
Exchequer, without making any Objection to them, that he knows of. 

A Deputy Paymaſter is appointed by, and accountable to the Paymaſter General; 
when he goes out of Office, his Succeſſor, if he has no Objection, continues him, 
and he becomes a Deputy to the Succeſſor from the Day of his Appointment. 

Every Sum received at any one Time from the Exchequer, for the Ordinary Ser- 


vices, though conſiſting of different Parts, aſked and directed at different Times, 


and for different Services, is not ſeparated and carried to the Credit of the reſpective 
Heads of Service for which it has been aſked; but is entered in the Caſh Book as 
One entire Sum, received that Day from the Exchequer, and from thence poſted to 
the Credit of the King's Account Current in the Ledger ; the Receipt of the Extra- 
ordinaries 1s entered and poſted in the ſame Manner, Were ſuch a Separation to be 


made, it would much increaſe the Buſineſs of the Pay Office, without any apparent 


Advantage to the Public. 


Separate and diſtinct Accounts are kept of all the Payments, under their proper 
Heads of Service; but, as it has never been thought neceſſary to keep ſeparate and 
diſtinct Accounts of the Receipts, it would be very difficult at any Time to give an 
Account of what Parts the Balance in the Hands of the Paymaſter General conſiſts, 
and to what Services each Part is liable; that cannot be done, without making up 
all the Accounts of the Paymaſter General, from the Time he entered into Office to 
the Date of the Balance, which muſt neceſſarily rake up much Time, and be attended 
with great Trouble. 

It has been the conſtant Practice of the Office, ever ſince he 1 it, to conſider 
the Caſh as One entire Sum, under whatever Heads of Service the Parts it con— 


liſts of may have been aſked, There is only One Caſh Account of all the Money 


received, 


All the Payments, of every Kind, made by the Paymaſter General, are in conſe- 
quence of Warrants under the Sign Manual, and counterſigned either by the Lords 
of the Treaſury, or Secretary at War: And, where the Warrant is for the Payment 
of Contingencies, which exceed the Sum voted, it is counterſigned by both. Salaries 
that have a Continuance, are paid by virtue of a permanent Warrant, entered at the 
Office of the Auditor of the Impreſt: In this Caſe, the Receipt for the Salary is the 
Voucher for the Paymaſter General. In general, the Warrant, indorſed by the Per- 


lon

{on receiving it, is the Voucher. Where many Perſons receive under the ſame Warrant 
the ſeparate Receipt of each with the Warrant, are the Vouchers. For the Payment 
of Exchequer Fees, the Voucher 1 is a Certificate from the Exchequer of the Sum paid. 
When a Regiment is cleared, the King's Warrant is obtained for the full Pay of 
that Regiment, unleſs there is any Reſpite ; this Pay Warrant, indorſed by the 
Agent, together with the Regimental Account Book, ſigned by him, and the Re. 
ceipts for the Off-reckonings, ſigned by the Perſon having the Aſſignment, are the 
Paymaſter General's Vouchers for the Pay of that Regiment. The Voucher for the 
Payment of an Extraordinary Abroad, is the Warrant of the Commander in Chief, 
indorſed by the Perſon to whom the Sum is paid, or his Receipt for it, together 
with the King's Warrant, covering all ſuch Payments made in One or more 
Years, | 

In the Ordinary Services, a Payment made in a Year ſubſequent to that in which 
it was voted, is carried to the Account of Payments made in 1 the Year it bclongs to, 
unleſs the Account of that Year is made up. 

A Reſpite, is a Sum, directed by the King's Warrant, counterſigned by the Se- 
cretary at War, to be deducted out of the whole Pay of a Regiment; in conſequence 
of this Warrant, which 1s ſent to the Pay Office, that Sum 1s not applied for by the 
Paymaſter General, but remains in the Exchequer. 

A Warrant for Levy Money is made out by the 1 at War, who ſignifies 
from Time to Time, to the Paymaſter General, what Part of it is wanted; upon 
which, he applies for that Sum to the Treaſury, and when received, iſſues the Whole 
of it to the Agents of the Regiments. 

Diſtinct Accounts are kept of the Exchequer Fees paid, and alſo of 1 Deduction 
of Twelve Pence in the Pound, Hoſpital, and Allowance to Widows; it has not 
been thought neceſſary to poſt up and ſettle theſe Accounts, until the Time the 
Account of the Year is made up in the Auditor's Office. A diſtinct Account is alſo 
kept of the Sum iſſued upon Impreſt to the Paymaſter of the Widow's Penſians, 
and of the Payments out of the Deduction of Twelve Pence in the Pound, and One 
Day's Pay. 

The Sums received by the Paymaſter General, are either from the Exchequer, or 
the Treaſury of Ireland, or from Perſons whoſe Accounts have been ſettled, and who 
have been directed to pay their Balances into his Office, Sums received by him, 
under this Head, have from Time to Time been applied by him in Aid either of the 
Army Supplies, or of the Extraordinaries; and the Balance now remaining in his 
Hands, on this Account, is Eight thouſand Four hungred Sixty three Pounds Ten 
Shillings and Four Pence, 

The Yearly Accounts of the Paymaſter General are contained in To Ledgers, 
the Full Pay and Half Pay Ledgers; all theſe Ledgers are kept open until the 
Paymaſter General ſettles his final Account, 
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The Accounts of the Paymaſter General, when firſt ſent to the Office of the Au- 
Citor of the Impreſt, generally contain Payments only, with their Vouchers; they 
remain there until the Auditor has examined them, and ſends his Queries to the Pay 
Office. The Accounts of the firſt Three Years and a Half of the preſent Paymaſter 
General, were ſent into the Auditor's Office before Chriſtmas laſt: No Queries, re- 
lative to any of them, have as yet been received at the Pay Office. 

In every Account ſent to the Auditor's Office, it is uſual for the Paymaſter Ge- 


neral to charge himſelf with the Money received by him from the Exchequer, during 


the Period of that Account, in one groſs Sum, authenticated by the Impreſt Roll, 
made out at the Exchequer; and to charge himſelf with the Money from the Trea- 
ſury of Ireland, and with the ſeveral Sums received from other People; and to ſur- 
charge himſelf with the Gain by Exchange, and with the Poundage, Hoſpital, and 
Allowance to Widows. He diſcharges himſelf, by Vouchers for all his . 
ranged under their ſeveral Heads of Services. 

He is of Opinion, that it would not be expedient for the Paymaſter General, upon 
the Reſignation of his Office, to pay over the Balance then in his Hands to his Suc- 
ceſſor; and that the ſubſequent Buſineſs of the Office ſhould be carried on n by him, 


for the following Reaſons: 


Firſt, The Paymaſter General has his Depaties in various Parts of the World, 
who are in the conſtant Receipt of large Sums of Money on his Account ; ſufficient 
Time muſt be allowed them to adjuſt and ſettle their Accounts. 

Secondly. The Sums voted for the Army, are iſſued to the Paymaſter General 
at different Times, and under various Heads of Service; if he was not permitted, 
after his Refignation, to complete theſe Services to the Period of the Year his Ac- 
counts are carried on; but that Part of thoſe Services is to be paid by him, and 
Part by his Succeſſor ; it would multiply Accounts, and tend to Confuſion, and the 
Army Accounts, at preſent very intricate, would be more perplexed, and the mak- 


ing out and paſſing them retarded, 


Thirdly. Great Confuſion would be occaſioned in the Accounts, if Warrants for 


the Pay of the Garriſons at Home and Abroad, of the General and Staff Officers, 
and Officers of the Hoſpital, at Home and Abroad, voted in the Time of One 


Paymaſter, were to be paid by his Succeſſors; and the ſame would be the ESE re- 


ſpecting the Half Pay voted for the Reduced Officers,

lowance for or Benefit from it. Neither has he any Allowance or Benefit for ſolicit- 
ing, receiving, and paying, all the Montes for the Marine Service; which became 
an additional Branch of his Duty, on the Marines being placed under the Direction 


of my Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty.

There are no Fees or Gratuities authorized or demanded; but, for Want of 
Copper, it has for Time immemorial been cuſtomary, in paying the Wages of 
Officers and Seamen, and of Artificers in His Majeſty's Dock Yards, to retain the 


Pence under Six Pence; and in reſpect of the latter, particularly, the Notes which | 
the Clerk of the Checque gives to the Workmen, to ſpecify the Amount of their 
reſpective Wages, always leave out ſuch Pence. This has ever been conſidered as 
a Fund for making good Over-payments, and other Miſtakes that muſt unavoid- j 
ably happen, where Buſineſs is carried on in the extreme Hurry in which theſe Pay- | 
ments are uſually made; the Conſequences of which always fall on the Clerks who 
make them; and alſo in diſcharging the Expences attending the Payments of j 
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the Yards. When the Sums to be paid are very ſmall, inſtead of taking the odd 
Pence, they are generally increaſed to Six Pence in Favour of the Party. 
It has likewiſe, for Time immemorial, been uſual for Chaplains, Surgeons, and 
Purſers, or their Agents, to make a ſmall Compliment or Acknowledgment to the 
Clerks, who at their Riſk, and at extra Hours, adjuſt their reſpective Four Pences, 
Two Pences, and Venereal Cures, and Tobacco Money; this Perquiſite is entirely 
at the Option of the Officer, and has for many Years paſt been reduced to about 


Half of what was originally given. 


The Allowance of Extra, is for attending Payments, and making up Ships, and 
Yard Books; and that under the Head of Telling Money, is an Account of doing 
that Buſineſs at the Bank, in which there is always a Riſk both in Tale and W cight, 

The following Account is compiled with ſuch Exactneſs, that every Clerk is ready 
to authenticate the Truth of it in any Manner that may be thought proper.

HIS Examinant faith, That his Salary, as Firſt Clerk i in the Office of the 
Paymaſter to the Treaſurer of the Navy, is Eighty Pounds a Year, ſubject to 
the Deduction of Six Pence in the Pound: He has, beſides his Salary, an extra 
Allowance, at the Rate of Seven Shillings a Day, for attending Payments of Wages 
and the Yards, which has been an uſual Allowance before, as he has been informed,

The Profits of this Office conſiſts of Two Allowances and Fees ; One of the Al- 
lowances, as he believes, is One hundred and Twenty Pounds a Year, paid by the 
Auditor; the other an ancient Allowance of Thirty-five Pounds Two Shillings a 
Year, paid to him by Debenture. The Fees ariſe from the Tallies : He every Week

i HIS Examinant ſaith, That he executes the Office of Deputy and Firſt Clerk 
i | to Sir Edward Walpole, Clerk of the Pells; it has not been uſual, as he be- 
ki lieves, ever ſince the Beginning of this Century, for the Clerk of the Pells himſelf 
li to tranſact any Part of the Buſineſs of this Office; it is now, and has been as long as. 
| he remembers, carried on ſolely by the Deputy. This Office conſiſts of the Clerk of 
| the Pells, his Deputy and Firſt Clerk, and Fourteen Under Clerks, One of which 
(the Clerk of the Introitus) has Fees, but no Salary; Thirteen of them have Salaries 
* at his Pleaſure; and to the Clerk of the Declarations he allows a Portion of his own 
Fees, for entering, examining, and ſigning Impreſt Rolls. 

It is the Buſineſs of this Office to enter and record all Money paid into or iſſued 
out of the Exchequer; to record all Inſtruments that relate to the iſſuing of Money, 
and to take care that no Money is iſſued without a proper Authority, He has in his 
Cuſtody a Key to the Tellers Cheſts, and attends daily the opening the ſame, when- 
ever the Tellers receive or pay Money-z. he examines into the State of the Caſh, and 

every Week makes up an Account of the Receipts, Iſſues, and Remains, on every 
particular Head of Revenue, of which there are now above Two hundred and Se- 
venty, and tranſmits it to the Treaſury. Every Half Year he makes a Declaration, 


e upon Parchment, of all the 6 Raeder and Iſſues during that Half Year, of

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which One Copy is kept in the Office, and One tranſmitted to the Treaſury: He 
likewiſe, Twice a Year, examines, enters, and ſigns the General Impreſt Roll of all 
Perſons who have received Money upon Account; likewiſe the en Impreſt 
Roll for every Accountant who applies for it. 

The Emoluments, accruing to the Clerk of the Pells from this Office, conſiſt of 
| Allowances and Fees, and ſome ſmall Gratuities; all of which are received by the 
Deputy, and accounted for to the Principal. The Allowances are certain Payments; 
ſome, for the Management of Annuities created by various Acts of Parliament, and 
paid out of the F unds applicable to the Payment of thoſe Annuities; others, by Con- 
ſtitution or ancient Uſage, and paid out of the Civil Liſt: All of theſe are paid to 
him by Order or Debenture, made out, fome Annually, ſome Half Yearly, ſome 
Quarterly, by virtue of the General Letters Patent dormant, Ihe Sum Total re- 
ceived by the Clerk of the Pells, under this Head of Allowances, from Michaelmas 
1779 to Michaelmas 1780, amounted to One thouſand Six hundred and Three Pounds 
Eleven Pence; out of which were deducted for the Duties of One Shilling and of Six 
Pence in the Pound, One hundred and Twenty Pounds Eight Shillings and Eleven 
Pence; which reduced it to One thouſand Four hundred and Eighty-two Pounds 
Twelve Shillings. He is entitled to Fees, either upon the Receipt or the Iſſue of 
Money; thoſe upon the Receipt ariſe from the levying of Tallies, are received in the 
Tally Court, and conſiſt of nearly One Fourth Part of the whole Receipt in that 
Court: The Total of theſe Fees amounted, in the Period above mentioned, to One

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the Tellers from the Bills thrown down by them into that Court; to write, © Re- 
« corded” upon each Bill; to charge the Tellers with the Sums they receive; to. 
examine and compare with the Entry the Tallies when read by the Chamberlains, to 
ſee that tney agree; to enter theſe Receipts in a Book kept for that Purpole, and af- 
terwards to inroll- them. 

There is hung up in the Tally Court, a Table of the Fees due to the Officers and 
Clerks ; the Clerk of the Pells, and his Clerk in the Tally Court, are entitled to One 
Fourth Part of thoſe Fees ; except in the Article of Sheriffs Proffers, and ſome other 
trifling Exceptions, in which there is ſome Variance from that Rule of One Fourth.

Secondly, A State of the Fees. 7 - 


The Authority under which Fees are claimed by the Tellers al their Clerks, is 
ancient Uſage. 

In order to explain the Manner and the Proportion in which theſe Fees are taken, 
it will be neceſſary for us to refer you to the following Table of Fees, extracted 
verbatim from the Report of the Barons of the Exchequer, preſented by them to 
the Lords and Commons in Parliament aſſembled, purſuant to an Act of the Fourth 
Year of King William and Queen Mary; and to make ſome Obſervations upon the 
preſent Practice of the Office, in Caſes where we deviate from the Rates ſet forth i in 
the Baron s Report. 


Here follows ſo much of the Baron's Report as relates to the Teller's Office. 


We muſt obſerve, that theſe Fees are paid by the Perſons who receive the Monies, 
and are not carried to the Account of the Public: And we muſt add an old Table of 
Fees, taken by the Clerks for receiving Monies, to which the Barons ſeem to refer 
in their Report. This Table contains ſeveral Heads, not mentioned by the Barons, 
which conſiſt chiefly of Branches of the old Revenues of the Crown, which did not 
come under the Conſideration of the Barons of the Exchequer, becauſe their Report 
related to the Aids and Supplies granted and to be granted 7 hank Parliament then 
ſitting. Theſe Fees form a very inconſiderable Part of the Sum ſtated in this Account, 
as the Amount of the Fees — for receiving Money, called Bill Money.

The Table of Fees allowed by the Barons of the Exchequer for iſſuing Money, 
is the Rule of our preſent Practice, except in the following Inſtances, where Fees 
are either abated by old Agreements, or aboliſhed by Acts of Parliament. 

Firſt, The Fee allowed by the Barons, for Monies iſſued to the Land Forces, is 
now taken only for ſuch as are iſſued for the voted Services; and, by an Agreement, 
made in the Year 1744, the Officers of the Exchequer, in Conſideration of the In- 
creaſe of the Army Services, and of their Fees thereupon, conſented to remit One 
Third Part upon the Extraordinary Services of the Army, which reduces the Tellers 
Fee to 3s. gd. per Cent. and the Clerks to 15. 2d. per Cent. 

Secondly, For Montes iſſued for Penſions to the Paymaſter of Ie Penſions (an. 
Office created in the Year 1702, ſince the Barons made their Report) the Tellers 
and their Clerks have, by Agreement, abated their Fees, and Mare always taken the 
ſame Fees as the Queen's Treaſurer formerly paid, 

Thirdly, All Monies iſſued to the Queen's Treaſurer, Princes Cofferer, or to any 
of the Royal Family, are exempted from Fees, and all other Charges, by Acts of 
Parliament. 

Fourthly, The Commiſſioners and Officers of the Treaſury, and many others, are 
excuſed from paying Fees, by Courteſy; and Fees are trequently remitted in the 
Whole or in Part, upon Sums iſſued for charitable Uſes, 


Wie come now to the Account required by your Precept; namely, an exact State 


of che Fees received by each of the Four Tellers of the Receipt of the Exchequer,

quer. And we beg Leave to premiſe, That the preſent Tellers, not being conſi- 
dered merely as executive Officers of the Adminiſtration of the Revenues, . but hold- 
ing their Offices by Grants made to their Anceſtors in Conſideration of Services 

rendered to the Crown, and to the Public, are impowered by their Patents to exe- 
cute them by themſelves, or by ſufficient Deputies; which Deputies have no 
Emolument as ſuch, but only the Profits arifing from their Fees, as Firſt Clerks : 
That the Tellers Fees are equally divided among the Four Tellers; and that the 
Clerks Fees, for iſſuing Money, are divided in the ſame Manner among the Four 
Firſt and Four Second Clerks, the Four Firſt Clerks reſerving the Fees for receiving 
Monies called Bi Money, which are equally divided among es | 

In the Account which we now lay before you, we give you an exact State of the 
Receipts into the Exchequer, from Michaelmas 1779 to Michaelmas 1780, amount- 
ing to the Sum of J 31,821,195 : 10: 44, including Exchequer Bills depoſited in 
the Tellers Offices as Caſh; and of the Iſſues from thence * the lame Period, 
amounting to the Sum of J 39,384,838: 3: 24. 

We have diſtinguiſhed ſuch Iſſues as are ſubje&t to Fees from ſuch as are ex- 
empted from Fees by Uſage, Courteſy, or Acts of Parliament; and we hope that 
vou will not think it improper for us to remark, that the Amount of the Fees, from 
Michaelmas 1779 to Michaelmas 1780, 1s not to be conſidered as an Eſtimate by 
which you can judge of the Annual Value of theſe Offices. 

The great Increaſe of the Fees ariſes from the very extraordinary Iſſues to the 
Army, Navy, and Ordnance, as well as to the additional DN, that near 
Five Quarters of the Civil Liſt were paid Curing that Period, 

In 1768, the Tellers Fees amounted to no more than / 2,541:18:6 to each 
Teller, and the Clerks Fees to £ 470: 4: 8 to each of the Firſt and Second Clerks; 
and whenever, by the Reſtoration of Peace, the Public Expences are reduced to the 
ſame Eſtabliſhment, the Profits of theſe Offices, which depend upon the Annual

The EXAMINATION of Daniel Wray Eſquire, Deputy and Firſt Clerk to 
the Earl of Hardwick, One of the Tellers of the Exchequer 4 taken upon Oath, 
the * 13th, and 15th November 1781. 


HIS Examinant faith, That he is Deputy and Firſt Clerk to the Earl of 

Hardwick, the Senior of the Four Tellers of the Exchequer : He was appoint- 
ed by Deputation, dated the 7th of OZober 1745; and, as Firſt Clerk, was approy- 
ed of and {worn into his Office by the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, according to 
the Act of Parliament. 
The Teller is appointed by the Kine, by Letters Patent, for the Term of his 
Life; and gives, as he is informed and believes, Security to the Crown, if of Age, 
himſelf in Three thouſand Pounds, and Two Sureties in Two thouſand Pounds each. 
The Office of Teller was granted to the preſent Poſſeſſors in Reverſion, and during 
their Minority, The Teller 1s empowered by his Patent to make a Deputy, which 
Deputy tranſacts all the Buſineſs of the Office; the Teller himſelf does not, nor has 
it been uſual for him to execute any Part of it whatever. The Deputy gives Security 
to the Teller as Deputy and Firſt Clerk, by Bond, himſelf in Five thouſand Pounds, 
and Two Sureties in Two thouſand Five hundred Pounds each. 

It is the Buſineſs of this Office, to receive, keep, and pay the Money belonging to 

the Public; every Perſon who pays Money into the Exchequer, enters in the Waſte 
Book, the Name of the Perſon who is to pay it, the Sum, and upon what Account; 
the Deputy Teller tranſcribes this Entry in the Waſte Book in Latin, upon a Piece 
of Parchment, called a Bill, figns it, and tranſmits it through a Pipe into the Tally 
Court, 

Upon Production of an Order or Debenture directed by the Auditor, and recorded 
by the Clerk of the Pells, the Deputy Teller pays to the Perſon applying, the Sum 
therein mentioned, taking his Receipt ; theſe Receipts and Payments are all entered 
in various Books every Day, the Receipts are agreed with the Clerk of the Pells, and 
the Payments with the Examiner of the Teller's Vouchers; the Teller agrees the 
weekly Certificate which is tranſmitted to the Treaſury, with the Auditor and Clerk 
of the Pells; the Half Yearly Certificate is agreed in like Manner, The Public 
Money 1s kept in Cheſts, to which there are Three Keys, One kept by the Teller, 
One by the Clerk of the Pells, and One by the Chamberlain, theſe Three attend 
whenever it is neceſſary to open the Cheſts. 

This Office conſiſts of the Teller, the Deputy and Firſt Clerk, the Second Clerk, 
and Three Under Clerks, all of whom are appointed by the Teller. The Emolu— 
ments received by the Officers in this Office, conſiſt of a Salary, Allowances, Fees, 


and 
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and Gratuities. The Tellers have each an ancient Salary or annual Fee, the Senior 
Thirty-three Pounds Six Shillings and Eight Pence, and the Three Juniors Thirty- 
one Pounds Thirteen Shillings and Four Pence, paid to them by Debenture Half 
Yearly : Each Teller has alſo a Fourth Part of certain annual Allowances, for the 
Payment of Clerks, made to them by the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, by virtue of 
ſeveral Acts of Parliament, as a Recompence for the Trouble which the Management 


of the Annuities, created by thoſe Acts, give to the Office; which Fourth Part 


amounts to the Sum of Three hundred and Thirty-nine Pounds Fourteen Shillings 
and One Penny Farthing ; theſe Allowances are paid Quarterly by Debenture. The 
Teller has no Fee upon the Receipt of Money; his Fees ariſe from the Iſſue, and are 
grounced upon ancient Uſage; they are paid to him by the Perſons receiving, ac- 
cording to a Table of Fees inſerted in the Barons Report, with the following Varia- 
tions; for Money iſſued to the Army, the Rate in the Barons Table is Five Shillings 
and Seven Pence Two Tenths per Cent. which is the Rate now uſed for the voted 
Services; but for the Fxtraordinaries, the Fee taken for the Teller, is Three Shil- 
lings and Nine Pence per Cent. only, for Annuities, Rewards, &c. in the Barons 
Report, in which Penſions are underſtood to be included, the Rate is Two Pounds 
Ten Shillings per Cent.; but the Fees taken by the Teller for the Payments made 
to the Paymaſter of the Penſions, is only Three Shillings and Four Pence per Cent. 
being the Rate for the Queen's Treaſurer in the Barons Report. Money iſſued to 
the Queen's Treaſurer and the Princes Cofferer, though included in the Barons Re- 
port, are now exempt from Fees by Acts of Parliament, as is likewife Money iſſued 


to the Royal Family. The Fees ariſing from theſe Iſſues, are divided equally 


amongſt the Four Tellers every Quarter; One Fourth Part of which amounted in the 
Year, ending Michaelmas 1780, to Seven thouſand and Thirty-eight Pounds Fifteen 
Shillings and One Halfpenny. The Salary, Allowances, and Fees, amounted toge- 
ther, to Seven thouſand Four hundred and Eleven Pounds Fifteen Shillings and Nine 
Pence Three Farthings, and are the only Emoluments to which the Firſt Teller was 
intitled in that Year, The Earl of Hardwick did not receive the Whole of the Salary 
of Thirty three Pounds Six Shillings and Eight Pence; Mr. Town/hend, the then 
Senior Teller, dying within that Year, his Executors became entitled to a ſmall Part 
of the Difference between the Salary of the Senior and a Junior Teller. The Deputy 
Teller receives all the Profits to which the Teller is entitled, and accounts for them 
with his Principal every Quarter; there are ſeveral Services for which Sums amount- 
ing to above Fourteen Millions were iſſued, upon which no Fees were taken in the 
Tellers Office, being exempt either by Acts of Parliament, Uſage, or Courteſy. 


The Taxes paid in the laſt Year by Lord Hardwick, for his Office, amounted to 


Three hundred and Twenty-eight Pounds Twelve Shillings and Three Pence; he 
alſo paid for Clerks and other Expences, Three hundred and Eighty-four Pounds 


Thirteen Shillings and One Penny Farthing, amounting together to Seven hundred 
ö and 
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and Thirteen Pounds, Five Shillings and Four Pence F arthing ; which reduced the Nett 
Profits of the Office of the Firſt Teller for the Year above-mentioned to Six thouſand 
Six hundred and Ninety-ſix Pounds Eleven Shillings and Nine Pence Halfpenny ; 
to the beſt of his Knowledge and Belief, the Earl of Hardwick received no other Fee, 
Gratuity, or Emolument whatever, tor the Profits of his Office during the ſaid Time, 
except as above-mentioned. 

Upon the Payment of Money, the Deputy Teller deducts all the Fees due to the 
Tellers and Clerks : he detains allo the Land Tax, and the Shilling and Sixpenny 
Duties. The Fees are divided every Quarter equally among the Four Offices, the 
Taxes are paid to the ſeveral Receivers upon their A pplication. 

Ihe Fees paid at this Time by the Paymaſter General of the Forces for all ths 
Officers of the Exchequer, for the voted Services is One Penny Halfpenny in the 
Pound; and for the Extraordinaries One Penny in the Pound. The Fee of One 
Penny Halfpenny is grounded upon the Barons Report; which authorizes the ſame 
Fee for all Money, iſſued for Army Services: But he has heard, that fince the Year 
1744 a Fee of One Penny only has been taken for the Extraordinaries of the Army, 
in conſequence of ſome Agreement entered into at that Time, between the Treaſury 
and the Officers of the Exchequer. 

The Profits of the Firſt Clerk and Second Clerk ariſe from Fees and Gratuities; the 
Deputy has no Emolument as ſuch, but only the Fees and Gratuities belonging to the 
Office of Firſt Clerk. Upon the Receipr, the Fees due to him are called Bill Money, 
and are in conſideration of his writing the Bills; they are received of the Perſons who 
pay in Money, either at a certain Rate per Bill, or at the Rate of Sixteen Pence per Thou- 
ſand Pounds, according to an ancient Table of Fees uſed in the Office. Theſe Fees 
belong to the Four Firſt Clerks only, and are equally divided amongſt them: the 
Share of each Clerk amounted in the Year ending at Michaelmas 1780, to One hun- 
dred and Eighty two Pounds Nine Shillings. Upon the Iſſue, the Fees due to the 
Clerks are a certain Rate per Cent. ſimilar to thoſe due to the Teller, according to 
the Services for which the Money is iſſued, as inſerted in the Barons Report, with 
the like Variations and Exemptions, 

Theſe Fees are received from the Perſons to whom Money is paid ; and are divided 
in equal Shares amongſt the Four Firſt and the Four Second Clerks, Theſe Fees 
amounted, in the Year ending at Michaelmas 1780, to Eleven thouſand and Thirty- 
ſix Pounds Sixteen Shillings and Eight Pence; One Eighth Part of which to each 
Clerk, was, One thouſand Three hundred and S:venty-nine Pounds Twelve Shil- 
lings and One Penny. Each Firſt Clerk has alſo an Annual Gratuity from ſome of 
tae public Offices, amounting to Forty-ſix Pounds Four Shillings a Year: theſe 
Fees and Gratuities received by him, as Firſt Clerk to Lord Hardwick in the Time 
above-mentioned, amounted to One thouſand Six hundred and Eight Pounds Five 
Shillings and One Penny; he allo received from his Principal, Three hundred and 


7 Thirty- 
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Thirty-nine Pounds Fourteen Shillings, which was the Allowance received by him 
for the Payment of Clerks; in conſideration of which he pays the Three Under 
Clerks; the Second Clerk, likewiſe, by Direction of the Teller, allowed out of his 
Share of his Fees to him as Firſt Clerk, Two hundred and Thirty Pounds, to make 
up the Deficiency of the Salaries paid by him to the Under Clerks, and as an addi- 

tional Recompence for his Care and Trouble in the Execution of his Office. The 
Total of theſe Sums is Two thouſand One hundred and Seventy-ſeven Pounds Nine- 

teen Shillings and One Penny; out of which he paid, for Taxes, Fifty-ſix Pounds; 
and to the Three Under Clerks, Four hundred Pounds; and to Porters One Pound 
One Shilling; which reduced his clear Receipt to One thouſand Seven hundred and 
Twenty Pounds Eighteen Shillings and One Penny; the Whole of which Sum was 
received by him for his own Uſe, and was the Total Sum received by him for the 
Execution of this Office, during the Period above mentioned. 

This Examinant further ſaith, That ever ſince he has been in the Office, which 
is upwards of Thirty-ſix Years, the Second Clerk has never attended or done any 
Buſineſs in the Office; he always paid to the Perſon, nominated by the Teller as 
the Second Clerk, the Share of the Fees belonging to that Office, retaining to his 

own Uſe the Sum directed by the Teller, except during a VACANCY: when he paid it 
to the Teller himſelf. 

The Second Clerk's Fees amounted in the laſt Year to One tone Three hun- 
dred and Seventy-nine Pounds Twelve Shillings and One Penny, which was reduced 
by the Payment of Forty-two Pounds Ten Shillings for Taxes, and Two hundred 
and Thirty Pounds Allowance to the Firſt Clerk, and Five Shillings to the Porter, 
to One thouſand One hundred and Six Pounds Seventeen Shillings and One Penny ;. 


which Sum he paid to the Father of Mr, 7o/eph Yorke, who is the Second Clerk, and 
under Ape.

11S Examinant faith, That he is Deputy and Firſt Clerk to the Earl of 
Noribington, One of the Tellers of the Exchequer, and receives for him all the 
 Emoluments which he is entitled to as Teller. For the Year ending at Michaelmas 
1780, he received for Lord Northington, his Patent Fee of Thirty-one Pounds Thir- 
tcen Shillings and Four Pence, his Proportion of Fees being Seven thouſand and 
Thirty-eight Pounds Fifteen Shillings and One Halfpenny ; his Share of the Allow- 
ances, paid purſuant to the Annuity Acts, Three hundred and Thirty-nine Pounds 
Fourteen Shillings and One Penny Farthing; and for the Rent of the Houſe belong- 
ing to him as Teller, Forty Pounds, making together Seven thouſand Four hundred 
and Fifty Pounds Two Shillings and Five Pence Three Farthings ; out of which 
he paid for Taxes, Three hundred and Thirty-ſeven Pounds Seventeen Shillings 
and Six Pence; and for Salaries to Three Under Clerks, Three hundred and Ninety 
Pounds; and for Gratuities and incidental Expences, Forty-four Pounds Nineteen 
Shillings, amounting together to Seven hundred and Seventy-two Pounds Sixteen 
Shillings and Sixpence, which reduced his Profits, as Teller for that Year, to the

He further ſaith, That as Firſt Clerk in this Office, he received, during the ſame 
Period, One thouſand Three hundred and Seventy-nine Pourds Twelve Shillings 
and One Penny, as his Share of the Fees; and One hundred and Fighty-two Pounds 
Nine Shillings, as his Share of the Bill Money; and Forty-ſix Pounds Four Shillings

The EXAMINATION of Abraham Farley Eſquire, Deputy to Montague 
Burgeyne Eſquire, One of the Chamberlains of the Exchequer ; taken upon Oath, 
21ſt and 22d November 1781. 


HIS Examinant ſaith, That he is Deputy Chamberlain in the Receipt of the 
T Exchequer to Montague Burgeyne Eſquire, One of the Chamberlains of the 
Exchequer. The Chamberlain is appointed by the Crown, by Letters Patent, to 
hold his Office for Life, and to exerciſe it by himſelf, or his Deputy or Deputies. 
Mr. Burgoyne does not execute any Part of the Buſineſs of this Office himſelf, but 
the Whole of it by his Deputies. He has been Deputy Chamberlain ever ſince the 
Year 1735 to Three ſucceſſive Chamberlains, none of whom ever executed any Part 
of the Buſineſs themſelves. 

This Office, on the Receipt Side, conſiſts of Two Chamberlains and Two De- 
puties, and no o'her Officer; it is called The Tally Court, whoſe Buſineſs it is, to 
ſtrike Tallies for the Perſons who pay Money into the Exchequer ; this Tally is an 
Acquittance, and conſiſts of Two Parts, the Tally which is delivered to the Perſon 
who pays, and the Counterpart, called the Foil, which the Deputy Chamberlain on 
the Court Side takes and keeps until the Perſon paſſes his Accounts, the Sum paid 
in being cut upon the Tally, and the Name of the Perſon, the Date and the Head 
of Duty, being wrote on each Side by the Tally Writer, and the Tally being ſplit 
into Two Parts, the Senior of the Two Deputy Chamberlains, both of whom con- 
ſtantly attend, reads the Tally, the other holds the Foil, and fees that it agrees with 
the Tally, and the Clerk of the Introitus ſees that it agrees with his Entry of the 
Receipt. In this Office are kept the Standard, Weights, and Meaſures; the 
Weights and Meaſures delivered to the Subjects are here ſized and ſealed ; this hap- 
pens but ſeldom. The Chamberlains alſo have each a Key to the Treaſury, where 
the Standard Pieces of Gold and Silver are kept, and attend at the Trial of the Pix, 
which happens Once in Five or Six Years. 

The Chamberlain 1s intitled to a Salary of F ifty-two Pounds Three Shillings and 
Four Pence a Year, paid him Half Yearly by Debenture, by virtue of the Dormant 
Werrant ; which Salary is reduced, by the Land Tax and Sixpenny Duty, to Forty- 
ſix Pounds Seventeen Shillings; this Sum the Deputy receives, and pays to the 
Chamberlain.

HIS Examinant ſaith, That he is Deputy Uſher of the Receipt of the Ex- 

chequer to the honourable Horace Walpole, the Uſher ; he was appointed by 
Deed, under the Hand and Seal of the Uſher, and has been Deputy Seven Years, 
The Uſher is appointed by Letters Patent for Life, to exerciſe his Office by himſelf, 
or his Deputy or Deputies. He believes it has always been uſual for the Uſher to 
execute his Office by Deputy ; the preſent Vow tranſacts no Part of the Buſineſs 
himſelf, it is all done by the Deputy, 


The Office conſiſts of the Uſher, his Deputy, and a Clerk, who is now alſo Yeo- 
man Uſher ; the Uſher appoints them all. 
It is the Buſineſs of this Office to ſupply the Treaſury and 8 with all 
Kinds of Stationary Ware, Tables, Deſks, and Turnery Ware, and the Exchequer 


with Coals; to keep the Keys of the Doors of the Exchequer, and to employ the 


Perſons who do Repairs to the Exchequer, and the Inſide of the Treaſury. The 
Advantages to the Uſher ariſe either from certain ſmall Half Yearly Payments, or 
from the Profits he makes by his ſupplying the Treaſury and Exchequer with theſe 
Articles, at a Rate according to an ancient Table of allowed Prices, kept in the 
Offices of the Uſher and Auditor, He has a Profit of Forty per Cent. upon extraor- 
dinary Articles not included in the Table, and Three Shillings and Six Pence in the 
Pound on Bills for Repairs. He delivers nothing to any Office without a Note, ſpe- 
cifying the Article wanted; and every Half Year he makes out an Account for each 
Office of. every Article he has ſerved to that Office, which Accounts are both 
compared with the Notes, and ſigned by the Deputies or Firſt Clerks in each Office, 
and are the Uſher's Vouchers: Two Liberates are then made out, one for the old, 
the other for the new Offices; theſe Liberates contain all the Articles in thoſe Vouch- 
ers, with the Prices; they are carried with the Vouchers to the Auditor; they are 
there examined and ſigned by him, then ſigned by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
after which they are paid, by Orders under the General Letters Patent dormant. 
All theſe Fecs and Profits that accrued to the Uther during the Year ending at Mi— 
chaelmas 1780, amounted to Five thouſand Two hundred and Ninety-three Pounds 
Six Shillings and One Farthing ; out of which he paid, for Taxes, Four hundred 
and Seventy-ſix Pounds and Five Pence Farthing; for Fees at the Treaſury and the 
Exchequer, Forty-ſix Pounds Eighteen 9 ; for incidental Expences, One 
hundred and Five Pounds Fourteen Shillings and Ten Pence; to his Deputy, a

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Salary of One hundred and Forty-four Pounds, and One Third of the Poundage on

He further ſaith, That as Deputy Uſher he received from his Principal a Salary

＋ HIS Examinant faith, That he is One of the Pay maſters of Exchequer Bills: 
He is appointed by a Conſtitution under the Hands and Seals of the Commiſ- 
ſioners of the Treaſury, during Pleaſure. 

This Office conſiſts of Three Paymaſters, a Controller, an Accountant, a Caſhier, 
Two Clerks, a Houſekeeper, and Meſſenger ; and at the Time the Public Bills are 
paying, as many Aſſiſtant Clerks as are wanted. The Paymaſters appoint all the 
Officers and Clerks, except the Controller and ce A who are appointed by 
Conſtitution by the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury. 

The Buſineſs of this Office is to pay off and diſcharge the Principal and Intereſt. 
due upon all Exchequer: Bills. 

When Public Bills are to be paid off, in 1 IL of a Letter from the Secretary 
of the Treaſury, a Computation is made of the Principal and Intereſt due upon the 
Bills therein mentioned, from the Days they were ſeverally iſſued to a given Day, of 
which public Notice is given by Advertiſements; this Computation being ſent to the 
Treaſury, a Warrant and Order are obtained for the Payment of the computed Sum 
to the Pay maſters of Exchequer Bills, which Sum is paid by the Tellers to the Bank, 
on the Account of thoſe Paymaſters, and is drawn for from Time to Time by any Two - 
of them, either pay able to the Exchequer Bill Holders, or to their Caſhier, to enable 
him to diſcharge Sums not exceeding Five hundred Pounds. 

The Bills taken by the Bank are ſome of them in a daily Courſe of being diſcharged 
by the Receipt of the Aids and Duties upon the Credit of which they were iſſued, and 
the Account of them ufually-ſettled every Week with the Bank; and others of them 
are diſcharged in conſequence of Acts of Parliament for that Purpoſe, in like Manner 
as the public Bills are paid, The Exchequer Bills, when diſcharged, are cancelled, 
and kept in the Office, until ſent to the Office of the Auditors of che Impreſt, where 
the Accounts are paſſed every Year. 

The Pay maſters, and all the Officers and Clerks are paid by certain-annual Salaries,

0:herwile in Caſh, in Bags, labelled with the Sum therein contained, and the Initials 
of the Name of the Bank Clerk who delivered it; where the Balance is under One 
| hundred Pounds, it is paid or received in looſe Caſh.: The Cuſtoms, Exeiſe, Stamp 
Office, Poſt Office, Salt Office, and ſeveral of the Receivers of the Land Tax, the 
Paymaſter General of the Forces, the Treaſurer of the Navy, and Treaſurer of the 
Ordnance, all keep Caſh with the Bank.

Howe, K. B; taken upon Oath, 4th and 5th March, and 22d April, 1782. 


IR William Howe ſaith, That he was Commander in Chief of His Majeſty's 
Forces within the Colonies laying on the Atlantic Ocean, from Nova Scotia ty 
Weſt Florida, from the 10th of Ofober 1775 to the 23d of May 1778. | 
No Money placed in the Hands of the Deputy Paymaſter General of the Forces, 
for the Extraordinary Services of the Army, can be iſſued without the Authority of 
the Commander in Chief; this Authority is ſometimes delegated by him to General 
Officers commanding Corps, in Caſes of Neceſlity, where the Communication is either 
interrupted or too diſtant, = 
He, as Commander in Chief, exerciſed this Power, by granting either Temporary 
or Final Warrants to Officers at the Heads of thoſe Departments employed in the 
Expenditure of the Public Money for the Army Services. The Temporary War— 
rant, is a Warrant for Money iſſued upon Account at the Requiſition of the Officer. 
At the End of every Quarter, or as ſoon after as the Service would admit, he, as 
Commander in Chief, required from the Heads of each Department an Account of 
the Sum expended for the laſt unſettled Quarters : Purſuant to this Requiſition, the 
Officer laid before him the Quarterly Abſtract of the Money diſburſed by him in his 
Department, diſtinguiſhed under particular Heads; he examined this Abſtract, and 
if any Charge was either new, or higher than he expected, or wanted Explanation, he 
either called for the Voucher for that Article, or for the Officer to explain it; other- 
il wile the Vouchers were left unexamined in the Poſſeſſion of the Officer, to be pro- 
4 duced by him in the Office where his Accounts were to be finally paſſed. The 
Vouchers are ſo numerous, and the Duties of a Commander in Chief are ſo various 
and extenſive, that it is almoſt impoſſible for him to give his Attention to a minute 
Examination into Accounts; but he generally either inquired of the Officer whether 
he had the Vouchers for the different Articles, or depended upon his Honour that he 
had them all in his Poſſeſſion. If no Objection appeared to this Abſtract, he 
granted a Final Warrant, directed to the Deputy Paymaſter General, for the Pay- 
ment of the total Sum therein mentioned, with the Abſtract annexed. The Officer, 
as he apprehends, carries this Final Warrant to the Deputy Paymaſter General, takes 
up from him and cancels the Temporary Warrants, and receives the Balance, 
leaving with the Deputy ee General the Warrant and Abſtract, as his 
Youcher, 
'The Officers to whom he, as Commander i in Chief, iNued Money, for hich they 
were accountable, were, the Secretary and Paymaſter to the Commander in Chief, 
| the 
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the Paymaſter General of the Provincial Troops, the Quarter Maſter General, the 
Commiſſary General, the Barrack Maſter General, the Chief Engineer, the Super- 
intendant of Indian Affairs, the Bridge Matter, the Purveyors of the Hoſpitals, and 


the Commiſſary of Priſoners. When he came to the Command of the Army, he 
found that the Quarter Maſter General, the Commiſſary General, the Barrack Maſter 


General, and the Chief Engineer, were Officers entruſted with the Expenditure of 


Part of the Public Money; he continued to entruſt them with ſo much Money as 


the Services of their reſpective Departments required. He does not conſider it as 
abſolutely neceſſary that theſe Officers ſhould be entruſted with the Payment of 

Money; that Truſt may be lodged in other Perſons. All theſe Accountants were 
paid in the ſame Manner, upon producing Abſtracts of their Expenditure, by Final 
Warrants granted to them upon the Deputy Paymaſter General: He found this to 
be the Mode in uſe when he firſt took the Command of the Army, and continued it 
during his Time, Confidence 1s placed in the principal Officers, that they execute 
their ſeveral Truſts with Honeſty and Fidelity, and they are ſubject to a future Ac- 
count at Home, If theſe Accounts were not diſcharged, the Service could not go 


on. Lifts of theſe Warrants are ſent Home every Quarter, or ſoon after every Set- 


tlement, to the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury. In ſome Caſes of inferior Officers, 
he did not diſcharge the Accounts until they had been examined by ſome Officer to 
whom he referred them, There was no Check upon the Officers employed in 
this Expenditure, except the Examination by the Commander in Chicf above- 
mentioned. 


The Regulations by which the ſeveral Departments are governed, flow from the 


 Communiler in Chief, and no Alterations can be made in thoſe Regulations but by 
his Orders. In forming the Regulations, he uſually conſulted the Officers as the 


Heads of the ſeveral Departments. He, as Commander in Chief, appointed all 
thoſe additional Staff Officers which the Neceſſity of the Service required, ſuch as 
Deputy Quarter Maſters, Deputy Barrack Maſters, ſome Aſſiſtant Commiſſaries, and 
other inferior Officers, and the ſuperior Officers themſelves, upon a Vacancy. 


He ſettled what Number of Waggons, Horſes, and Drivers ſhould be employed 


for a Campaign; and the Diſtribution of them amongſt the ſeveral Regiments, 
Corps, and Departments. Theſe were in general retained the whole Year ; had they 
been diſcharged at the End of the Campaign, it would have been hardly poſſible to 
have procured them when wanted; and all of them were at One Time in the Winter, 
whilſt the Army was at Philadelphia, employed in bringing in Forage, and the regi- 
mental Waggons wete conſtantly employed in the regimental Services. 

He c ſettled the Price of the Hire of the Waggons, Horſes, and Drivers, and the 
Tonnage of the ſmall Craft employed. No Waggons or Horſes were purchaſed for 
the Uſe of the Army; the hiring them was conſidered as the greateſt Saving to the 


Public, 
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Public, becauſe they could then be diſcharged at any Time without Loſs, If they 
were loſt in the Service, the Proprietors were to be paid for them. 

Finding a Neceſſity for a Naval Officer who ſhould provide proper Veſſzls, and 
take Care that they were well equipped, and forth-coming when wanted, and not de- 
tained in the Service longer than was neceſſary—for theſe, and other Purpoſes men- 
tioned in the Warrant, he appointed Captain David Laird to the Office of Superin- 
tendant of Veſſels, This Branch before belonged to the Department of the Quarter 
Maſter General, but his Bulinets grew too extenſive for him to give ſufficient Atten- 
tion to it. 


Mr. Daniel Chamier received a Commiſſion appointing him Commiſſary of Ac- 


counts attending the Army in North America; but he docs not know or believe that 


he ever acted under that Authority,

Cornwallis; taken upon Oath, 27th of February, and 1ſt of March, 1782, 


ORD Cornuallis ſaith, That when he was left in Command in South Carolina, 
in June 1780, he received Inſtructions from Sir Henry Clinton, the Commander 
in Chief, to grant Warrants upon the Deputy Paymaſter General in Charles Town, 
for Money applicable to the Services of the Army; in Conlequence of theſe Inſtruc- 
tions, he iſſued Warrants to the ſeveral Officers employed in the Expenditure of the 
Public Money, particularly to the Quarter Maſter General, Commiſſary General, 
and Perſons in other inferior Departments; moſt of. theſe Warrants were, as he be- 
lieves, Temporary, and upon Account, and granted upon the Application of Offi 
cers, ſuggeſting that they were in want of Money to carry on the Services of their 
ſeveral "SI | 
Having found, upon ſeveral Occaſions, the Waggons and Horſes employed in the 
Public Service in bad Condition, and unable to Ra 55 the Services required, he 
wiſhed to apply the moſt effectual Remedy to this Evil; and, as it had been cuſ- 
tomary for che Quarter Maſter General to provide both for the Uſe of the Army, 
8 he

he thought it neceſſary to direct that the Quarter Maſter General ſhould have no 
Property in either the Waggons or the Horſes ; and this was one Object of Orders 
iſſued by him, and dated the 23d December 1780: The ſame Orders contained Direc- 
tions relative to the Craft provided by the Quarter Maſter General for the Uſe of the 
Army. Another Object of theſe Orders was the Commiſſary General: He had ob- 
ſerved that it had been the Cuſtom for the regimental Quarter Maſters, when they 
received Proviſions from the Commiſſary General, to give him Receipts for a com- 
plete Ration, without diſtinguiſhing whether it conſiſted of Proviſions received from 
Europe, or procured in that Country ; whereas the latter were often got for nothing, 
or at a Price inferior to that of the European Ration: To remedy this Evil, he iſſued 
thoſe Orgers relative to the Commiſſary General. To prevent Proviſions taken from 
the Country, and either not paid for, or paid for at a certain Price, from being 
charged to the Account of the Public, either at all, or at a greater Price than they 
were purchaſed at, he appointed Commiſſaries of Captures; who collected Proviſions 
from the Country, and gave Receipts for them to thoſe Perſons only who were 
Friends; and delivered out thoſe Proviſions to the Troops without taking Receipts 
for them; by which Means thoſe Receipts only given to the Proprietors of the Pro- 
viſions could be brought 1 in Charge againſt the Public. 

That theſe Receipts given by the Commiſſaries of Captures might be paid at New 


York, and ſome Indulgences promiſed by him to the Troops might be allowed, he 


delivered to the Commander in Chief at New York a Paper containing Memorandums 


for that Purpoſe, which Paper he will lay before the Board, as it fully deſcribes 


the Steps he had taken relative to his Mode of ſupplying the Army under his 
Command.

HIS Examinant faith, That he was appointed Quarter Maſter General to the 
| Army under the Command of Sir Henry Clinton, in North America in November 
1779, and ſucceeded Sir William Erſtine in that Office; he went from England in March 
following, arrived at New York about the End of April, and immediately failed for 
Charles 
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Charles Town ;, from thence he returned to New York in June. During his Abſence, 


in the Months of April, May, and June, the Buſineſs of the Quarter Maſter General 
at New York was executed by Lord Cathcart (who was pro tempore Quarter Maſter 
General) and by the Deputies in that Department. The Mode of obtaining Money 
by the Quarter Maſter General is, by a Memorial to the Commander in Chief, pray- 
ing a Sum may be iſſued to him upon Account, by Warrant upon the Deputy 
Paymaſter; upon producing this Warrant to him, he gives an Order upon the 
Agents of the Remitters for, the Sum. 

The firſt and only Account for which he obtained a deny Warrant from the 
Commander in Chief, was for the Expenditure of the Money in his Department at 
New York, for the Months of April, May, and June 1780. He collected from the 
ſeveral Deputy Quarter Maſters General, and procured from his own Office, the 
Vouchers for the Pranſactions during that Period, of which he made an Abſtract, 
and carried that Abſtract, with a final Warrant annexed, to the Commander in Chief, 
and left them with him for his Inſpection, and informed him he had the Vouchers 
ready for his Examination. 

He believes the uſual Method is for the Secretary to examine the Abſtract with 
the Warrant, and to make his Report to the Commander in Chief, who ſigns the 
Warrant for the Sum Total mentioned in the Abſtract, and the Secretary counter— 
ſigns it. He believes it is not uſual, and hardly poſſible, for the Commander in 
Chief, or his Secretary, to examine the Vouchers, they are generally ſo very volu- 
minous, and mult be tranſmitted to the Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt to be 
definitively examined, and allowed of by them, previous to the Quarter Maſter Ge- 
neral's paſſing his Accounts. 

In every Service Superintendants are app-nted, who ſee, and certify to the Quarter 

Maſter General, that the Service 1s actually performed. No Perfon 1s paid for any 
Service without producing proper Certificates, ſigned by thoſe Superintendants, of 
the Service being performed. Every Perſon who receives Money at the Office, ſigns 
Three or Four Receipts for the Sum, | 

The Price for the Hire of Veſſels, Horſes, Waggons, Drivers, ConduCtors, Ar- 
tizans, and Pay Labourers, has not increaſed ſince the Time either Sir Milliam Howe 
or General Cage commanded rhe Army in America, and ſettled the ſeveral Prices, 

The Horſes uſed by the Army for drawing the foreign Artillery, Regimental and 
other Waggons for Stores and Proviſions (of whica the Diſtribution is ſettled by the 
Cn in Chief) are hired by the Quarter Matter General for an uni; imited 
Time, each at near One Shilling and Nine Pence a Day Sterling, and to be ſupplied 
with a Ration a Day (according to a ſtipulated Weight) of Hay and Grain, which 
frequently cannot be complied with for Want of Forage. The Eſtabliſhment is per- 
manent, becauſe, was it broke in upon, it could not be re-eſtabliſhed, for the Pro- 
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prietors can employ their Cattle to much more Advantage than upon the preſent Pay 
of Government, The Waggons are hired at the ſame Price. | 

The Drivers neceſſary for the Waggons are hired each at near One Shilling and 
Nine Pence Sterling a Day, and a Ration of Proviſions; theſe are kept in Pay during 
the whole Year, becauſe, were they diſcharged, they could be employed more to their 
own Advantage, and it would be difficult to replace them. Demands for theſe Ar- 
ticles are paid every Three Months, upon the Certificates of the proper Officer of 
each Corps, ſpecifying the Names, the Time of Employment, and Sums due to each 
Perſon for each Article. 

All Demands are paid either in Caſh, or in Bills drawn by the Agents of the

The EXAMINATION of Peter Paumier Eſquire, One of the Deputy Com- 
miſſaries to the Army in North America; taken upon Oath, the iſt, 7th, and 8th 
of May 1781. 


HIS Examinant faith, That he is now, and hath been for Five Years, Deputy 
Commiſſary to the Forces in North America; firſt, to Mr. Chamier, and after- 
wards to Mr. Wer, the preſent Commiſſary. He is appointed by the King's War- 


rant, counterſigned by the Lords of the Treaſury. He is ſubject to the Control of, 


and receives his Inſtructions from, the Commiſſary General. His Buſineſs is to ſu- 


perintend the Proviſions of the Army, and their Diſtribution amongſt the Troops; 


to procure Proviſions when wanted; and to victual the Tranſports. The Proviſions 


ſent from Europe are generally conſigned to the Commander in Chief, and delivered 


to the Commiſſary General in America, or to his Deputies or Aſſiſtants. When ſalt 
or dry Proviſions are wanted, the Commiſſary General himſelf, where he is reſident, 
other wiſe 
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otherwiſe his Deputy, makes an Agreement, commonly in Writing, with the Per- 
ſons from whom he purchaſes them : The Terms of this Agreement are, he believes, 
always communicated to, and approved of by, the Commander in Chief; who ſel - 
dom, if ever, has any Communicatfon with the Perſons who ſell the Proviſions. 
After Proviſions are contracted for, the Commiſſary General gives his verbal Di- 
rections to One of his Aſſiſtant Commiſſaries, to receive into His Majeſty's Stores the 


' Proviſions he has agreed for, if ſound and good; which Aſſiſtant gives the Seller a. 


Certificate of what he has delivered, and reports in Writing to the Commiſſary Ge- 
neral the Quantity received. There is an Officer called an Inſpector, appointed by. 
the Commiſſary General, whoſe ſole Buſineſs is to examine into the Quality and State 
of all Proviſions at the Time of their Delivery into Store, and who reports to the 
Aſſiſtant Commiſſary, upon every Receipt of Proviſions, their Quality and Quantity. 
The Value is left to the Judgment of the Commiſſary General, and the Quality to the 
Judgment of the Inſpector. The Seller, after he has obtained his Certificate from the 
Aſſiſtant Commiſſary, makes out Bills of Parcels to, and is paid by, the Commiſſary 
General; to whom he gives a Receipt for the Money. It is not uſual to have a Wit- 
neſs either to the Payment of the Money or the ſigning of the Receipt. Agreements 
for theſe Proviſions are uſually made in Sterling, and are * for either in Caſh, or 
Bills upon the Remitters, as moſt convenient. 

When Forage is wanted, the Commander in Chief, Commandant of the Tow: 
and Commiſſary General, hold a Meeting with the principal Landholders of the 
Country, in order to fix the Price of the different Articles of Forage, and of the 
Carriage. When the Price is ſettled, a Proclamation is iſſued by the Commander in 


Chief, ordering the Inhabitants of the Country to bring their Forage to Places men- 


tioned in an Advertiſement by the ne General, at the Prices therein ſpe- 
cified. 

One of the kin commiſſiries has the Charge of the Forage, and is called the 
Forage Officer; he appoints Aſſiſtants, with the Conſent of the Commiſſary General; 


to attend the Depos for Forage. Theſe Aſſiſtants give Receipts to the Perſons who 


bring it, ſpecifying the particular Quantity and Species. Theſe Receipts, being pro- 
duced at the Forage Office at New York, are paid by the Forage Officer, according to 
the ſettled Price, and the Aſſiſtant is charged with the Quantity of Forage mentioned 
in the Receipt. 

When Rum is wanted, the Commiſſary General advertiſes publicly for Perſons to 
deliver in to him Propoſals, ſealed up, for ſupplying the Army with the Quantity 
wanted, according to certain Conditions to be ſeen at his Office. He communicates 
the Propoſals he receives to the Commander in Chief, and contracts with ſuch Per- 
ſons as he approves of. Upon the Delivery, an Officer called the King's Gauger, 
appointed by the Commiſſary General, together with a Gauger appointed by the 

A. Contractor, 
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Contractor, gauges and proves the Rum; and upon a Report made by the King's 
Gauger of the Quantity and Proof, the Aſſiſtant Commiſſary gives the Contractor a 
Certificate of the Quantity ſo delivered, and 1 is paid by the ee General 
according to ſuch Certificate. 

When Small Craft, for tranſporting Proviſions and Forage from: one Place to 
another, are wanted, the Commiſſary General preſents a Memorial to the Com- 
mander in Chief, ſignifying that he is in Want of a Supply of ſuch Veſſels; the 
Commander in Chief then orders an Officer, called the Agent to the Army Victual- 
lers (who 1s appointed by him) to conſult with the Commſlary General, and to 


ſettle the Number and Sort of Veſſels requiſite ; they are then hired by this Qicer, 


from Month to Month, at Thirteen Shillings Sterling, per Ton, which has been 


the ſettled Price during all the Time he has been in the Department of Deputy Com- 


miſſary. I his Officer, every Quarter, as he believes, gives the Owners Certificates 


of the Tonnage, and the Time ſuch Veſſels have been empioyed z who are paid N. 


the Commiſſary General, in purſuanee of thoſe Certificates. 

When the Commiſſaty General is 'm Want of Money, he applies by Memorial to 
the Commander in Chief; who gives him a Warrant upon the Deputy Pay maſter for 
the Sum required; which Sum is impreſted te him accordingly. 

When a Deputy Commiſſary is detached, he has written Inſtructions from the 
Commiſſary General how to at, purſues exactly the like Form of la and 
afterwards ſettles his Accounts with hum. 

When the Army moves, or a Corps is detached, the Cp, in Chief orders 
the Commifſary to furniſh him with a certain Quantity of Proviſions and Rum, 


either to go with the Army or Detachment, or to be ſent to any particular Place. In 


purſuance of this Order, the Commiſfary ſends One or more of his Aſfiſtants or 
Clerks with theſe Proviſions, to take Charge of the Iſſue of them: They are con- 
veyed to the Army either by Land in Waggons, or by Water in Boats, or Small 
Craft, as moſt convenient; if by Water, the Boats or Small Craft are hired and pro- 
cured by the Commiliary, in the Manner before- mentioned. Theſe Proviſions are 
generally iſſued about Twice a Week, by ſome of the Aſſiſtants, to the Quarter 
Maſter of cach Regiment; who demands and receives from them a certain Quantity 
ot Proviſtons, for a certain Number of Men, Women, and Children, for a certain 
Number of Days; for which he *gives a Receipt. Theſe Iſſues are entered in the 
Commiſtary's Books The Commiſſary does not examine whether there is really ex- 
iſting the Number ef Perions for which the Quarter | Maſter makes a Demand for 
Proviſjons, unleſs he has. Cauſe for Suſpicion; in which Caſe he applies to the 
Commander in Chief, who refers him to the Adjutant General, to examine the 
Returns of that Regiment, and to compare them with the Demand of the r 
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In Georgia, freſh Proviſions were procured by the Commiſſary, either by Purchaſe 
at the Market Price, or by Valuation, or from the Cattle Hunters at the ſettled 
Price of a Dollar a Head; and were diſtributed, according to the Orders of the 
Commander in Chief, in the Place of ſalt Proviſions, amongſt the Troops; who 
receive- allo. at the ſame Time their Proportion of- Bread or Flour, and the ſmall 
Species of the Ration, conſiſting of Peas, Oatmcal, and Butter. The Quarter Ma- 
ſter gives his Receipts for complete Rations; but an Entry is made in the Commiſ- 
ſary's Books of the Days when freſh Proviſions are delivered; which Books are ex- 
amined and checked by the Commiſſary General; whoſe Accounts are ſubject to no 
Check or Control in America, that he knows of, | 

Where Proviſions are damaged or ſpoiled, the Commiſſary who ſuperintends them 
applies to the Commiſſary General, deſiring they may be ſurveyed; he directs the 
Inſpector, the Agent of the Army Victuallers, with ſome Merchants, not leſs than 
Three, to ſurvey them; they all certify to him the State and Condition of the Pro- 
viſions : Thoſe that are reported to be worth ſomething, are fold publicly, by Order 
of the Commiſſary General, and the Money paid to him or his Deputy ; thoſe re- 


ported good for nothing are deſtroyed, generally | in the Freſence of the Perſons who. 
ſurveyed them.

HIS Examinant ſaith, That he was firſt employed in 7% 1755, by General 
Gage, to procure freſh TrOy4lIons tor the Army, and has continued ever ſince 

in that Department. n 5 
When the Army is in Winter Quarters, and in Want of treſh Proviſions, he applies, 
by Direction of the Commiſſary General, to the Commander in Chief; who gives 
him Orders to procure a certain Quantity of Cattle. In conſequence of theſe Orders, 
he ſcnds out Perſons he empleys for that Purpoſe, to get them from the Inhabitants 


of the Country, and agrees with thoſe Perſons to give them a certain Price by the 
pound for the Cattle they bring to him. 


Ia 
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In the Year 1776, when the Army landed at Staten and, the ſtated Price, by 
Order of the General, was Three Pence Halfpenny a Pound Sterling for Beef and 
Mutton, and the Price was the ſame when the Army got to Long Hand. In the 
Winter of that Year, while the Army was in the Jerſcys, the Price was only One 
Penny Three Farthings, until the Capture at Trenton; after which, in Spring 1777, 
the Price increafed to Five Pence Farthing, and continued ſo until about February 
1778, when it roſe to Seven Pence, and Eight Pence Three Farthings; ſince which 
it has not been leſs than Eight Pence Three F arthings, and ſometimes he has given 


Ten Pence Halfpenny. — 5 5 
The Perſons he ſends out to procure the Cattle, get them either by Purchaſe, or 


by the beſt Means they can, and deliver them to him at the Price agreed upon; for 


which he either gives them an Order for Payment on the Commiſſary General, or 
pays them in Caſh or Bills at his own Office. 
Sometimes he goes himſelf into the Country, and purchaſes Cattle from the Own- 


ers, upon the beſt Terms he can make, and gives them Drafts upon the Commiſſary 


General; ſometimes he purchaſes from the Corps of Refugees, who bring the Cattle 
within the Lines for that Purpoſe :- He pays them in the ſame Manner. 
During an Expedition, live Cattle are procured, either by Parties ſent out by the 


| General for that Purpoſe, or by the People of the Country bringing in their Cattle 


for Sale. Where the Parties collect and bring in the Cattle, they are delivered to 


him or his Deputies. Sometimes the Owners come and claim to be paid for them; 


which is done, if the General, upon Examination, finds they belong to the Loyaliſts, 
and thinks proper to order them to be paid; otherwiſe nothing is paid for them. 


Where the Country People bring in their own Cattle, he purchaſes them at the beſt 


Price he can get them at. : 
He delivers out theſe Proviſions in purſuance of Orders in Writing, either from 


the Commander in Chief, the Commanding Officer, or from the Department of the 


Commiſſary General, ſpecifying the Quantity, and Perſon to whom they are to be 
delivered; for which he always takes Receipts. Where there are any Purchaſers, he 
ſells the Hides and Tallow, and accounts with the Commiſſary General for the Sum 
they are ſold for. The Heads, Tongues, and Hearts, are delivered out as freſh 


Meat. 
To enable him to ew his Payments, he receives Money from the Commiſſary 


General, by Drafts upon the Deputy Pay maſter. 

He enters in his Books an Account of all the Cattle he receives, their Number, 
and Weights; the Time he receives them, the Perſons he receives them of, and the 
Sum he pays for them; the Time he iſſues them out, by whoſe Order, to whom, 
and the Quantity. 

He makes a Return every Week, to the Commithen General, of the State of his 
Stock in Hand; and every Month he makes up a complete Account of all his Re- 


ceipts, |

3 General ; who every Two Months examines and finally ſettles his Accounts,

The EXAMINATION of Robert Mackenzie Eſquire, Secretary to Sir William 
Howe, late Commander in Chief in North America; taken. upon Oath, the F000, 
13th, and 17th of December 1781, 


HIS Examinant fark, That he was Secretary to Sir William Howe, as Com- 
mander in Chief in North America, from Oktober 1775 to May 1778. As Se- 
cretary, he paid during that Time the incidental Expences of the Secretary's Office, 
and thoſe of the Adjutant General, Judge Advocate, and ſome other leſſer Offices, 
and ſmall incidental Expences, to the Amount together of about Three thouſand 
Seven hundred Pounds; which Sum he received from the Deputy Paymaſter Ge- 
neral, by Warrants granted by the Commander in Chief, with the Accounts annexed ; 
which Accounts he has paſſed before the Auditors of the Impreſt. He was alſo, 
during the ſame Period, Paymaſter to the Commander in Chief; and as ſuch, it was 
his Buſineſs to pay the Bills drawn upon the Commander in Chief by the Superin- 
tendants of Indian Affairs, by the Officers of the Frontier Poſts, and certain incidental 
Services which did not fall within the Provinces of the Commiſſariate, Quarter Ma- 
ſter General, Barrack Maſter General, and Commanding Engineer. Theſe Bills 
were generally firſt preſented to the Commander in Chief, and by him referred to his 
Paymaſter for Examination; after which, if there was no Objection, he paid them. 
Generally every Quarter he made up an Account of theſe Bills, and applied to the 
Commander in Chief for a Warrant for Payment of them: This Warrant was drawn 
upon the Deputy Paymaſter General, carried to him for Payment, with the Account 
annexed to it, and left with him as his Voucher. Of all theſe Payments, to the 
Amount of about Forty-nine thouſand Pounds, including the Sum of Three thou- 
ſand Seven hundred Pounds above mentioned, he has paſſed an Account in the 
Office of the late Mr. Aiſlabie, one of the Auditors of the Impreſt, and has his 
Quietus, 

During the ſame Period, by Order of the be in Chief, he paid the Pro- 
vinci-l Troops When the Firſt Corps were formed, a general Account was made 
up of the Expences of each Corps, comprehending the Levy Money, the Subſiſtence, 
and the Contingencies : This Account was laid before the Commander in Chief, 
who gave a Warrant upon the Deputy Paymaſter General, for the Payment of the 
Sum therein mentioned to him, as Agent. This Sum he paid to the Commanding 
Officers or Paymaſters of the Corps, and took their Receipts as his Vouchers.—In 
Auguſt 1776 he received a Commiſſion from Sir William Howe, as Commander in 
Chief, with the Approbation of the Lords of the Treaſury, appointing him Payma— 
fer General of the Provincial Troops: After this Appointment he continued to pay 


the Provincial Troops in the ſame Manner until April 1777, when the Army was ex- 
pected 
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pected ſhortly to move from N. York. As he was to attend the Commander in Chief, 
it became neceſſary for him to appoint Agents to pay the Provincial Troops; which 
they continued to do as long as he continued Pay maſter. All the Warrants, granted 
by the Commander in Chief for the Payment of the Provincial Forces, were upon 
the Deputy Paymaſter General, and payable to him as Paymaſter, before he appointed 
Agents, and afterwards to the Agents themſelves, out of Money remitted to pay the 
Extraordinaries of the Army. 

Where Bills for Materials were paid by him as Paymaſter, he kept the Bills them- 
ſelves, with the Receipts, as his Vouchers, and delivered them into the Office of the 
Auditor of the Impreſt when he paſſed his Accounts. A general Account of theſe 
Bills, with the rotal Amount, is annexed to the Warrant granted by the Commander 
in Chief for the Payment of that Amount, 

The Accounts of the Charges of the Provincial Corps and Regiments were made 
up by the proper Officers of each Corps or Regiment, and checked by the Inſpector 
of thoſe Forces as often as he had an Opportunity of doing it, and by the Muſter 
Maſter. This Account was ſent from the Regiment to the Paymaſter General, An 
Abſtract of One or more Accounts is annexed to the Warrant granted for the Pay- 
ment of them; the Accounts themſelves are kept by the Paymaſter General, as his 
Vouchers before the Auditor. After the Agents were appointed, and Demands upon 
them became due, they applied to him to obtain either a Temporary or a Final War— 
rant for the Payment of thoſe Demands :. In conſequence of which Application ſuch 
Warrant was granted; if a Temporary one, on Account ; z if a Final one, with an Ac- 
count annexed, 

The principal Perſons who receive Money upon Account, by Warrants from the 
Commander in Chief, are, the Quarter Maſter General, Barrack Maſter General, 
Chief Engineer, Commiſſary General, the Superintendant of Indian Affairs, and ſome 
Others of leſs Conſideration, When theſe Officers apply to the Commander in Chief 
for Final Warrants, they produce to him an Abſtract of the Payments made by them 
in their ſeveral Departments, diſtinguiſhed under Heads, with the Sum Total: They 
do not, that he knows of, produce the Vouchers, but they remain in the Poſſeſſion 
of the Accountant, as is expreſſed in the Warrant granted to them for the Payment 
of the Sum inſerted in the Abſtract; but in Caſes either new, or where it was prac- 
ticable, the Commander in Chief generally did not grant the Warrant until he had 
procured ſuch Information as he wanted relative to that Account. Various Regula- 
tions and Checks were made by the Commander in Chief, from Time to Time, to 
guard againſt the Mifapplication of Public Money, in all the Departments pond 
in the Expenditure.

The EXAMINATION of Major General Sir William Erſtine, late Quarter 
Maſter General to His Majeſty's Forces in North America; taken upon Oach, the 
iſt, 2d, 7th, 15th, and 17th May 1782. | 


HIS Examinant caith, That he was appointed Quarter Maſter General to His 

Majeſty's Forces in Ne America in Ofober 1776; he continued in that Depart- 
ment until the End of June 1779. His Accounts as Quarter Maſter General com- 
menced on the 25th of December 1776, and ended the 3oth of June 1779. During 
this Period, he was principally employed in the Field, and left to his Deputies, Co- 
lonel Shirreff and Major Bruen, the Care of the Payments, they ſending to him from 
Time to Time the Quarterly Abſtracts for his Examination, and as a Ground for his 
Application ro the Commander in Chief for his Final Warrants. He very ſeldom 
made ary official Payments himſelf; they were made by his inferior Officers and 
Clerks, His Duty in the Field, where he was at one Time for Five Months toge- 
ther, and the Variety, Multiplicity, and Importance of his military Buſineſs as Quar- 
ter Maſter General, and the many Detachments he was ſent out with, rendered it 
hardly poſſible for him to attend to the Accounts, and to the Manner of conducting 
the Money Tranſactions; and therefore he does not know, much farther than from 
what appears upon the Face of the Vouchers, in what Manner the Payments were 
made, and the Receipts given, 7 
The Form of a Quarterly Receipt for the Hire of Waggons, Horſes, and Drivers, 
which he found upon his coming into the Office, was, for a Perſon, uſually the Dri- 
ver, to ſign his Name, or make his Mark, againſt a Sum, containing the Total of 


the Hire of himſelf and of One or more Waggons and Horſes, for a Number of Days 


therein mentioned : The Receipts for the Hire of all the Waggons, Horſes, and Dri- 
vers, employed during a Quarter, were uſually contained in One Liſt. Many of the 


Waggons and Horſes were the Property of Officers in different Departments; and he 


believes the Driver received at the Office his own Hire only, and not that of the 
Waggons and Hyrſes ; which was paid to the Proprietors themſelves, or their Agents, 
unleſs the Driver was allo the Proprietor of the Waggons and Horſes, in which Caſe 
he received the Whole, Sometimes the Proprietors in the Country deputed One 
Perſon to receive the Hire due to ſeveral of them, and then that Perſon ſigned the 
Names of all thoſe he received for. Some of the Drivers were Proprietors, others 
were Negroes, and in low Stations; ſometimes, in Caſes of Neceſſity, they were taken 


from the Ranks ; and ſometimes the Drivers of Waggons attached to Regiments could 
not attend for Payment; then the Regimental Quarter Maſters, or the Quarter Ma- 


6 3 ſter 
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ſter Serjeant, or the Conductors, received the Pay of thoſe Drivers, and ſigned the 
Name of each Driver, inſerted in the Firſt Column of the Liſt of Receipts, 

A Diſtribution, contains an Account of all the Waggons, Horſes, and Drivers, . 
at that Time employed in the Service of the Army, under the Direction of the 
Quarter Maſter General, and in what Manner employed. The Firſt Return made 
to the Commander in Chief of a regular Diſtribution, was from the 1ſt of April to 
the zoth of June 1777; the ſucceeding Return was juſt before the Expedition up the 
Cheſapeat; in that Return the Number was much reduced, for many of them had 
been diſcharged for Want of Tranſports to carry them: He afterwards conſtantly 
made, every Quarter, Returns of the Diſtribution to the Commander in Chief, who 
made ſuch Alterations in it as he thought proper; and during all the Time he con- 
tinued in this Department, he paid the Hire of all contained in thoſe Returns, but 
he did not pay thoſe procured by and employed in other Departments, No Wag- 
gons, or Waggon Horſes, were purchaſed in America by Government, except to 
replace thoſe that were loſt in the Service, Some Waggons and Horſes were taken 
from the Enemy, and became the Property of the Captors; who either ſold or kept 
them, -as they choſe; they were ſometimes purchaſed by Government, to replace 
thoſe that were loſt, All the oi were Kept in — at the Expence of the 
Public. 

What Materials or Stores were neceſſary to be purchaſed in his Department, 
he left to be tranſacted by his Deputies, being himſelf ſo much employed in the Mili- 
tary Line, that he could not attend to them. He uſually had under him Four De- 
puty and about Eight Aſſiſtant Deputy Quarter Maſters General; all of whom wete 
appointed by the Commander in Chief. 

Since his Arrival in England he has paſſed his Accounts in the Office of the Audi- | 
tors of the Impreſt; the total Charge upon him in that Account was Six hundred 
thouſand Six hundred Ninety- eight Pounds Nine Shillings and Eleven Pence Three 
Farthings; and his Diſcharge, Five hundred Ninety-nine thouſand Eight hundred 
Ninety-ſeven Pounds Nine Shillings and Three Pence Farthing. Some of the 
Vouchers for the Payments in the Firſt Part of the Account were taken in the Name 
of Lieutenant Colonel Shirreff, at that Time Deputy Quarter Maſter General. 

The Charge upon him in that Account does not contain the whole Sum inſerted 
in the Treaſury Liſt of Warrants now produced to him, and ſtated to be iſſued to 
him by the Warrants of the Commander in Chief; in September 1778, Four Sums, 
amounting to Thirty-five thouſand Five hundred and Eight Pounds Seventeen Shil- 
lings and Five Pence Halfpenny, though there ſtated to be paid to him by Warrants, 
were not received by him, but by Captain Handſield, his Aſſiſtant at Halifax, and 

Captain Savage, his Deputy at Rhode and. 

' Theſe Officers (One of whom, Captain Handfeld, he is not acquainted with, and 
does not know by Sight) expended, as he believes, all the Sums they received; they 


tranſmitted

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tranſmitted to him the Vouchers, which he delivered into the Office of the Auditor 
of the Impreſt ; but the Officers there objected to his paſſing the Accounts of theſe 
Sums, becauſe the Warrants of the Commander in Chief, ks him with the 
Receipt of them, were not ſent Home from America. 

The Eſtabliſhment of the Waggons, Horſes, and Drivers, was, by Order of he 
Commander in Chief, conſtantly kept up to its full Number, as far as it was 88 
to procure them; but this was always a Matter of Difficulty.

The EXAMINATION of the Right Honourable Lord Cathcart, late Acting 
Quarter Maſter General in | North America; taken upon Oath, 2 3d and 24th April 
17. | 


ORD Cathcart ſays, That he was appointed by Sir Henry Clinton to act as 
Quarter Maſter General to His Majeſty's Forces in North America, during 
the Interval between the Reſignation of Sir William Erſkine and the Arrival of Bri- 
gadier General Daliymple. 
His Accounts as Acting Quarter Maſter General commenced the-1ſt of July 1779, 
and ended the 31ſt of March 1780; the total Charge upon him in theſe Accounts, 
was Two hundred Twenty-eight thouſand Nine hundred Forty-eight FRG Four 
Shillings and Five Pence. 

As ſoon as he was appointed, he required, and received from the Deputy Dr 
Maſters General in cvery Diſtrict, Returns of the Veſſels, Waggons, Carts, Horſes, 
Drivers, Seamen, Labourers, and Artificers, at that Time employed 1n the Service, 
with an Inventory of the Stores; he immediately inſpected the Subjects of theſe 
Returns; he found them complete, and made his Report accordingly to the 
Commander in Chief. He deſired to receive his Orders with regard to the keep- 


ing up, augmenting, or diminiſhing, the Eſtabliſhment reported: The Orders 


he received were, to keep up the Eſtabliſhment as he found it, particularly 
with regard to the Waggons. The Number of theſe employed in this Department 
appear in the Vouchers for each Quarter delivered in by him to the Office of the 

5 Auditors 
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| Auditors of the Impreſt. Upon Enquiry, he found that the Waggons and Horſes 


were in general the Property of a few Officers, that either were then or had been in 
this Department; and were Jet by them to Government at the following ſtated 
Prices: — A ſmall Waggon, with One Driver and Two Horſes, Seven Shillings; a 
large Waggon, with One Driver and Four Horſes, Twelve Shillings ; a ſingle Horſe, 
One Shilling and Nine Pence; the Driver, if hired alone, from Seven Pence to One 
Shilling and Nine Pence per Day, Sterling. The Price of Labour was from Seven 
Pence to Two Shillings and Four Pence a Day. The Materials for the Repairs were 
found by the Proprietors, the Workmanſhip by Government: The Driver was paid 
by the Proprietor, but had a Ration a Day from, and the Horſes foraged by, Go- 
vernment. | 

He found all the Veſſels were placed under the Care of an Officer called the 
Superintendant of Veſſels. He gave Orders to that Officer to keep up the Number 
at that Time employed; and from Time to Time paid at his Office the Hire of the 
Veſſels and Seamen, purſuant to the Tickets of that Officer, or of his Deputies, in 
the Terms of his Commiſſion. 

The Deputy Quarter Maſters General in every Diſtrict made Weekly Returns to 
the Quarter Maſter General of the Daily Diſtribution of the Waggons, Horſes, | 
Drivers, Artificers, Labourers, and of every Article under their Care, in their re- 
ſpective Diſtricts; theſe Returns were entered in Books kept for that Purpoſe, and 
filed in the Office, The Deputy Quarter Maſters General received their Information 
from the Conductors, Waggon Maſters, and other fubordinate Officers under them, 
and for whom they were anſwerable. 

Payments both for Hire and Service were made at his Office, purſuant to thoſe 
Weekly Returns; and in general no Payment was made but in cor ſequence of the 


Certificate of ſome Commiſſioned Officer in the King's Service. The Coin in which 
the leſſer Payments were made was, in moſt Caſes, Dollars, at Four Shillings and 


Eight Pence each, Sterling. | 

It was the Cuſtom for the Driver to give the Receipt for the Hire of the Waggon 
and Horſes, as well as for his own Wages ; which latter were always paid to him, 
and were deducted from the Sum due for the Hire to the Owner, tcr which the 
Quarter Maſter General accounted to the Owner. 

Stores and Materials were purchaſed either by himſelf or his Deputies. After the 
Delivery, the Seller received an Order from him or his Deputy for Payment at the 


Office. Upon Production of the Order, he was paid; and ſigned Two Receipts, 


ſpecifying the Sum, as received of the Quarter Maſter General, and the Jubject 
Matter. During his Time no Alteration was made in the Eſtabliſnment; nor were 


any Veſſels (a few Boats excepted) Waggons, or Horſes, en in this Depart- 
ment for the Uſe of Government. 5 *

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Since his Return to England, he has paſſed his Aocovunts i in the Office of the Au- 


ditors of the Impreſt; very few Objections were made to them, and thoſe chiefly

The EXAMINATION of Lieutenant Colonel William Shirref, late Deputy 
Quarter Maſter General in North America; taken upon Oath, 8th, 1 th, and 
12th March 1782. 


HIS Examinant faith, That he executed the Office of Deputy Quarter Ma- 
ſter General in North America, from the Tear 1768 to September 1778; there 
being no Quarter Maſter General, he was at the Head of this Department until 
December 1776, and paſſed his Accounts to that Time. Sir William Er/iine was ap- 
pointed Quarter Maſter General in October 1776, but did not take Charge of the 
Accounts until December 1776. After Sir William Erſtine's Appointment, he re- 
ceived his Orders from him until September 1778, when he quitted New York and 
came to England, and reſigned the Office in June 1780. 
| It has been uſual ever "ace he ſerved in America (which is Thirty-two Years) 
for the Quarter Maſter General to be concerned in the Expenditure of ſuch Part of 
the Public Money as the Commander in Chief thought proper to direct into his 
Hands. The Duty of the Quarter Maſter General is to provide Quarters for, and 
attend every Movement of the Army; to reconnoitre the Ground, and fix upon pro- 
per Poſitions; to fee the Army properly ſupplied with every Thing neceſſary for its 
Movements, and when encamped ; to ſuperintend the Embarkation and Debarka- 
tion of the Troops; to ſee at all Times that they are properly ſupplied with Provi- 
ſions. In America he was otdered by the Commander in Chief to procure all the 
Veſſels and Small Craft that were wanted for the Ule of the Army, over and above 
thoſe ſent from Home, or hired by Orders from the Navy Board ; and likewiſe all 
Carriages, Horfes, Drivers, Artificers, and Labourers, neceflary for the Service; 
and to pay various contingent Expences. At Boſton, in the Year 1776, he had 
under him Two Aſſiſtant DEST Quarter Maſters General, appointed by the Com- 


mander 
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-mander in Chief, One of which conſtantly attended the Office; this Number was af- 
terwards increaſed to Five. 

When the Army was to quit Boſton, there not being Tranſports enough, it be- 
came neceſſary to hire Veſſels to carry off the Troops, and whatever was to be taken 
from thence: He agreed with the Proprietors of tne Veſſels of above a Hundred 
Tons for the Hire of them, at the ſame Price per Toa per Month as was paid in 
England, for ſo long Time as they ſhould be wanted, always paying them One 
Month in Advance; for Veſſels under a Hundred Tons a leſs Price was paid. Theſe 
Veſſels and Small Craft were for the moſt Part hired of the Merchants and Traders 
in the Country ; he believes that Shares in ſome of theſe Veſſels did belong to Per- 
ſons employed in the Department of the Quarter Maſter General. Theſe Veſſels, and 
ſeveral more hired afterwards at Halifax and New York, continued in the Service as 
long as he remained in America, In order to ſupport the Troops, both at Boſton 
and Halifax, it was neceſſary to procure and fit out Veſſels for fiſhing, and ſupply- 
ing them with Proviſions and Forage. No Veſſel could be hired without the expreſs 
Order of the Commander in Chief: Very frequent Returns were made to him of the 
Number of Veſſels, their Tonnage, and Number of Men, and ſpecifying the Service 
they were employed in. 

Upon the Landing of the Troops upon Staten Ifland, in July 1776, the Commander 
in Chief gave him Orders to procure for the Uſe of the Army a certain Number of 
Wagen Horſes, and Drivers, diſtinguiſhing the Number for each Battalion and 
each particular Service: This Number could not be completed uatil Sir William 
Erſtine was appointed; about Two hundred Waggons were procured at firſt, and 

the Number continued increaſing ; they were all taken from the Inhabirants, who 
| were paid Seven Shillings a Day Sterling for a Waggon, Two Horſes, and a Driver, 
computing the Dollar at Four Shillings and Eight Pence; a Price ſettled by the 
Commander in Chief, after conſulting the principal Perſons in the Country; and 
they were allowed a Ration of Proviſions a Day for the Driver, and a Ration of Fo- 
rage for each Horſe. The Waggon and Horſes were valued by the Waggon Ma- 
ſtor, a Juſtice of the Peace, and a Third Perſon, choſe by them; and the Proprietor 
was promiſed, in caſe of Loſs in the Service, to be paid for them at that Value. 
The medium Value of a Waggon was, as he believes, about Twelve Pounds Ster- 
ling, and of the Horſes about Fifteen Pounds each, The Waggens were kept in 
Repair at the Expence of Government. 

The Waggon Maſter (an Officer appointed by the 8 in Chief for the 
Purpoſe of ſoperintending the Waggons) entered in his Book the Name of the Pro- 
prietor, and the Day the Waggon and Horſes were taken into the Service: The 
Proprietor was paid upon Application to the Office of the Quarter Maſter General at 
New Y, ork; the Time of being in the Service was taken from the Waggon Maſter's 


3N 2 Book, 
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Book, and no Perſon was paid but according to that Book. In Marches into the 
Country, it Waggons were taken from the Inhabitants, and the Waggon Maſter not 
preſent, the Officer who took them gave Certificates to the Proprietor, ſpecifying 
the Day upon which he took them; the Perſon producing this Certificate at the 
Quarter Maſter General's Office was paid there: But, upon diſcovering Abuſes in 
granting theſe Certificates, they were forbid, after the Number of Waggons neceſſary 
for the Uſe of the Army was obtained. Whoever produced an Order from the Pro- 
prietor, to receive the Money due to him, was paid that Sum, upon his ſigning the 
Name of the Proprietor in an Account kept open for that Purpoſe. There were no 
Waggons nor Horſes purchaſed, they were all hired, except ſome few Horſes which 
were taken from the Enemy by the light Troops, and for which, by Order, he paid 
to thoſe Troops a ſmall Sum as a Reward for their Behaviour. He does not know of 
any other Horſes, or of any Waggons at all, that were taken from the Rebels whilſt 
he was with the Army; all the Waggons that were in uſe belonged to the Inhabitants 

of the Country : But after the Year 1776, he believes ſeveral Perſons in the Depart- 
ment of the Quarter Maſter General were Proprietors of ſome of the Waggons, and 
let them to Government at the ſtated Price. Upon every new Movement of the Army 
he reported to the Commander in Chief the Number of Waggons and Horſes then in 
the Service, of which he made the neceſſary Diſtribution. 

It was uſual for the Commander in Chief to conſult the Quarter Maſter General, 
what Number of Veſſels, Waggons, and Horſes would be wanted for the Uſe of the 
Army ; and no additional Number was ever made without his Orders, All Sums of 
Money expended in his Department were paid. by his inferior Officers at his Office, 
and Receipts were given for Sums, as received of him; he relied upon the Fidelity 
and Honeſty of his inferior Officers for the Truth and Fairneſs of the Receipts. 
When he intended to apply for a Final Warrant, he collected together all his Vouch- 
ers, and made a general Abſtract of the Whole, for the Inſpection and Examination 
of the Commander in Chief; he did not produce the Vouchers to him unleſs they 
were called for, After his Return to England, he ſent all his Vouchers, with a ge- 
neral State of his Account, to the Officer of the Auditors of the Impreſt, There 
were ſome ſmall Errors in the Calculations, which the Officers in that Office applied. 
to him to rectify; and in one Caſe, where the Voucher was defective, they obliged 
him to procure a proper one. This was the only Examination he underwent in that 
Office. The Pay of a Quarter Maſter General is Twenty Shillings a Day; of the 
Deputy, Ten Shillings; and of the Aſſiſtant, Five Shillings. The Quarter Maſter 
General has no additional Pay for being employed in any Part of the 0 of 
the Money iſſued to him for the Army Services.

The ratcher EXAMINATION of Lieutenant Colonel William api taken 
upon Oath, the 6th and 7th May 1782. 


HIS Examinant faith, That during the Time he ſerved in North America, no 
Contract was ever made by him, or by any Perſon under him, for furniſhing, 
the Trop with any Veſſels, Waggons, Horſes, Stores, or Materials whatever, in 


his Department; they were always hired of the Proprietors or their Agents. 


The Receipts given for the Hire of the Waggons, Horſes, and Drivers, were 
ſigned either by the Proprietors, or Perſons appointed by them, or by the Drivers: 
Where the Driver, being neither Proprietor nor his Agent, ſigned the Receipt, he 
received his own Wages only ;. the Remainder of the Sum ſet oppoſite to his Name, 
being the Hire of the Waggons and Horſes, was paid to the Proprietor afterwards. 

When Artificers or Labourers were wanted in any Branch, he directed the Over- 
ſeers of that Branch to procure them; and. when the Time for Payment was come, 
the Overſeers brought to the Office a Liſt of the Artificers and Labourers, with the 
Number of Days they had been employed, and the Wages due to them; the Over- 
ſeer received the Sum of the Wages ſtated in the Liſt; and after he had paid them, 
brought to the Office the Pay Roll, with the Name of each Perſon ſet oppoſite to the 
Sum, as his Receipt. The Roll was called every Day, to ſee that every Perſon was 
_ preſent. 

Where the Seamen were paid by Government, their Wages were paid to the Cap- 
tain of the Veſſel; who brought back afterwards to the Office a Liſt, ſimilar to that 
of the Artificers, containing their Receipts. 

The Waggons and Horſes taken from the Enemy were conſidered as the Property 
of the Captors, and purchaſed of them. 

When he left the Country, he diſpoſed of all his Property in the Veſſels, Waggons, 
and Horſes, that belonged to him. 

At firſt the Quarter Maſter General procured all the veſlels employed in the Ser- 
vice of the Army (except thoſe infthe Department of the Engineers) and the Hire of 
them was paid in his Office; afterwards a Superintendant of Veſſels was appointed, 
who then procured and became reſponſible for the Whole; but they ſtil] continued 
to be paid in the Office of the Quarter Maſter General, by Tickets from the Superin- 
tendant. All the Waggons, Horſes, and Drivers, ſupplied by the Quarter Maſter 
General, in whatever Department employed, were paid by him.

The EXAMINATI ON of Major Richard England ; taken upon Oath, the 
13th of March 1782. 


HIS Examinant ſaith, That he was appointed by Lord Cornwallis, in Auguſt 
1780, to act as Deputy Quarter Maſter General in that Part of the Army 
under his Command in South Carolina, and ſucceeded Major Fraſer in that Depart- 
ment. 
The firſt Veſſels that were hired, and in the Service of Government, and that came 
under his Direction, were ſome ſmall Veſſels, about Eight in Number, in Auguſt 
1781, at Portſmouth in the Cheſapeak ; a Return of them was made to him by Captain 


Vallancey, Aſſiſtant Quarter Maſter General to the Army at Port/mouth , the Sums due 


for the Hire of theſe Veſſels, and the Value of thoſe taken by the Enemy, he paid to 
Captain Yallancey, or by his Orders, upon his producing Receipts, for the Credit of 


which he relied upon Captain Vallancey, who had the Veſſels in Charge. Some of 


theſe Veſſels were immediately diſcharged from the Service by Order of Lord Corn- 
wallis, upon his Repreſentation that they were unneceſſary, 


In Auguſt 1580, he found at Camden ſeveral Waggons and Horſes in the Service of 


Government, which had been under the Direction of Major Fraſer, and were, in the 
Opinion of Lord Cornwallis, unable to perform all the Services he wanted from them 


he alſo found Twenty-nine Waggons, with Four Horſes each, hired by Order of 
Lord Cornwallis of the People of the Country ; a Waggon, Four Horſes, and a Dri- 
ver, ſome at Twelve Shillings and ſome at Thirteen Shillings a Day, Sterling. In 
September, Captain M*Kinnon, Deputy Quarter Maſter General in Charles Town, 
ſent up about Twenty-five Waggons, each with Four Horſes and a Driver, to the 
Army at Camden; he never paid for the Hire of thoſe Waggons and Horſes. which 


he received either from Major Fraſer or from Captain M*Kinnon. Some Horſes were 


purchaſed for the Uſe of the Waggons and Train, about the Average Price of Nine 
Pounds Sterling. . 

During Lord Cornwallis's March, wading the Number of Waggons an Incum- 
brance to him, he ordered them all to be deſtroyed, at Ramſour's Mills, near the 
Catauba, in Nerth Carolina, except about Ten or Twelve, reſerved to carry Salr, 
Medicines, and other Neceſſaries for the Army: Afterwards it became neceſſary to 
increaſe their Number, in order to carry the Wounded; ſome of theſe were taken 


from the diſaffected of the Country, and ſome from the Enemy; theſe were never 


charged to Government: Two were purchaſed, and a few hired at the ſtated Price; 
the Proprictors of theſe laſt were afterwards, by the Order of Lord Cornwallis, paid 
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the Value of their W aggons and Horſes, as they were not able to take them back to 
their Habitations. 


After he came to New York, in December 178 1, he ſent to the Office of Major 
Drummond, the Commiſſary of Accounts, an Account of his Receipts and Diſburſe- 


ments for the Tear 1781, with the Vouchers: This Account he afterwards received 


back from the Office, ſigned and certified by Major Drummond to be juſt and ſuffi- 
cient; and has, ſince he came to England, delivered it, with the Vouchers, into the 


Office of the Auditor of the Impreſt.

The EXAMINATION of Lieutenant Colonel George Clerk, late Barrack 


Maſter General in North 8 taken upon W the "590k and 26th of 
March 1782. 


H Is Examinant faith, That he was Barrack Maſter General to the Army 


under Sir William Howe, and afterwards under Sir Henry Clinton, in North 


America, from June 1776 to June 1780: He received his Commiſſion from Sir Wil- 


liam Howe. 


His Buſineſs was to fit up and repair all the Barracks to ks them with Bed- 


ding, Forms, and Tables, Fuel and Candles; to ſupply the General Officers with 


Variety of Furniture, and the whole Army, whilſt they were in Quarters, with Fuel; 
which, when they took the Field, was ſupplied them by the Quarter Maſter Ge- 


neral : He likewile paid the Rents for the Houſes occupied | by the Officers and 


Troops. 

He had under him bare) Barrack Maſters and Aſſiſtants, both at New York and 
at other Garriſons and Outpoſts; he ſupplied theſe Barrack Maſters with Money, 
who rendered to him an Account in what Manner they expended it, and took Re- 
ceipts in their own Names; which Receipts they ſent to him, to be his Vouchers in 


paſſing his Accounts : He relied entirely upon the Fidelity and Integrity of theſe At 


lift ants and Barrack Maſters for the Truth of theſe Vouchers. 
He 
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Ile ſometimes received from the Commander in Chief Orders to provide for a cer- 
tain Number of Men ; but it was left to his Diſcretion by what Means, and at what 
Price, he was to provide the Neceſſaries wanted. 

At New York he appointed Perſons to huy up Wood for the Uſe of the Army, at 
his own Diſcretion; it was principally purchaſed at Long Nand and Staten land; in 
general, it was cut by Perſons appointed by him, and was brought to New York in 
Veſſels, and lodged in different Yards, called The Woed Yards: The Quantity was 
always alcertained on the Spot where it was cut, by the Cord; and an Account was 
ſent by the Perſons employed by him, by every Veſſel, of the Quantity ſent on board 
of ſuch Veſſel, and paid for to the Proprietor by the Perſon employed to purchaſe it: 
He ſettled the Accounts of this Perſon generally every Quarter, taking from him an 
Account of the Sums he had paid. This Wood was delivered to the Barrack Maſter 
at New York, and by him iſſued to the Garriſon according to the eſtabliſhed Allow. 
ance; which was different at different Periods : It was purchaſed and paid for by the 
Cord. He has been informed that there is a Difference between the Quantity of the 
Cord by the New York and by the Country Meaſure; but what that Difference is he 
does not know: The New York Cord meaſured Eight Feet long, Four Feet broad, 
and Four Feet high. The Price paid for it per Cord was different at different Times : 
In 1776 it was Twenty-eight Shillings and Four Pence, New York Currency ; and 
during a ſhort Time, in the Winter of 1779, he gave ſo high as about Six Pounds 
for a ſmall Quantity. It was delivered out by the Cord, according to the ſtated 
Town Meaſure, which never varied. The Quantity iſſued was regulated by the Re- 
turns of the Commanding Officer of each Regiment of the Number of Effectives; 
and the Quarter Maſter ſigned a Receipt for ſuch Quantity of Wood as the Regiment 
Was entitled to; and that Quantity, when actually iſſued, was meaſured by the Bar- 
rack Maſter who iſſued it, and the Quarter Maſter or other Officer of the Regiment 
receiving it: The reſt was iſſued to the General Officers and Staff; to the Hoſpitals ; 
and, by Order of the Commander in Chief, to the Admiral, and to ſome of the 
Officers of the Navy who reſided on Shore; to Priſoners ; and ſometimes to parti- 
cular Inhabitants : And all theſe Iſſues were charged by him to Government. The 
Quantity to each was regulated by the Commander in Chief, and the Wood mea- 
ſured by the Barrack Maſters and the Perſons ſent to receive it. When iſſued, he 
charged it to Government at an Average Price; which Average was formed from the 
dt Prices at which the Wood was purchaſed, ſo as not to exceed the Sum ac- 
tually paid by him for the Purchaſe_of the Wood. His Vouchers for theſe Iſſues 
were, either the Returns of the different Corps, ſigned by the Commanding Officer, 
and indorſed by the Regimental Quarter Maſter; or the Receipt of the Perſon to 
whom the Wood was delivered, given to the Barrack Maſter. All Receipts for 
Sums paid at the Office of the Barrack Maſter General, are given in his Name, and 
collected together every Quarter, in order to form the Abſtract for the aer in 
Chief. . 

| It 
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It was neceſſary to employ Veſſels to convey the Fuel from Long Ifand and other 
Places to New Tork; thoſe Veſſels were generally hired by him, and amounted, upon 
an Average, to about Twenty-five : There were none purchaſed for the Uſe of Go- 

vernment, Some Veſſels were continually employed in this Department, from the 

Beginning of the Year 1777 to June 1780. He believes ſeveral of theſe Veſſels be- 
longed to Perſons employed in his Department, and ſome to the Inhabitants of the 
Town: They were hired at the ſtated Price, and paid for at his Office, 
Waggons, Carts, and Horſes were likewiſe neceſſary for carrying on the Buſineſs 
of the Barrack Maſter General; theſe he hired at the ſettled Price of Twelve Shil- 


lings a Day Currency for a Waggon, Two Horſes, and a Driver; and Ten Shillings 


a Day for a Cart, One Horſe, and a Driver; who had a Ration a Day, and, the lat- 
ter Part of the Time, a Ration a Day for each Horſe. None of theſe were purchaſed 
for the Uſe of Government. He believes ſome of them were the Property of Perſons 
employed in the Office of the Barrack Maſter General. 

The Barrack Maſter of the Town took Charge of all theſe Carriages, and paid for 
their Hire; and the Receipts he took are Vouchers for the Barrack Maſter General. 


The Barrack Maſter hired Labourers as he wanted them, and paid them at the uſual 


Price of Labour. 


None of his Accounts are as yet come to England: They were on board the Robuſt 
Man of War; which, on her — Home, was forced to go to the Weſt Indies.

The EXAMINATION of Fobn Meontreſor Efquire; taken upon Oath, the 
17th, 19th, and 22d April 1782, 


HIS Examinant faith, That upon the Death of Captain Thomas Sewers, in 

March 1774, he ſucceeded to the Office of Commanding Engineer under the 
Commander in Chief of His Majeſty's Forces in North America; he was afterwards 
appointed, by a ſpecial Commiſſion from the King, dated the 18th of December 
1775, Chief Engineer in America; as ſuch, he was ſubject to all Orders iſſued to him 
by the Commander in Chief. His Buſineſs, as Chief Engineer, was to conſtru& 
Fortifications, both permanent and temporary, and to purchaſe all Materials neceſ- 
ſary for the ſame; to provide whatever was neceſſary, either for Attack or Defence; 
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to repair and fit up the Barracks and Quarters for the Army; to provide all the Veſ- 
ſels, Waggons, Carts, and Horſes, Artificers, and Labourers, neceſſary for the 
Service of this Department, except Waggons and Horſes upon a March, or on preſſ- 
ing Occaſions; to make Roads, and to keep them in Repair. He always made the 
Agreements himſclf, when it was in his Power (ſometimes in Writing and ſometimes 
by Word only) for the Purchaſe of all the Materials, and for the Workmanſhip, and 
for the Hire of whatever was wanted in this Department. At the diſtant Poſts theſe 
Agreements were made by the Engineers and Aſſiſtants under him. When Fortifica- 
tions were to be conſtructed, he formed a Deſign and Eſtimate, which he laid before 
the Commander in Chief; whoſe Approbation was an Authority to him to procure 
all the neceſſary Materials, and to carry it into Execution, within the Compaſs of the 
Sum in the Eſtimate. There were conſtantly employed in this Department Four 
Veſſels, together about Three hundred and Fifty Tons Burthen ; and Eight Wag- 

gons, each with Two Horſes; and Six Waggons more upon a March, He purchaſed 
Three of the Veſſels, and the Eight Waggons and Horſes, upon his own Account, 
from Colonel Dixon, who had executed the ſame Office; and let them to Government 
at the ſtated Prices of Thirteen Shillings a Ton per Month for the Veſſels, and Five 
Shillings and Ten Pence a Day Sterling for a Waggon and Two Horſes ; for which 
he paid the Drivers, and kept the Waggons in Repair: The Public ſupplied the 
Driver with a Ration a Day. The Waggons and Horſes, upon a March, were ſup- 
plied by the Quarter Maſter General. Another Veſſel of One hundred and Seventy- 


ſix Tons was for ſome Time employed in this Department, during the Expedition to. 


the Head of E£/k. The Perſon who had either fold him Materials, or performed any 


Service, generally applied to him for a Certificate of the Agreement being performed, 
and of the Price of the Purchaſe or Hirez upon which he gave an Order upon the 


Paymaſter of the Works to pay to the Perſon the Sum therein ſpecified. He had 


under him Aſſiſtant Engineers, a Clerk of the Checque, Maſters and Foremen of all 
the Works ; who frequently made Reports and Returns to him what Services were 


performed, and of the Number of Men, and Time they were employed : From theſe 
Reports and Returns the Claims of the ſeveral Perſons were made out in the Office; 
he directed the Payment of them from the Confidence he had in the Truth of thoſe 


Reports and Returns. The Money iſſued for the Expences of this Department was 


by the Warrants, either Temporary or Final, of the Commander in Chief upon the 
Deputy Paymaſter General of the Forces, payable to him as Chief Engineer; but he 
never received the Money himſelf. He endorſed the Warrants, and tranſmitted them 

to the Paymaſter of the Works, who received the Sums of the Deputy Paymaſter Ge- 


neral. With this Money the Paymaſter of the Works paid the Bills ſent to him by | 
the Chief Engineer; and ſometimes, by Order of the Commander in Chief, he was 


directed to pay Bills without their having been firſt examined by the Chief Engineer, 


Sometimes he paid Bills at his own Diſcretion, The Receipts given for theſe Pay- 


ments 
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ments were all made as Sums received of the Paymaſter of the Works. Fie was 
always directed to take Two Receipts for every Payment; One of which he tranſ- 
mitted to the Chief Engineer. Previous to the making up the Quarterly Abſtract 
_ of the Expenditure, to be annexed to the Final Warrant, he took from the Office of 
the Paymaſter of the Works the Duplicate for every Payment made by him during 
that Quarter, and carried them, with the Abſtract, to the Commander in Chief, for 


his Inſpection, and to obtain a Final Warrant. He does not know that either any 
Chief Engineer or Paymaſter of the Works was ever called upon, in any Office, to 


paſs his Accounts of Money expended by him, or by his Order, for the Extraordi- 
naries of the Army; or that any Account was ever paſſed, except by Colonel Henry 
Gordon; who, as he has been informed and believes, himſelf applied to the Office of 
the Auditor of the Impreſt, and procured his Accounts to be paſſed there. He con- 
ſiders himſelf as accountable only, for the Orders for Payment iſſued by him, to the 
Paymalter of the Works, 

He further faith, That he arrived in England on or about the 19th of December 
1778; and on the 10th of April 1780 ſignified by Letter to John Bray Eſquire, One 
of the Deputy Auditors of the Impreſt, that he had in his Poſſeſſion Accounts of 
ſeveral Years ſtanding, conſiſting principally of Abſtracts and Vouchers for carrying 
on His Majeſty's Service 1a the Engineer's Department under his immediate Com- 
mand in North America, to a conſiderable Amount, and which had been paid out of 
the Contingencies of the Army, from Time to Time, by Warrants from different 
Commanders in Chief; and requeſted the ſaid John Bray to inform him when it 
would be moſt agreeable to him to have them tranſmitted to the Auditors Office for 
Examination, To which Letter he, Three Days afterwards, received a verbal An- 


ſwer to the following Effect—That his Accounts could not be received at the Impreſt 


Office for the preſent, as they were fo full of Buſineſs ; but whenever they were more 
at Leiſure he ſhould be acquainted with it. That he has never ſince heard from Mr. 
Bray, or any other Perſon in the Auditors Office, upon that Subject. 

The total Sum contained in the Warrants iſſued to him by the Commanders in 
Chief, from the gth of March 1774 to the 3oth of September 1778, was One hundred 
Ninety-one thouſand and Fitty-ſix Pounds and Seven Pence Farthing. 

From the Month of September 1577 to June 1778 he was employed in conſtructing 


Fortifications in and about Philadelphia. He cannot tell the Amount of the Expences 


of theſe Fortifications; they are blended together with various other Expences in his 


Department.

The EXA M INATION of Captain David Laird; taken upon Oath, the 
18th and xgth March, and 12th April 1782. 


HIS Examinant faith, That he was appointed by Sir William Howe, Com- 
mander in Chief in North America, Agent for Victuallers, Store Ships, and 
Small Craft, by Warrant dated iſt Fanuary 1777: He was at that Time Agent to 
the Artillery, to overlook the Embarkation and Debarkation of the Artillery and 
their Stores. A Perſon was wanted to ſuperintend the Unloading and Delivery of 
the Stores and Proviſions to the ſeveral Departments, and the Diſpatch of the Veſſels 
back again to Europe, and to hire and inſpect the ſmall Veſſels for the Service of the 
Army: For theſe Purpoſes. he received his Commiſſion from Sir William Howe. He 
continued in this Department under him until May 1778, and afterwards under Sir 
Henry Clinton until December 1780. Orders were iſſued from the Commander in. 
Chief, for Returns to be made to him of all the Small. Craft at that Time employed: 
in each. Department : Theſe Returns, ſigned: by the Heads of each Department,. 
were delivered to him with his Commiſſion. At that Time Sir William Erſtine was 
Quarter Maſter General, Colonel George Clerk Barrack Maſter General, Mr. Daniel 
Chamier Commiſſary General, and Major Mathew Dixon Chief Engineer, All the 
Small. Craft employed at this Time in theſe ſeveral Departments were paid by the 
Quarter Maſter General. He made Returns. to the Commander in Chief, as often 
as the Service would permit, of the Number of Small Craft employed in the Depart- 
ments of the Quarter Maſter General, Barrack. Maſter General, and: Commiſlary 
General: The Engineer hired thoſe which: were-conſtantly employed in his Branch. 
This Return contained the Number, the Names, the Sort of Veſſel, the Maſter's 
Name, the Tonnage, his Remarks, and generally the Service they were employed 
in. It was Part of his Buſineſs to hire all Veſſels and Small. Craft wanted for the 
Service of the Army: If it was a Veſſel above the Size required for Inland Naviga- 
tion, he had firſt the particular Orders of the Commander in Chief; if ſmaller Veſſels. 
were wanted, he procured them upon the Requiſition: of the Heads of the ſeveral. 
Departments, and ſelected for each Department thoſe Veſſels that were beſt con- 
ſtructed for the Service of each; and they were not diſcharged until he received Or- 
ders for that Purpoſe from the Heads of the ſeveral Departments. If the Veſſels ex- 
ceeded Thirty or Thirty-five Tons, he hired them always by Charter ; if under, by 
a Memorandum given to the Owner, Theſe Veſſels were meaſured and valued, in 
general, by the Wardens of the Port at New Tork; which Officers ars named by the: 
Chamber of Commerce, and approved of by the Commandant of the Town. The 
Price of the Hire of Veſſels under FO Tons was Six Pence New York Currency: 


(Three 
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(Three Pence Halfpenny Sterling) per Ton per Day, and Half a Dollar, at Four 
Shillings and Eight Pence Sterling, per Man per Day; ſome carrying Two, ſome 
Three, and a few Four Men; and each Man was allowed a Soldier's Ration, in- 
cluding One Sixth of a Quart of Rum : This Price never varied. For Veſſels of. 
Thirty Tons and upwards the Hire was Ten Shillings Sterling per Ton per Month; 
the Proprietor was to find Six Men to the Hundred Tons, and victual them: And 
a few of theſe Veſſels, called Petty Augers, were hired by the Day, at Ten Shillings 
and Six Pence and Eleven Shillings and Eight Pence Sterling, In May 1777 ſeveral 
Veſſels were wanted for the Expedition to the Southward, for carrying Horſes and. 
ſome Waggons. The Proprietors of the Veſſels complained to him of the ſmall Price 
paid for the Hire. At that Time the Rate of Wages, and the Price of Proviſions 
and Naval Stores, was increaſed, and therefore he was of Opinion that the Price of 
the Tonnage was too little, and recommended to them to apply by Memorial to the 
Quarter Maſter General. This Memorial was referred to him, by. the Commander 
in Chief : He reported, that he thought Thirteen Shillings a Ton Sterling per Month- 
was a reaſonable Price; and 1 in conſequence of his Report it was increaſed. to that 
Sum. | 

It was his Duty to ſee that the Veſſels were fitted: out and manned in a Manner ſuf- 
ficient for the Service required of them; he was a Check and Control upon the 
Owners and Maſters: Where he was preſent, he hired them all himſelf, of thoſe 
Perſons who tendered them to him; in his Abſence they were hired by his Deputy, 
but in his Name. He never bought any himſelf; nor does he know of any being. 
bought for the Service of the Army, except Three by Order of Sir Henry Clinton, 
and Three bought at Rhode Ifand by the Deputy Commiſſary. The Commander in 


Chief never interfered in the Contract for hiring theſe Veſſels, but left it entirely to 


him. He was not employed in the Expenditure of any Part of the: Public Money : 
At firſt, the Hire of all the Veſſels was paid by the Quarter Maſter General; after- 
wards, the Commander in Chief ordered each Department to pay the Hire of. the 
Veſſels they employed. 

Every Quarter he made up an Account of what was due for the Hire of every. 


Veſſel employed in the Service during; that Quarter, and made out Tickets or Certi- _ 


ficates, ſigned by himſelf, and directed to the Heads of different Departments, ſpe- 
cifying the Name of the Veſſel, the Tonnage, the Department i in which it was em 
ployed, the Time of Service, and the Price per Ton: This Ticket he delivered to the 
Owner, Maſter, or his Agent, who carried it to the Office of that Department, where 
he was paid, and left the Ticket. An Account is made up in that Office of all the 
Sums paid in purſuance of theſe Tickets, and ſent to him, with the Tickets : He 
checked this Account by his Tickets and Check Book, ſigned the Account, and re- 
turned it to the Office, If the Veſſel was in a diſtant Service, he did not deliver the 
Ticket: 
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Ticket without a Certificate that ſhe was in actual Service during that Period. 
Where the Veſlel was either taken, ſunk, burnt, or deſtroyed, he did not pay for 


her without an Affidavit of the Fact by the Maſter and Crew, and the Certificate of 


an Officer of that Department in which ſhe was employed. He purſued the like 


Method of making out and delivering Tickets to the Seamen employed on board the 


Veſſels in the Departments of the Quarter Maſter General, Barrack Maſter General, 
and Commiſſary General, and of examining the Accounts ſent to him from thoſe 
Offices with his Tickets and Check Book, and of ſigning the Accounts if he found 
them to agree with his Tickets, He was not concerned, nor had any Thing to do 


with the Payitient of any of them. 


The Quarter Maſter General, the rick Maſter General, and ſeveral of the in- 


ferior Officers in thoſe Departments, and in the Commiſſariate, and he himſelf, were 
Proprietors, or had Shares in ſeveral of theſe Veſſels; the Agreement for them was 


made by, and the Hire paid to, either theſe Officers themſelves or their Agents: 


The Names of the Principal Officers do not appear either in the Agreements for the 
Hire, or in the Receipts for the Pay. The Average Wages of a Seaman was about 


Three Pounds Fifteen Shilling) Sterling per Month, and the Victualling about Two 


Shillings Sterling a Day. It is __ poſſible to compute the Average 4 the Yearly 


Repairs of a Veſſel.

The i X AM IN A TION of Mr. William Butler; taken upon Oath, the 22d 
and 27th March 1782, 


4115S Examinant faith, That he held the Office of Inſpector of Stores and 


Proviſions in North America from the Year 1759 to November 1776; at which 
Time he was appointed, by the Treaſury, Aſſiſtant Commiſſary to the Army com- 


manded by Sir William Howe at New 7 ork, in which Department he is now, and has 
been ever ſince. 

It is his Buſineſs to receive 3 the Victuallers into the Stores, and to Ps "DAE in 
Bulk, according to the Orders of the Commiſſary General, all Stores and Proviſions 
for the Uſe of the Army. He reported every Day to the Commiſſary General what 


Proviſions he had received and delivered out during that Day; and once a Week he 
made 
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made to him a general Return of all the Proviſions received and delivered out, with 
what remained oa Hand. Where Proviſions were purchaſed in the Country by the 


Commiſſary General, or Perſons employed by him, they were referred to the Inſpec- 


tor to be examined; if he approved of them, he gave a Certificate to the Seller, ſpe- 
cifying the Quantity, Weight, and Kind of Proviſions, which Certificate entitled 


him to Payment at the Commiſſary General's Office, according to his Agreement. 


He paid every Month all the Clerks and Labourers employed in his Department, 
and took ſeparate Receipts from each, in the Name of the Commiſſary General: He 
paid the Labourers from Three Shillings to about One Shilling and Nine Pence a Day 
Sterling, and every Three Months took up the Monthly Receipts, and exchanged 
them for a Receipt for Three Months. He had generally from Seventy to Eighty 
Labourers, and each was allowed a Ration a Day over and above his Pay, He 
never was employed to purchaſe either Stores or Proviſions, When Rum was pur- 
chaled, Two Perſons, called Proof Maſters, were ordered by the Commander in 
Chief to take the Proof of it; they marked upon the Caſk, if above the Standard: 
Proof, the Quantity of Water to be added to reduce it to the Standard, and reported 
to the Commiſſary General the Quantity as if reduced; it was then received into the 
Stores, and the Perſon appointed to take care of the Rum reduced it according to 
the Directions of the Proof Maſters, and the Aſſiſtant Commiſſary ſtood charged with 
the reduced Quantity. He, and ſeveral others in the Commiſſariate, had Shares in 
ſeveral Veſſels employed in this and other Departments under Government ; theſe 
Veſſels were all paid as other Veſſels were, at the ſtated Price ſettled by. the Com- 
mander in Chief: They were employed in tranſporting Stores and Proviſions to Places 
where there were different Detachments, and to por the Out- poſts; and were paid 
at the Office of the Commiſſary General. 

Whenever any Proviſions, either landed from the Victuallers, or in Store, or re- | 
turned from the Out-poſts, were damaged, he reported them to the Commiſſary 
General; upon his Repreſentation, the Commander in Chief iſſued a Warrant, di- 
rected to Four or Six Perſons, to hold a Survey; at which the Inſpector generally 
attended: After Examination, they directed ſuch Part as was unfit for Uſe to be 
deſtroyed, and faw it thrown into the Sea; and directed what Part ſhould be ſaved 
to feed Cattle, and what Parts ſhould be ſold : That Part which was faved for Cattle 
was generally delivered to the Commiſſary of Cattle; and the Part to be. ſold con- 
tinued in Store until ſold at Public Vendue by the Vendue Maſter; who received the 
Money, and paid it into the Office of the Commiſſary General. A Report of this 
Survey was made by the Surveyors and Inſpector to the Commiſſary General, for the 
Information of the Commander in Chief. 


The Veſſels that were employed in his Department, and were private Property, 


were for the moſt Part Prizes bought at public Vendue, and were paid, victualled 


and. kept in Repair by the Owners. No Repairs could be done. in the King's Yard 


(that, 
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(that was under the Direction of the Quarter Maſter General) without his Order; 

nor in the Naval Yard, without the Order of the commanding Sea Officer for the 
Time being. Some of the Carts and Horſes employed belonged to the Officers of 
this Department. The Price of a Horſe and Cart was about Thirty Pounds Cur- 
rency; and a Sledge, uſed in Winter, about Fourteen Pounds Currency: Theſe 
were kept in Pay the whole Year, and repaired by the Owners. The Hire of a 
Horſe and Cart, or Sledge, was Twelve Shillings a Day Currency, paid by Govern- 
ment. 

At firſt his Clerks «nd Labourers received their Pay and Proviſions without any 
Deduction; but on the 25th June 1780, he received Directions from the Commiſſary 
General to ſtop from their Pay Two Pence Halfpenny Sterling for each Ration : The 
Amount of theſe Stoppages, for the firſt Half Year, was Three hundred and Seventy 
Pounds Eighteen Shillings and Seven Pence Currency (about Two hundred and Six- 
teen Pounds Sterling); for the next Quarter, One hundred Eighty-five Pounds Four 
Shillings and Four Pence Currency (about One hundred and Eight Pounds Sterling) : 
Which Sums he paid to the Commiſſary General,

for the Purpoſe of ſupplying the Army under my Command with Proviſions and 
Stores from Europe; which Ships, from a Want of a proper Perſon to ſuperintend 
the Diſcharge of their Cargoes, and their Diſpatch from hence, incur unneceſſary Ex- 
pence to Government, and make Delays, to the great Prejudice of His Majeſty's 
Service: And whereas there are a Number of ſmaller Veſſels chartered or hired for 
Public Services, in the different Departments under my Command, which require 


the moſt ſtriẽt Inſpection to prevent Abuſes : I, therefore, repoſing eſpecial Confi- 


dence in your Vigilance and Activity, do hereby conſtitute and appoint you to be 
4 . ſole 
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| ſole Agent for all the Ships and Veſſels which ſhall come freighted by Government 
and conſigned to me, and all ſuch as are or may be chartered or hired by my Order. 
You are therefore to examine the Cargoes of all ſuch Ships and Veſſels, on their 
Arrival at this Port, making known to me if any Fraud or Impoſition has been 
offered to Government, by bringing out Goods not ſpecified in the Bills of Lading ; 
and you are hereby required to direct the Unloading and Diſpatch of thoſe Ships and 
Veſſels, from Time to Time, as they may arrive, delivering to me a Weekly State of 
the Proceedings of all thoſe who happen to be in this Harbour, or Places contiguous 
to it, remarking the Cauſes of Delay, or other Impediments that may occur to your 
Obſervation ; aud when Four, Five, or more, are ready for Sca, you are to report 
the ſame to me, that the neceſſary Orders may be given for them to proceed to Eug— 
land, Ireland, or other Places, agreeable to the Charter Parties under which they 
reſpectively ſerve. . You are alſo required to take under your Care all ſmaller Vet- - 
ſels, that have been chartered or hired by my Order; to ſee that they are properly 
manned, equipped, and juſtly rated as to their Tonnage, reporting ſuch as you think 
ſuperfluous or unfit for Service, that they may be diſcharged : And when it is necet- 
ſary for the Service to charter or hire more Veſſels for inland Navigation, you are 
hereby authorized to do the ſame, upon the moſt reaſonable Terms, conducting your- 
ſelf in the Execution of this Charge, as nearly as poſſible, according to the Rules and 
Inſtructions given and practiſed by the honourable Board of Commiſſioners of His 
Majeſty's Navy in the Hire of Veſſels for the Service of Government. And, as it 
may be found adviſable to appropriate a certain Number to each of the public De- 
partments; viz, of the Commiſſary General, Quarter Maſter General, and Barrack 
Maſter General, you will in that Caſe ſelect thoſe beſt conſtructed for the ſeveral Ser- 
vices, appointing an active and truſty Man to each, with Directions to make frequent 
Reports to you of their Proceedings. In like Manner, you are to deliver to me, 
every Week, a Return of the ſmall Veſſels, and how employed, with your occa- 
ſional Obſervations. The Rates and Periods of Payment being aſcertained, as may 
be judged moſt convenient, you are to give Tickets of Pay, due from Time to Time 
to the ſeveral Maſters or Skippers, keeping a regular Book to check the ſame, and 
direct theſe Tickets to be carried to the Quarter Maſter General's Office, where they 
will be diſcharged; and upon a Settlement of the whole Expence, at the End of 
every Quarter, you will take up the ſaid Tickets, and give One general Voucher 
for the full Sum expended within that Time. All Maſters, Skippers, and others 
concerned, are hereby commanded to obey you, as ſole Agent, and thoſe in Ap- 
pointment under you; and you are to obſerve and follow ſuch Orders and Directions, 
from Time to Time, as you ſhall receive from me, or the Commander in Chief for 
the Time being, and to comply, not waiting for particular Inſtructions, with ſuch 
Requiſitions a as may be made, for the Proſecution of the Service, by the Principals

in the Departments before mentioned, in purſuance of the Truſt hereby repoſed in 
you; for which you will be entitled to receive Twenty Shillings Sterling per Day, 
to commence from the Date of this Warrant. Given under my Hand and Seal; at 
Head Quarters in New York, the Firſt Day of January One Thouſand Seven hundred 
and Seventy-ſeven, in the Seventeenth Year of the Reign of our Sovereign Lord 
George the Third, by the Grace of God of Great — France, and Fun. King, 
Defender of the Faith, and ſo forth.

A” I conſider myſelf a Steward for the Public Money ated by the Troops 
under my Command, I think myſelf bound, by the Duty I owe my Country, 
to regulate the Charges to be made by the different Departments. 
Ihe Quarter Maſter General muſt abſolutely be reſtricted from charging more for 
Waggons and Horſes than he has actually paid, for which he muſt produce his 
Vouchers; and he is not to charge the Hire of Horſes and Waggons purchaſed; 
nor is he to purchaſe either Horſes or Waggons but upon Government Accounts If 
the Neceſlity of the Service ſhould oblige him to hire Waggons and Horſes in the 
Country, either to attend the Army, or to carry Supplies to the different Poſts, he 
is to pay the Proprietors the full Price allowed by Government for the Hire of 
ſuch Waggons, for which the Receipts of ſuch Proprietors will be his Vouchers. 
The Commiſſary General is not to charge Government for the complete Ration 


delivered to the Soldier, unleſs ſuch Ration is ſupplied from the Stores ſent from 


England. Whenever he delivers to them freſh Proviſions, he mult only charge to 


them the real Amount of what he pays for the Cattle, for which the Receipts of the 
Inhabitants will be his Vouchers: The ſame Rule muſt be ſtrictly obſcrved in the 
delivery of Flour and Indian Meal. 

All Craft, neceſſary for the Service of the Public Departments, is to be purchaſed 
on Government's Account. Whenever it is neceſſary to hire any, the Oe, of 
the Proprietors will be the proper Vouchers, 


Mr. Cruden, the Commiſſioner for the ſequeſtered Eſtates, has Directions to 


ſupply the Public * with Negroes, for the Hire of which he will charge 
them. 


Lieutenant Colonel Balfour is deſired t to make proper Regulations for the Barrack 
Department, and report them to me,

The E X A M INATION of Major General William Roy; taken upon Oath, 


the 14th of May 1782. 


HIS Examinant ſaich, That in the Year 1758 he went over to the Allied 
Army in Germany, in the Departments of Engineer and Aſſiſtant Quarter 
Maſter General, aud continued in thoſe Departments until the End of the War in 


1763. No Public Money was impreſted or intruſted to him in either of theſe 
Departments, 


He was employed to erect Stages and Wharfs - for the Diſembarkation of the 
Britiſh Troops at Bremerlebe; he i for the Materials, and the Labour; he 


paid ſuch current and contingent Expences as were neceſſary, but not as a Public 


Accountant; he certified the Expences to the Commander in Chief, who iſſued his 
Warrant for his Reimburſement, to Peter Taylor Eſquire, the then Deputy Pay- 
maſter General. 
He was commiſſioned, together with Major General Sandford ad Lieutenant 
Colonel Keith, to conduct the Britifh Troops through Holland in their Way Home: 
He acted in the Quarter Maſter General's Department. The Price paid for the 
Quarters of the Troops, and for the neceſſary Carriages, was ſettled with the States 


General, by a Tariff; the Bread and Forage was ſupplied by particular Contracts, in 
_ the uſual Way. The Deputy Paymaſter General ſupplied the Commanding Officers 
of Regiments with fmall Sums to pay the Quarters, and current Expences which 


were diſcharged every Day, and for which they took Receipts. The Accounts of all 
the Expences of this March were collected together, and paid, as he believes, by 
Peter Taylor Eſquire, who was ſent to Holland for that Purpoſe. The Number of 
theſe Troops was about Twenty Thouſand. From the Time they entered to the 


Time they left the Territories of the States General, was about Thirty Pays; and 


the total Expence under Thirty thouſand Pounds. 

He underſtands and believes, that all the Expences incurred in the Departments 
of the Quarter Maſter General and Engineer, by the Britiſb Troops, during the 
War in Germany, were defrayed in the ſame Manner, by the Warrants of the Com- 
mander in Chief upon the Deputy Paymaſters General, purſuant to the Certificates 


of thoſe Officers; who never, that he knows of, received any Public Money on 


Account, but were conſidered as a Check and Control, to ſee that the Articles ſup- 
plied were good of their Kind, adequate to the Services they were intended for, and 


that there was no Waſte.

Hs Examinant ſaith, That he is a Deputy to Sn Mounifuart, One of 
the Auditors of the Impreſt. 


When an Officer intends to paſs his Accounts in the Office of the Auditors of the 


Impreſt, of Money expended by him for the Extraordinary Services of the Army 
Abroad, he either does or ſhould deliver into the Office a ſtated Account of his Re- 


ceipts and Payments, with his Vouchers, and Abſtracts of his Payments, annexed to 
the Copies of the Final Warrants granted by the Commander in Chief, He charges 
himſelf with Two Kinds of Receipts: 1ſt, With Sums received from the Deputy 
Paymaſter General of the Forces Abroad, by virtue of Warrants from the Com- 
manders in Chief; which Sums are checked by a Certificate from the Office of the 
Paymaſter General: And 2dly, With Sums that come to his Hands by other Means ; 
this 1s called his voluntary Charge. | 

The Vouchers are examined by the Clerks, If a Voucher contains a certain Sum 
received, the Signature of a Perſon receiving, and a juſt Computation; and agrees 
with the Abſtract ; the Voucher is deemed a fair one, and admitted. 

Theſe are the only Circumſtances relative to the Vouchers that can, as he appre- 
hends, be examined in this Office; for the Truth of the Voucher the Reliance muſt 


be upon the Oath of the Accountant, After the Vouchers are examined, and no 


Objection to them ariſes, or the Objections are anſwered, a State of the Account is 
drawn out, directed to the Lords of the Treafury; in which the Accountant craves 
to be allowed the Money paid by him or his Agents, for Services ſpecified, by virtue 
of Warrants of the Commanders 1 in Chief, and alſo the official Fees for paſſing his. 
Accounts. 

An Abſtract of the State of the Account is drawn out, and ſworn t to by the Ac- 
countant before One of the Barons of the Exchequer z which Abſtrat remains with 
the Vouchers in the Office. The State is then preſented by the Deputy Auditor to 
the Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, for their Approbation and Allowance ; if 
approved and allowed, the State 1s returned to the Office, with his Majeſty's Warrant 
allowing the ſame, and directing the Auditor to prepare, and preſent for Declara- 
tion, the Account conformably to the State. The Account is then engroſſed upon 
Parchment, and upon Paper ; both are preſented to the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
for Declaration; are ſigned by him, and afterwards by Two other Lords of the 
Treaſury : That on Paper is kept in the Office of the Auditor; that on Parchment 

goes 
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goes through the Offices of the King's Remembrancer, and the Treaſurer's Remem- 
brancer, to the Pipe Office (from whence the Quietus iſſues), and where it remains. 
Every Perſon who receives Public Money upon Account, is ſubject to render an 
Account, in the Office of the Auditor, in what Manner he has diſpoſed of that Mo- 
ney; hence, where the ſame Sum paſſes through the Hands of different Perſons, each 
Perſon may be ſubject to give an Account of the Money he has received.
